“ tn Modern Hiftory of Hindof.- 

tan, comprehending that of the 
Greek Empire of Baétria, and other 
Great Atiatic Kingdoms, bordering on its 
weftern Frontier ; commencing at the Pe- 
riod of the Death of Alexander, and in- 
tended to be brought down to the Clofe 
of the Eighteenth Century, Vol. 1, Part I. 
and II.” If Mr. Maurice had not 
given the moft irrefragable evidence, that 
he enjoys an intelligent {pirit of refearch 
not to be intimidated by difficulties, and 
a {tock of induftry, not to be exhaufted by 
exertion, we might almoft have feared, left 
he fhould fink under the weight of fo vat 
an undertaking as the prefent. Of Mo- 
dern India we have no regular hiftory : the 
materials for fuch a work are {canty, and 
of no very.eafy accefs. Should Mr. Mau- 
rice {ucceed in the completion of his ar- 
duous tafk—and of his {uccefs, if heenjoys 
health and eafe, there can be no doubt—he 
will prefent a valuable. offering to the lite- 
rature of his country. ‘* From the death 
of Alexander till: the commencement of 
the Hegira, or Mohammedan /Era, in the 


fixth century, the path of Indian Hiftory 


becomes gloomy, cheerlefs, treacherous, 
and unconnested. We are poffefled of 
few authentic documents to-guide, and 
fill fewer important, incidents to vary, the 
“uinterefting narrative.’ Dark, however, 
and barren, as this part of the work muft 
neceflarily be, Mr. Maurice has endea- 
Voured, fiom various fragments, as he in- 
Sorms us, relative to India, in the Hiftory 
of the Seleucid, and that of the Prolemies 
in Egypt; from the feanty records of the 

sreek fovereigns of Baétria; the dynatty 
of the Arfacidz, and other neighbouring 
hations 5 and from the twilight glimmer- 
ing of information fcattered through~the 
Pages of the Roman Hiftory, both of the 


Faitern and Weftern Empire ; to connect_ 


the chain of events, and retain wnextin-

guifhed the fpirit that ought to daimate 
every hiftorical compofition. The firft 
part of this work, which Mr. Maurice 
has connected with his former volumes, 
by a brief retrofpeét of the events record- 
ed in the Ancient Hiftory, commences at 
the death of Alexander, and concludes 
with the death and charaéter of Mahmud. 
The 2d part clofes with the conclufion of 
the fourteenth century. The 3d part, we 
are informed in the Preface, will bring the 
Hiftory down to the clofe of the feven- 
teenth century. The fourth and laft part 
will confequently be devoted to the com- 
plicated, and to us more interelting, 
events of the century which has juit paffed 
away. Mr. Maurice has materially im- 
proved himfelf in compofition. In his 
early productions, a luxuriant imagina- 
tion was too little reftrained by the feve- 
rity of judgment ; and although, perhaps, 
his ftyle ot writing may even yet be confi- 
dered as too epithetical for hiftory, it is 
altogether chaftened and improved: it is 
lefs diffufe, lefs invoived, and therefore 

much more vigorous. 
As a Supplement to his Memoirs of 
Sir Robert Walpole, Mr. Coxe has com- 
iled and. publifhed, in one quarto vo- 
baie, ‘¢ Memoirs of Horatio Lord Wal- 
pole, fele€ted from his Correfpondence and 
Papers, and connected with the Hiftory of 
the Times, from 1678 to 1757, illuftrated 
with Portraits.” Mr. Coxe is fingularly 
fortunate in his accefsto authentic docu- 
ments: with bis diligence the public is 
already acquainted ; and, on the prefent 
occafion, it will not be difappointed in its 
expectation of an interefting and well- 
arranged hiftorical morgeax. Lord Wal- 
pole was engaged in a public capacity at 
an early period of his life. He was am- 
baflador at Paris, and ambaflador at the 
Hague; and, during the whole period of 
his brother's adminiitration, was an able 
and ufefut co-adjutor to him both in and 
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out of parliament. His biographer in- 
forms us, that even after the refignation 
of his brother, although he filled no offi- 
cial ftation, yet, in confequence of his ex- 
perience, abilities, and weight among the 
party, he retained a confiderable influence 
ever many of the minifters': he was confi- 
dentially confulted byMr.Pelham,and Lord 
Chancellor Hardwicke, and often gave his 
opinion in the moft trank and unreferved 
manner tothe Duke of Newcaftle, to the 
Duke of Cumberland, and even to the 
King. The political memoirs of fuch a 
charaéter muft throw confiderable light on 
the hiftory of the times: the documents 
from which thefe memoirs are taken fill 
160 port-folios! Of thefe Mr. Coxe has 
availed himfelf, and the fcurces of his in- 
formation he has enumerated in his Pre- 
face. The work is rendered more inte- 
refting by the introduétion of portraits of 
many cotemporary characters, and of fac- 
fimilies of their hand-writing. 

‘« The Hiftory of England, from the 
Acceflion of George III. to the conclu- 
fien of Peace, in the year 1783, by Joun 
ADoLPHuS, Efg. F.S. A. 3 vols. 8vo.” 
This is a work of fome degree of refpec- 
tability. Mr. Adolphus has obvioufly 
very llrong political partialities. He does 
not affeé& to conceal, aud we fhould blame 
him if he did, that he is attached to the 
high Tory party, and has a regard for the 
conftitution of his country, both in church 
and ftate, founded on the principles of that 
party; and that this regard, ever prefent 
to his mind, has diffuied itfelf through 
his work. But, however deep is his vene- 
ration, and however ardent his attachment 
to that conftitution, whofe bleffings, in 


. common with every Briton, he participates, 


Mr. Adolphus has feldom fuffered him- 
felf 10 be betrayed by his political preju- 
dices into any indecent violence againft 
thofe whom he confiders as its affailants : 
—‘* T have endeavoured to affign to them, 
and to their opponents (fays he) (indeed 
to every man, whether exalted or ob{cure, 
ailuftrious from merit, or degraded b 

crime) his real motives, and true sich 
of condu&.’” We have no doubt but 
Mr. Adolphus has exercifed a great deal 
of forbearance towards many, who per- 
haps would not have tendered the fame 
clemency towards him: and we fear, that 
the uniform mildnefs of his exprefiions 
will be confidered as indicative of pufilla- 
mimity or Jukewarmnels, and that the even 
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volumes is not diftinguithed by 4;

peaceable, and contented. Dr. Coote 
would perhaps have rendered his volume 
more interefting and valuable, had he 
been more ampie in his inveftigations of 
the remote caufes which led to the Union, 
and of the manoeuvres by which it was 
effe&ted; and if he had been lefs diffule in 
his detail of the parliamentary debates. 
Thefe latter are reported with the mi- 
nutenefs of a journal ; and, as we ared- 
ready in poffeffion of them, by means of 
our Parliamentary Regifters, {uch minute. 
nefs feemed altogether unneceflary. Even 
among thole who thought favourably of 
the meafure, it was not to be expfed, 
that all the details of arrangement fhould 
meet with apprabation, Our hilforan 
thinks, that the number of deputed peers, 
with a view to the dignity or compalt 
tive magnitude of Ircland, or (0!

aiciibed to dulnefs or apathy. It is per- 
haps uc, that the compofition of thefe 


the Peers. .He*fays, he fhould sa: - 
better pleafed with the arrangemen!, at 
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ever, if fewer placemen had been allowed; 
and if, while the lefs confiderable boroughs 
of Ireland were disfranchifed, the Britith 
reprefentation had felt the benefit of a mo- 
derate reform, not founded on romantic 
theories of perfection, but regulated by the 
true {pirit of our conttitution. Nor is the 
Doftor unapprehenfive, that the influence 
of the crown, -which may at preient be 
deemed excrbitant, will perhaps be in- 
creafed by the transfer of Irith reprefenta- 
tives to this country. The greater part 
of the number will probably, fays he, as 
it has happened in the cafe of Scotland, 
promote the views of the court: but the 
added weight wiil not make any material 
difference in the complexion of the Parli- 
ament, or in the general mode of adwi- 
niftation. Dry. Coote’s work is altoge- 
ther a very refpectable ore, and has, be- 
iides its intrinfic value, the adventitious 
one of being, we believe, the only regular 
Hitlory yet publifhed, of fo important an 
event in the annals of the two kingdoms, 

In our laft compendium, we announced 
the appearance of the firft volume of Mr. 
Ranken’s ‘* Hiftory of France, Civil 
and Military,” &c. &c. The author 
begins his Hiftory from the conqueft of 
France by Clovis, A. D. 486, and carries 
us down, in his firft volume, to the death 
of Charlemagne, at which period, the fe- 
cond, which is now publifhed, -of courfe 
commences: this event took place in the 
year $14. The conquelts of Charlemagne 
were extenfive, but his abilities were com- 
meniurate with the magnitude of his do- 
minions. He could beitow his empire to 
his children, but he could not tranimit, 
asan inheritance which ought to have been 
unalienible from them, thofe fplendid ta- 
lents, that energy, firmnefs, and a‘tivity 
of mind, by which he confolidated, and 
preferved entire, the provinces which he 
had fubdued. The con{equence was, that 


the authority-of his fon Lewis, the mild,. 


imbecile Lewis, .was firft attacked and 
weakened by his own family: war fuc- 
ceeded, and the vaft empire of Charle- 
migne was divided, by treaty, between 
his three ungrateful fons. Mr. Ranken 
enters largely into the caule of the decline 
and fall of the Carlovingian Kings of 
France. He is patient in his refearches, 
and careful in his deduétions. His work 
1s likely to be a valuable addition to our 
hifloric literature, but the ityle of it is 
unpolithed, and oftentimes obfcure: in the 
preicat day, this is no venial offence. 

** Elements of General Hiftory, Ancient 
and Modern ; to which are added, a Table 
i Chronology, and a Comparative View 
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of Ancient and Modern Geography, il- 
luftrated with Maps.” The Preface to 
this well-digefted work informs us, that it 
contags the outlines of a Courfe of Aca- 
demical Lectures on General Hiftory, deli- 
vered by Mr. Fraser TyTver (now 
Lord Woodhoulelee), for many years in 
the Univerfity of Edinburgh. Its object 
and general purpofe are to ¢* exhibit a 
progretlive view of the ftate of mankind, 
from the earlielt ages of which we have 
any authentic account, down to the clofe of 
the 17th century: to delineate the origin 
of {tates and of empires, the great out- 
lines of their “hiftory, the revolutions 
which they have undergone, the caufes 
which have contributed to their rile and 
grandeur, and operated to their decline and 
extinstion.”” As its title expreflcs, tae 
prefent work is merely a brief elementary 
one; as it was not to be prefumed; that 
an attendance on thefe Lectures fhould, 
by fome magic energy, diffule a know. 
ledge of hiltory into the minds of audi- 
tors, and thus fuperfede the neceffity of 
laborious and extenfive reading, fo neither 
is fuch an effeét to be expetted from a 
more leifurely and attentive perufa! of 
this fyllabus of the LeGtures. Confider- 
ing thatthe fcience of hiitory is, perhaps 
more than any other, liable to perverfion 
from its proper ufe ; that, with one clafs, 
it is no better than an idle amulement; 
with another, that it is the food of vanity; 
and, with a third, that it folters the pre- 
judices of party, and leads to political bi- 
gotry: confidering that it ts dangerous 
for thofe, who, even with the belt inten- 
tions, feck for hiftorical knowledge to pur- 
fue the ftudy without a guide, that no 
{cience has been fo little methodized, that 
the fources of prejudice are infinite, and 
that the mind of youth fhould nor be lett 
undirected, amidit the erring, the partial, 
and contradictory, reprefentations of hilto- 
rians: confidering thele circumitances, 
the author, by giving his Lectures, en- 
larged for the occation, to the public, 
juitly flatters himfelf, thar his work may 
not only be ferviceable to youth, 19 fur- 
nifhing a regular plan for the profecution 
of the moft important fludy or hittory, 
but ufeful even to thofe who have acquired 
a comperént knowiedge of general hiltory 
fiom the perufal of the works ot detached 
hiftorians, and who wifh to methodize that 
knowledge, or even to retreth their memo- 
ries on material facts, and the order of 
events. Although ic would be incompa- 
tible with the brevity of, this Retrolpe ct 
to indulge ourfelves with a tranicript of 
the plan of the Courle of Leciures hee 
4 D 2 dei 
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delivered, we muft not omit noticing an 
improvement which the auther has adopt- 
ed over the common method of arranging 
general hiftory according to the epochs or 
eras: a ftri€t chronological arrangement 
furnifhes only a dry chronicle of events, 
which nothing conneéts together but the 
order of time: ‘* But,” fays Mr. Tytler, 
“* when the world is viewed at any pe- 
riod, either of ancientor or modern hiftory, 
we generally obferve one nation or empire 
predominant, to whom all the reft bear as 
at Were an under part, and to whofe hifto- 
ry we find that the principal events in the 
annals of other nations may be referred 
from fome natural connection. This pre- 
dominant empire or ftate it is propofed to 
exhibit to view as the principal object, 
whofe hiftory therefore is to be more ful- 
ly delineated, while the reft are only inci- 
dentally touched, when they come to have 
a natural conneétion with the principal.” 

“¢ An Univertal-Hiftory, from the earlieft 
Periods to the General Peace of 1802, by 
WILLIAM Mavor, L. L. D.”* Dr. Ma- 
vor, whofe name is refpectably known to 
the public, as the author of feveral valu- 
able {chool-books, has prefented to the 
publican important work, which ufefully 
avoids the brevity of Bofluet and Vol- 
taire, and the dull prolixity of the great 
Univerfal Hiftory. His Ancient Hiftory 
extends to nine moderatelyefized volumes, 
and is the only part which is yet com- 
pleted. The Modern Hiftory is intend- 
ed to form fixteen volumes. As far as 
this work has already proceeded, it is en- 
titled to much commendation, as a faith- 
ful compilation from the great Univerfal 
Hifory, and from the various hiftorians of 
particular periods; and it isenriched with 
the new lights, which the recent labours 
of the learned, at home and abroad, have 
chrown upon many important events. In 
the Perfian and Indian Hiftories, Dr. Ma- 
vor has very judicioufly availed himielf of 
the materials afforded by the refearches 
or Sic Wm. Jones, and the Afiatic So- 
ciety ; and his cooneSted Hiltory of An- 
cient Perfia is the belt which we recollect 
to have feen. The Introduétion is a 
{pirited performance ; and the ftyle of the 
whole is neat, elegant, and well-adapted 
to the nature of the work. 

“The Hiftory of Ilium or Troy, in- 
cluding the adjacent Country, and the op- 
polite Coat of the Cherfoneitts of Thrace, 
hy the Author of Travels into Afia Minor 
und Greece.” The fubje& of this work 
is probably interefting to few perfons ; to 
thofe few, however, the author has prefent- 
eda curious an! rare offering: he does

very curious and a very entertaining wrk, 

So tafcinating are the fables, which are 
invented and recorded, concerning Monks F 
and Nuns, that fcarcely a romance or no- 

vel is fent into the world to feek its for- 
tune, wherein fome myfterious circum. 
ftances are not introduced for thefe cloif- 
tered characters to develope. Ifcureas F 
are ever open to, and we fuffer ourfelves 

to be amufed by, thefe idle {purious tales, 

we may fairly expect to be interefted ina 
genuine authentic Hiftory of Monat 
Manners, Ceremonials, and Amufements. Fe 
Mr.. Fofbrocke has fearched affiduoufly 
and fucce(sfully for whatever could throw é 
light on this fubjeét, and he has been . 
able, chiefly from manutcript authorities, 
to compofe the prefent work. The fir 
volume is divided into two parts: the fir 
opens with the Concord of Rules by “a 
ftan, and treats of Benediétine Monachi My 
from the reign of Edgar to the diffolution 
Mr. Fofbrooke coniiders, that — 
before the reign of Edgar could oe 
confidered as any regular eftablifhmen i 
that no particular order was exactly f 
ferved in the Saxon monaferies; 2 
that the abbot or abbefs in —, 
fcribed fuch rules as beft fuited the os 
ty. The fecond part of the yo Po oo 
opens with a detailed Hiftory of “2 o 
Officers, beginning with the Ab ve x 
Abbefs, and defcending regularly ¢ ~s 
thofe of inferior rank : here 4 vodotes is 
ous and valuable colleétion of anec ‘ 
introduced. The volume clofes ae 
Appendix, which gives a ape ie 
of the Anglo-faxon rule of Fu ee ete 
the prayer at the benediction © ~ Brith 
the fuppofed obfervances of : - “a 
Monks; and additional ae feeond 
gard to monattic officers. ct Monks 
volume opens with a Hittory of vs, Lay 
Nuns, Friars, Hermits, Novi z 
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brothers, Lay-fifters, and Servants ;** with 
their Duties and Rules of Praétice. Here, 
‘< in order to check that fpirit of Monach- 
ifm and Popery, which has lately been re- 
vived,”” Mr. Fofbrooke enlarges, with an 
offenfive minutenefs, on the vices and 
crimes of Monachifm : it is to be hoped, 
that the picture of enormities is here over- 
charged ; at leaft, chat fome virtues might 
have been introduced into the canvas, 
which would have afforded a relief to the 
mind’s eye. The fourth and laf part 
treats of monaftic offices. At the con- 
clufion are two detached little pieces, the 
one confifting of «* Emendations of Bifhop 
Gibfon’s Verfion of the Saxon Chronicle ;”” 
the other is an ode, entitled ‘* The Tri- 
umphs of Vengeance; or, the Count of 
Julian,’’ founded on an event in Spanith 
Hittory. 

‘“‘ Hiftory of the Rife and progrefs of 
the Naval Power of England, intertperfed 
with various important Notices relative to 
the French Marine ; to whicn are added, 
Obfervations on the principal Articles of 
the Navigation Aét.”* This work is 
tranflated trom the French by Mr. Evan- 
sON WHITE, whe, juftly confidering that 
it might be ufeful to know what our ene- 
mies {ay of us, undertook to make us ac- 
quainted with it. The anonymous author 
commences his hifiory to early as the 
reign of Offa, and relates initances of the 
fovereignty of the ocean being claimed 
by the Britihh in very remote antiquity. 
He confiders the foundation of our naval 
power to have been laid by Henry VII. 
who turned the attention of his fubjeéts to 
their native riches, the wool ; the exporta- 
tion of which to the Flemings he entirely 
prohibited. The fecond book—this 
work is divided into four—commences 
with the acceflion of Elizabeth, to whom 
's properly afcribed a very great extenfion 
of our maritime power. In the courfe of 
the work are interfperfed fhort narratives 
of the moft remarkable of our naval ac- 
tions: thofe which have been fought in 
recent times are not always recorded with 
the fame fpirit of impartiality. An Ap- 
pendix is attached to this interefting work, 
containing a lift of the thips which com- 
pofed the Engiith navy at the death of 
Elizabeth ; and a table, exhibiting the 
naval forces of Great Britain at difterent 
periods, from the acceffion of WilliamIIT. 
tothe year 1777 5 together with fume cu- 
rious documents, &c, to which reference 
1S made in the work. The tranflator has 


— fome valuable obfervations into his 
otes. 


POLITICAL ECONOMY, POLITICS, aND 
FINANCE. 

Weare truly happy to learn, that plans 
have been deliberately fuggefted and dif- 
cuffed, for ameliorating the ftate of the 
Jewith poor, a clafs of beings miferably 
degraded and defpiled among men. It is 
true, that the plans hitherto propofed have 
not been generally approved of, or thought 
calculated for adoption ; but that the fub- 
ject has excited attention, affords, in the 
prefent day, an affurance that fomething or 
other will be done towards relieving the 
poverty of the lower clafles of the Jews, 
and cultivating the morals of their off- 
{fpring; and by this means refcuing 
them trom that deep debafement, which 
has been the caufe Sf their proverbial cun- 
ning and want of principle. ‘* Letters 
on the State of the Jewifh Poor in the 
Metropolis; with Propofitions for ameli- 
orating their Condition, by improving the 
Morals of the Youth of both Sexes, and 
by rendering their Labour ufetul and pro- 
ductive, in a greater Degree, to them, 
felves, and to the Nation.” The Jews 
in England are (tated to have very much 
increafed within thefe late years, as well by 
importation as by propagation: the opu- 
lent part of the body is faid to be few; 
the middling clafs poffefles but little pro- 
perty ; and the bulk of the nation ¢onfitts 
of a very numerous poor, who, by their 
religious reftraints, are prohibited from ac- 
quiring a trade, unleis they can find a 
mafter of the fame perfuafion, and from 
being employed no more than four days 
and a halt in the weck. As they are alfo 
prohibited by theirreligion from partaking 
of the food of a Chriltian workhoule, the 
infufficient fund of the fynagogue is the 
only refource to which they can apply for 
relief. The firft of theie letters is ad- 
drefled, by Mr. Joshua VANOVEN, to 
Mr. Colquhoun, in which he has commu- 


~ nicated to him his plan for * relieving the 


hopelefs, inftructing the children, and dit- 
fufing among them the knowledge of han- 
dicraft trades, without any infringement of 
their eftabiifhed religion and cuftoms.” 
This planis an appropriation of part of the 

oor’s rate now paid by the Jewifh houle- 
keepers, to the erection and tupport of a 
Jewith houfe of induitry, an hofpital, and 
a {chool; and the levying an additional 
race on the Jews, for the purpofe of collect- 
ing an adequate fund. The fecond of thefe 
letters is the Anfwer of Mr. COLQUHOUN, 
in which he gives the plan his approbation. 
The third letter is a Reply from Mr. Van- 


oven, in which he informs the acute and 
philan- 
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philanthropic magiftrate, that perfons of 
high fituation, to whom the plan had 
been communicated, alihough they had 
exprefled their approbation of it, had cb- 
jected to the means propofed for carrying 
it into execution. 

To this tra& two anfwers have appear- 
ed—one, intitled ** A Letter to Abraham 
Goldimid, Efq. containing Strictures on 
Mr. Jofhua Vanoven’s Letters on the pre- 
fent State pf the Jewith Poor, pointing 
out the Impracticability of amelicrating 
their Condition through the Medium of 
Taxation and Coercion; with a Pian for 
erecting aJewifh College or Seminary,&c. 
by PHiLtoJupzus; "— the other, intitled 
an “© Anfwer to Mr. Jofhua, &c. &c. in 
which feme of his hafty Miftakes are rec- 
tified; with a Word to R. Colquhoun, 
Efq. on the Subje&t of the jews, as treat- 
ed in his ¢ Police of the Metropolis ;” 
with an Introductory Letter, fetting, in a 
con{picuous View, tome of the Jewith By- 
Jaws, as obierved at prefent ; and an ex- 
act Copy of the Bill now before Parlia- 
ment, for bettering the State of the indi- 
gent Jews, by L. ALEXanbeR.”” We 
cannot {pare room to enlarge on the fub- 
ject here difeufled 5 but, to any one defir. 
ous of msking himfelf acquainted with 
the particulars of the benevolent and pa- 
triotic undertaking of Mr. Vanoven, we 
can recommend both thefe latter traéts, as 
invefligating the matter, in all its bearings, 
with great judgment and acutenefs. 

Mr. STLPHEN, an Englifh barrifter, 
who, during jome years, practifed in the 
Weit Indies, is the :eputed author of fome 
letters to the Right Hen. Henry Adding- 
ton, Chanceilor of the Exchequer, &c, 
wntitled ** The Crifis of the Sugar Colo. 
nies; or, an Enquiry into the Opdjects and 
probable Effects of the French Expedition 
to the Weft Indies, and their Connedtion 
with the Colonial Interefts of the Britith 
Empire ; to which are fubjoined Sketches 
of a Plan for fettling the vacant Lands of 
‘Trinidada.” The’e letters were written 
when the event of the French expedition 
to St. Demirgo was in fufpente; and 
one of the obie&ts which the author had in 
wiew was to fuggett mealures of policy ta 
the prudence ot the Biitifn Government, 
in confequence cf the exifling contett 
between France and ‘her colonial Ne- 
groes. Ir gives us pleafure to re- 
mark in Mr. Stephen a decised oppeti- 
tion to the Slave-trads, and to Jearn, that 
st is his firm opinion, that the French 
never can reftore Negro bondage to the 
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fame ftate of extreme vaffalage,- and ates 
human degradation, which Giftingwithed 
before the Revolution. ,

The reputation which this learned barrife | 
acquired, on a former occafion, for gene.

It is not by fleets and armies 
alone, that we can preferve thefe diftant 
dominions. Let us reign in the hearts of 
the people, and a bulwark more powerful 
is ereéted, than even the walls of our glo- 
ry.

giving a Hiltory of Commerce, and 1n elu- 
cidating fome general principles on inland 
trade, agriculture and population. Lec- 
ture fourth, treats of manufactures; sth 
of univerial commerce; 6th treats of 
public commercial companies ; 7th of 
Colonies; 8th of infurances ; gth of the 
balance of commerce; 1oth of the ad- 
miniftration of commercial affairs. To 
this divifion, is fubjoined a conclufion, 
exhibiting a {ketch of the education, ac- 
complifhments, and character of a Bri- 
tith merchant. The Elements of Politics 
are alfo included in ten lectures, the sit 
contains introductory obfervations; lec- 
ture the 2d treats of the law of nations, 
in which the general obligations of civil 
focieties to each other are difcuffed ; lec- 
ture the 3d treats of the origin of go- 
vernments ; 4thof the different forms of 
governments; sth of their advantages 
and difadvantages; 6th of the origin of 
the Britith conititution ; 7th of its pecu- 


liar advantages; lecture the 8th exprefs- - 


ly treats of the prerogatives and obliga- 
tions of the King; lecture the gth conti- 
ders the rights and privileges of Britith 
fubjects, with the duty which they owe to 
their king and country ; and lecture the 
roth fketches the accomplifiments which 
are requifice to form a conftitutional mem- 
ber of the Britith parliament. The fub- 
ject of finance occupies but fix lectures. 
The 1ft is an hiftorical account of the 
nature of ancient revenues, and of the 
origin of taxes; the 2d treats of the 
nature and extent of the public credit, 
and funding fyttem of Great Britain. 
The gd exthivits the progrets of the nations! 
debt ; lecture 4th treats of ttock Jobbing ; 
sth of the finking-fund; 6th of taxation 
in general, and itates the amount of the 
national debt to the year 1801. 

Dr. ANDERSON has now finihed, in 
fix c&tavo volumes, his ** Recreations in 
Agriculture, Natural Hiftory, Arts, and 
Mifcellaneous Literature.””

on the iate Definitive Treaty of Peace; 
figned at Amiens.” If Mr. Belfham is 
fevere in his cenfures, he is ardent and 
hearty in his commendations; and, as 
eulogy is more grateful to the ear than in- 
vettive, we were pleafed to fee that the 
author’s object was to ‘*demonitrate that 
the terms of the late treaty are jut, ho- 
morable and equitable ; and that the mi- 
nifters who concluded it, delerve the 
praife and gratitude, and not the difap- 
probation and cenfure, of their fellow citi- 
zens.” For this purpofe Mr. Belfham 
takes an enlarged view of the ftate of 
Europe when the preliminaries were 
figned, he confiders the treaty in its de- 
tail, and difcufles with great fairnefs its 
feveral articles; in conclufion, he replies 
to the principal objections which have 
been urged againft it. But if the pre- 
fent adminiftration is applauded for the 
conciliatory difpofition which it evinced, 
the belligerent adminiftration which pre- 
ceded it, is attacked with no little acri- 
mony and vigor. 

Several pamphlets have been written, 
on the important fubje&t of che Cold 
Bath Fields Prifon: we fhall_ fimply 
enumerate two or three of them, without 
reviving the dilgraceful fubjec&t they dif 
cufs, by any remarks. A Middlefex 
Magiftrate has written a pamphlet which 
beais the following title: ‘+ The True 
Staic of the Houfe of Corre&ion, in Cold 
Bath Fields, in the County of Micdletex, 
and alto ot the New Prifon, in the Parith 
of Clerkenwell, fairly examined. To 
which is fubjoined, a Sketch of the real 
Character of Mr. Thomas Aris, Gover- 
nor of the Houfe of Corre&tion! '’ The 
author, who ftates himifelf to have been 
a member of the former Committee for 
the regulation of the Houle of Correétion, 
admits that fome of the rules, recently in- 
troduced, have been attended with bad 
confequences ; the feeding the prifoners 
without the walls, the admiffion of ftate 
prifoners, mutineers, &c. are reprefented 
as having produced the mof injurious con- 
fequences ; he is cf opinion, that had the 
Houle of Corre&tion been applied to no 

urpofes hut its own, that ** had the 

ws tefpecting the care, the maintenance, 
the initruction, and the employment of 
the prifoners, been ftriftly attended to, 
in this cale—it is his firm belief, that 
no place of confinement in this kingdom, 
(allowing for the far greater proportion 
in the number of the prifoners) would in 
thefe feven years have exhibited more in- 
tances of reformation and amendment, of

The author 
admits, that the arrangement, regulation 
and management of the houfe were defec 
tive, but pofitively denies that that {yl 
tem of feverity, inhumanity, cruelty and 
torture, with which it has been ftigma- 
tifed, is, or has been, practifed in it: the 
opinion of the committee formed on the 
€xamination of evidence, is here infested 
in the cafe of Mary Rich; which opinion 
is, ‘that fhe was properly treated during 
her confinement, that every neceflary cat 
and attention had been paid to her by the 
governor and the doétor, and that fhe 
had lived better fince fhe had been inthe 
prifon, than in her ufual mode of living 
with her father and mother.’ As _" 
pamphlets are both anonymous, pe 
not carry that authority which pernap 
they otherwife might have done.

In undertaking to illuftrate the 
truths of the Chriitian religion, Mr, 


Maltby does not undertake to bring for- 


ward all the minutiz ef direé&t evidence 
which the fubjeét is poffefled of ; this tak 
has been ably and repeatedly performed by 
others, and Mr. Maltby contents himleif 
with commenting on the evidence already 
adduced, and with placing it in anew 
and ftriking light. The work is divided 
into eight chapters, in which the follow- 
ing fubje&s are fucceffively difcufled ; the 
internal evidence of the genuinene(s and 
authenticity of the books of the New 
Teftament ; the proofs arifing from the 
prejudices of the Jews; the conduct of the 
dilciples of Carift ; the miracles wrought 
by the difciples during the life of our 
Lord ; the Golpel fcheme 3 the character 
of Jefus ; Mr. Godwin’s mitreprefenta- 
tions of this character in his Enquirer ; 
and, laftly, the defects of the evidence in 
favour of the Mahometan religion. In 
this laft chapter, Mr. Maltby after having 
expoled the pretenfions of Mahomet, fhews 
in how great a degree the evidence pre- 
ponderates in favour of Chrittianity, which 
appeared in a mott enlightened age, at- 
tracted the notice and challenged the f{eru- 
tiny of the acute and intelligent; yet in 
the f{,ace of eighteen centuries, no one de- 
cilive mark ef fraud has been fixed upon, 
as affecting the conduét or dogtrines of its 
founder, In a ftrain of pious eloquence, 
our author continues, ‘* If the revolution 
ot fo many ages has failed to reveal one 
indubitable trace of fallacy in the origin 
ot our holy religion ; if the labours of 
‘omany intellects have becn bafiled in 
the attempts to ftigmatife it, as indebted 
to fraud or enthufiafm for its fuccels ; is it 
prod ible than a few more ages. rolling on 
fhail untold the hitherto unditcovered {e- 
cret of its human birth? = Are the fages 


yet unborn, who thall probe to the quick 


tie latent wound, which has fo long 
rankled, without betraying one fymptom 
of unioundnefs?’” Two exerciles are an- 
hexed to this volume, containing a great 
Geal of elegant latinity. 

‘ Lectures on the Gofpel of St. Mat- 
thew; delivered in the Parith Church of 
St. James’s, Wettminiter, in the years 
1793, 1799, 1800, and 1801. by the Rt. 
‘cv. Beinsy Porteus, D. D. Bithop 
of London.” ‘The objeét of thefe lectures 
iS refiftance to the progrefs of infidelity ; 
the feafon fele&ted for the delivery of them 
was Lent; and the place—a {eleétion more 
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conformable to reafon—the parith church 
of St. James’s, Weftminfter; where it 
was prelumed that a fafhionable audience 
might be convened, an audience probably 
very little habituated to hear the evidences 
of Chriftianity examined, or its do&trines 
inculcated. It is highly honorable to the 
learned and pious prelate, that he fhould 
voluntarily take upon himfelf the labour 
of delivering a public courfe of lectures, 
and that he fhould not have fhrunk from 
bearing his full proportion of that,burden, 
which the minifters of the Chrittian gofpel 
undertake to fhare among themtelves. 
The bafis of thefe iedures, as the title- 
page indicate, is the gofpel of St. Mat- 
thew, and his lordthip ttates himfelf, to 
have the following objeéts principally in 
View :—firft, to explain aod illuftrate 
thofe paflages of holy writ, which are in 
any degree difficult and obfcure. Secondly, 
to point out, as they occur in the facred 
writings, the chief leading fundamental 
principles and doctrines of the Chriftian re- 
ligion. Thirdly, to confirm and ftrengthen 
ycur faith, by calling your attention to 
thofe flrong internal marks otf the truths 
and divine authority of the Chiiftian reli- 
gion, which prefent themtelves to us in 
almoft every page of the gofpel. Fourth- 
ly, to lay before you the great moral pre- 
c-pts of the goipe!, to prets them home 
upon your coniciences and your hearts, 
and render them effeStual to the important 
ends they were intended to ferve; namely, 
the due government of your paffions, the 
regulation of your conduét, and the at- 
taiament of everlafting lite.’ If there 
are fome doftrinal points, on which the 
orthodoxy of the learned bifhop may be 
too fzvere and unyielding ; the work has 
altagether a moit beneficial tendency, and 
is executed with great elegance and abi- 
lity. 

The Bifhop of Oxford has publifhed, at 
ther requeft of the clergy of his diocele, 
the ‘*Charge”’ which he delivered to them 
at his primary vifitation. It is a very fui- 
table and well-written difcourfe. 

The Articles of the Church of Eng- 
land proved not to be Calviniltical, by 
Tuomas Ripuine, D. D. &c.” Ard 
this, the doétor feems to imagine, can 
only be effeéted by branding the doétrines 
of Calvin as blafphemous, and itigmatiiing 
whomioever preaches thein as the greateit 
pelt of civil fociety Neither is this high 
churchman fatisfied with general cen- 
{ures ; no, truly he muft have ome in-

Mr.Marth 
has alfo publithed feparately, his ¢* Dif- 
fertation on the Origin and Compofition 
of the Three Firit Goffels,” Thefe 
works have excited the animadverfion of 
an anonymous writer (the Lord Bifhop 
of Oxford, it is generally underftood) who 
by way of caution to ftudents in divinity, 
has written fome ** Remarks” on the 3rd 
and 4th volumes of Michaelis’ Introduc- 
tion to the New Teftament. To this 
tract Mr. Marth has replied, ina feries of 
‘¢ Letters to the Anonymous Author of Re- 
marks on Michaelis and his Commentator, 
relating efpecially to the Differtation on 
the Origin and Compofition of our Three 
Firft Canonical Golpels. This contro- 
verfy, the fubje&t of which is fo highly 
interefting in itfelf, becomes ftill more fo 
in confequence of the able and learned 
manner with which it is conducted.

here decribed, ftanding in the moft glaring 
light before him ?”°—Well done, Mr.Gal- 
loway! 

Thefday, the rft of June, 1802, being 
the day appointed to be obferved as a 
General Thank(giving for the reftoration 
of peace, our divines, in every part of the 
kingdom, were employed in pouring forth 
ther general gratulations on that happy 
event. It is curious to obferve the va- 
rious manner in which the fubject was 
treated by different preachers :—Mr. Tap- 
rell amufes his auditors with defcribin 
the Battle of the Nile; he applauds the 
{kill with which it was contrived, the col 
and fteady ardour with which the’ pian 
was purfued, and the bold and daring 
courage which was difplayed throughout 
the engagement. Victory, rather than 
peace, feems to be the fubjeét of his 
thankigiving. So is it with Dr. Vincent, 
who tells us, that the war has ended on 
one fide with victory, and the undoub‘ed 
fovereignty of the fea. Mr. Garnett, 
very properly, lets the army as_ well as 
the navy, and the volunteers as well as 
the regulars, come in for their refpective 
fhare of glory: and he very becomingly 
hints, that if the French take any liberties 
with us, we know how to deal with them. 
Thefe and many other fongs of viétory and 
defiance were offered up tothe Almighty, 
as thank{givings for the bleflings of peace ! 
The fame occafion, however, called forth 
other difcourfes, in which an appropriate 
repentance for the miferies occafioned by 
the war, and a becoming difpofition to- 
wards an interchange of good offices with 
our late adverfaries, were manifeit : among 
thefe latter difcouries, Mr. T. Belfham’s 
may be noticed, as containing many juft 
and ufeful reflections. Mr. BIcHENo’s 
*« Eftimate of the Peace” is very fairly 
made: his difcourfe contains many fenfi- 
ble remarks, and folemn exhortations : we 
are called upon not to rejoice that-our 
foldiers and failors are better fighters than 
the French, but we are called upoa to re- 
pent and reform; ** and this repentance 
and reform,”” the preacher {ays, muft 
reach both to thofe perfonal fins and im- 
pieties, which you hear reproved in all our 
places of worfhip every fabbath day ; and 
to thofe which may more properly be cal- 
led our national fins, fuch as trading in 
the perfons and fweat and blood of our 
fellow-creatures; carrying war to every 
part of the earth for the take of aggran- 
difement, and commercial advantages ; 
bariering the liberties of the country for 
honours and gold ; converting the religion 
of Chriit into a fyftem of worldly policy, 
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of trade and oppreffion; proftituting the 
ordinances of the Chriftian church to mere 
fecular purpofes. The Bifhop of Llan- 
daff’s ‘* Sermon,” preached in the chapel 
of the London Hofpital, for the benefit of 
the charity ; and the Bifhop of Killaloe’s, 
preached in the chapel of Trinity College, 
Dublin, are both of them very elegant 
and impreffive difcourfes. Mr, Woop’s 
*¢ Sermon,” Mr. Toulmin’s, Mr. Evans’, 
and a few more may be peruled with 
advantage. ‘* A Piea for Religion and 
the Sacred Writings, addrefled to the 
Difciples of Thomas Paine, and wavering 
Chriftians of every Perfuafion; with an 
Appendix, containing the Author's De- 
termination to have relinquifhed his 
Charge in the eltablifed Church, and the 
Reafons on which that Determination was 
founded, by the Rev. Davin SIMPson, 
M. A.” This is the produétion of a 
man, who {corns thofe explanatory, palli- 
ative commentaries, by which fome per 
fons high in the church have filenced the 
reproaches of confcience: according to 
the thirty-fixth canon, a clergyman is 
required to fubtcribe willingly and ex 
animo, that the book of Common Prayer, 
and of ordering Bifhops, Prieits, and 
Deacons, containcth in it nothing contrary 
to the Scriptures ; and that he acknow- 
ledges all and every of the thirty-nine ar- 
ticles, befides the ratification to be agree- 
able to the word of God. ‘* God of my 
Fathers !’’ exclaims Mr. Simpfon, in a 
tone of ferious and impaffioned eloquence, 
‘What a requirement is this! Can I 
lift up my hand to heaven, and (wear by 
him that liveth for ever and ever, that I 
do willingly and ex animo tublcribe, as is 
legally required? And can I declare, 
that whofvever doeth not hold the Catho- 
lic faith, as explained in the Athanatan 
Cre:d, and keep it whole and undefiled, 
fhall, without doubt, perith everlafting- 
ly?’ Deipifing the various manceuvres, 
which are made ule of to render palatable 
thefe harth expreffions ; and, inttead of 
adopting any of the illuftrat:ons and modi- 
fications, which have been fo ingenioufly 
fuggelted, ot thefe damnatory clauies; Mr. 
Sim»fon, like an hone(t and conicientious 
man, declines his preterment, and Te 
nounces the emoluments of a fituation, 
which he can no longer retain but at the ex~ 
pence of that peace and ferevity of mind, 
which are of infinitely more value than all 
the bifhoprics of the United Kingdoms. 

« A Scenic Arrangement of Taiah's 
Prophecy relating to the Fall of the re- 
nowned City of Babylon, and Belfhazzar, 


its King, by NarHaNniBL ScarRLetTr.™ 
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This little work fetss the Prophecy of 
I{ziah in a clearer light, than’ we have 
been accuflomed to view it, and imprefles 
on the dulleft reader a perception of its 
grandeur and fublimity. 

** Oriental Cuftoms ; or, an Iiluftration 
of the Sacred Scriptures, by an Explana- 
tory Application of the Cultoms and 
Manners of the Eaftern Nations, and ef- 
pecially the Jews, therein alluded to, &c. 
by Samuet Burper.” The mode of 
illuftration here purfued was originally 
adopted by Mr. Harmer, from whofe od- 
jervations the prefent author has felected 
whatever appeared important and intereft- 
ing. As the authors of the facred Scrip- 
tures were all of them Afiatics, many al- 
fufions to certain cuftoms and manners, 
prejudices and opinions, if not totally loft 
to us, were at leaft but partially explicable 
before our conne@tion with the Eaft Indies, 
and antecedent to the travels which 
have been performed in various parts, as 
well of Africa as of Afia. To the ma- 
terials colieéted from Mr. Harmer, Mr. 
Burder has added fome very important re- 
marks from Shaw, Pococke, Ruffell, 
Bruce, and other eminent writers. If 
Mr. Burder does fometimes lend too ealy 
a credit to the tales of certain travellers, 
and if he does occafionally draw inferences 
not ftriétly warranted ; yet has he altoge- 
ther executed his work with great judg- 
ment and ability. 

ANTIQUITY AND TOPOGRAPHY. 

We ought to have noticed earlier the 
firft volume, which has made its appear- 
ance in imperial quarto, under the direc- 
tion of Mr SamurL Lysons, of « Fi- 
sures of Motaic Pavements, difcovered 
at Horkitow, in Lincolnfhire.” Mr. Ly- 
fons ftates, in an advertifement to this 
very beautiful publication, that «* the 
Plates of Mofaic Pavements difcovered at 
Horkftow, here offered to the public, are 
the beginning of a work, in which it is 
propoted to exhibit figures of the moft re- 
markable Roman antiquities difcovered in 
GreatBritain,under the title of ** Reliquiz 
Romane,” to be publifhed in leparate 
parts, four of which will make a volume. 
With the fourth part will be given a ges 
neral title-page, and table of contents. 
The fecond part, which is in a ftate 
of great forwardnefs, will confit of 
fourteen plates, reprefenting the remains 
of temples, inicriptions, and other Roman 
antiquities, difcovered at Bath. The third 
part will contain ten plates, mprelenting 
feveral Mofaic Pavements, difcovered near 
Frampton, in Dorfetthire, coloured after 
‘the originals, Of a work of this kind,

it is impoflible to afcertain th 
that mutt, ina great meature, depend og 
future difcoveries. The antiquities which 
have not hitherto been engraved, will be 
given firft ; but it is alfo intended to jp. 
troduce the moft curious of thole whic) 
have been publifhed before.” The prelent 
publication confifts of feven plates, all of 
which are coloured with great delicacy and 
elegance. 

‘¢ Londinium Redivivum ; or, an Ap. 
cient Hiftory and Modern Defcription of 
London; compiled from Parochial Records, 
Archives of various Foundations, the Har. 
leian Mifcellany, and other authentic 
Sources, by JAMES PELLER MaLcoLm.” 
It is obferved by Mr. Malcolm, that it 
would be a labour of little lefs difficulty 
to defcribe the varying form of a fummer 
cloud, than to trace, from year to year, 
the outline of London. Ever upon the in- 
creafe, thefe pages will {carcely have been 
perufed, ere new matter might be found 
to {well them. When this enormous mais 
will be completed, is beyond our poweis 
of calculation. The prefent volume, we 
fhould imazine, is only a {mall part of the 
intended work. Mr. Malcolm, foreleeinig, 
doubtlefs, that future refearches will pre- 
fent fubjects for illuftration, at prefent un- 
forefeen, has not pledged himlelf to any 
number of volumes.

A fixth volume has appeared _ 
« Tyaniaétions of the Linnean raga 
Extraordinary attention feems 0 st che 
nothing puerit 
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Attempt to divide into their na s 
nera and Families fuch rere if. 
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unreafonably fevere upon Fabricius, for 
his ambitious’ attempt to erect a new fyf- 
tem of infeétology, in oppofition to his 
mater Linnzus. ‘The Linnzan arrange- 
ment is founded on the varied ftru&ture of 
the wings of infects, and on the abfence ot 
that organ. The fyftem of Fabricius is 
founded on the varieties of thofe organs 
by which infeéts take their food. Mr, 
Kirby contends, that the organization of 
thefe latter parts is too minute and un- 
certain for the bafis of claffification, and 
that, however imperfect the “innawan {yt- 
tem might be, it was fill tufceptible of 
every poflible improvement, without the 
neceflity of fubmitting to any fundamen- 
tal alteration. Mr. Kirby has piefented usa 
new delineation of the natural characters 
of the hym-nopterous infects, and a new 
arrangement of the genera and families of 
the apes. Linnzus was content with a 
fingle genus—apis. Mr. Kirby divides 
them into two genera—melitta and apis ; 
the former having its /ingua fhort in the 
point, ftraight, fomewhat flat, and inclofed 
within a fort of cylindrical theath ; the 
latter having its dimgua fhorter, and fome- 
what bent on one fide. Both thele genera 
are diltributed into two families, and thea 
again the melitfa into five, and the apis 
into feven fubdivifions. The tpecies be- 
longing to the former amount to fourteen, 
and thole of the latter to forty! In his 
inveftigation, Mr. Kirly has evinced the 
utmott delicacy, perieverance and correct- 
nels,

* The Woodland Companion ; or, a 
fhore Deicription of Britifhh Trees, with 
‘ome Accounts of their Uses.’’ This little 
work, compiled by Dr. Arkin, will be 
found extremely intereiting and initructive 
to young perions. ‘The plates (twenty- 
eight in number) are copied from Hunter's 
edition of Evelyn’s Sylva. 

Previoufly to his death, an event which 


will long be regretted by every lover of 
{cience, Dr. Gannerr publithed the firkt 
volume of his ** Annals of Philofophy, 
Natural Hiftory, Chemiltry, Literature, 
Agricuiture, and the Mechanical and Fine 
Arts.” This work, aid out on a very 
extenfive ‘cale, and certainly executed 
with great care and abilicy, was to have 
been offered to the public as an annual 
report of the progrels and ittate of {ci- 
ence: every new dilcovery was to have 
been announced and deicribed; the pro- 
ceedings of learned focieties were to’ have 
been briefly detailed ; and a kind of Ca- 
talogue ratjonne afforded of all books pub- 
lithed, either in England or eliewhere, on 
plhilofophical or fcientific fubjeéts. The 
work 1s divided into three parts, the firft 
of which contains three fetions :—1. An 
Account of Difcoveries made in the Year 
1800 in Natural Philofophy; 2. in Natu- 
ral Hiftory ; 3. i Chemiltry. Each of 
thele (eGtions is fubdivided into feveral 
chapters. The fecond part, under the ge- 
neral title of Literary, comprenends a 
concife Account of Books lately publifh- 
ed in England, France, Germany, Spain, 
Italy, &c. arranged under the various 
heads of Agriculture, Antiquities, Law, 
the Arts, Biography, Chemiltry; Dic- 
tioniries, Grammars, Dramas, Hiftory, 
Novels, Poetry, Politics, &c. The third 

art contains mifcellaneous articles, and 
is divided into four {feétions, namely, 
1. Account of Improvements in Agricul- 
ture; 2. Arts; 3. Fine Arts; 4. Oditu- 
ary.” It is much to be hope, that 
a work planned with fuch judgmeor, 
and commenced with fuch ability, will 
be continued withthe fame fpirit of in- 
duiry and refearch. 

¢¢ Prodromus Lepidopterorum Britani- 
corum; a concife Catalogue of Britith 
Lepidoprerous Inteéts, with the Tunes 
and Places of Appearance in the winged 
State, by a Fellow of the Linnzan Socie- 
ty.” We are extremely happy to learn, 
that this little tract is the forerunner of a 
complete Account of Britifh Moths, But- 
terfies, &c. under the title of ** Lepido- 
prera Britannica.’ A Society has been 
formed, poffeffing what its members deno- 
minate an Aurelian Cabinet, to which each 
agrees to prefent from his private collec- 
tion every Lepidopterous infest not al- 
ready contained in it. By this method, 
we are informed, that upwards of eleven 
hundied {pecies, and above three hundred 
varieties, have been collected, many of 
which will probably, on future inveitiga- 
tion, be alcertained as diftinct f{pecies. 


The prefent Catalogue confilts of three 
columns ; 
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columns :—the firft contains the trivial 
name ; the fecond the time, and the third 
the place, of appearance ; toeach divilion 
are prefixed the genera! names. 

“‘ Richardi Relhan, A. M. (Villa de 
Hemingly in Agro Lincolnieni Reétoris; 
Regie Societatis Londinenfis Socii; et 
Societatis Linreane Affoc.) Flora Canta- 
brigienfis, exhibens Plantas Agri Canta- 
brigienfis indigenas, fecundum Syftema 
fexuale digeftas, cum Charaéteribus gene- 
ricis, Diagnofi Specicrum, fynonymis felec- 
tis, nominibus trivialibus, loco natali, 
tempore inficreicentia.”’ The firft edition 
of this work was publifhed in 1785 ; that 
edition, together with its Supplement, enu- 
merated 1211 fpecites of plants; but, 
within the laft twenty years, fo many ad- 
ditions have been difcovered to our na- 
tive botany, that the Cambridge Cata- 
logue now amounts to 1344. fpecics. Mr. 
Relhan’s work is jaid to be exuremely ac- 
curate, and extremely elegant. 

A Traniflarion has appeared from the 
German of Klaproth’s ** Analytical Ef- 
fays towards promoting the Chemical 
Knowledge of Mineral Subftances.”” The 
Tranflation is executed with accuracy and 
fkill. 

The following is a ufeful vade-mecum, 
‘©The New Chemical Nomenclature, f{e- 
lected from the moft diftinguifhed modern 
Wriiers on Chemiftry, defigned for the 
Ule of Students in Pharmacy, Druggiits, 
Apothecaries, &c. by C. Pye, Chemift.”” 

Dr. Hatt has ably trarflated from the 
French of Guyton-Morveau, A Treatife 
onthe Means of Purifying Infected Air, 
or Preventing Contagion.’? The tumes of 
vinegar, and of the mineral acids, will 
correct the foetor of putrid air; but the 
vapour of oxygenated muriatic acid ap- 
pears, from a leries of experiments, to be 
far the moit powerful of any in its ope- 
ration. M. Guyton Morveauaflerts, tnat 
folong ago as the year 1773 he recom- 
mended the ufe of this vapour, asa cor- 
relive of the noxious atmofphere of the 
burying-vaults under the church at Di- 
jon. 

‘¢ The Works in Natural Hiftory of 
the late Rev. Gitpert Wuire, A. M. 
Fellow of Oriel College, Oxford, comprif- 
irg the Natural Hiftory of Selborne ; the 
Natvuraliii’s Calendar ; and Mifcellaneous 
Obiervations, extracted from his Papers ; 
to which are added, a Calendar and Ob- 
fervations, by W. Markwick, Efq.” 
Mr. White’s Natural Hiftory of Selborne 
has, we believe, for fome years, been out of 
print: it is with the greatcft pleafure we 
have feen a republication of that very eles 


gant work, conneéted with other prod 
tions from the fame ingenious and ee 
plithed author, We centefs ourle 
however, to be forry, that only fo a 
of the original work thould be here re. 
printed as ftriéily relates to natural hido. 
ry, and that the antiquarian digteffions 
fhould have been omitted. The milcel. 
Janeous obfervations in natural hiftory re. 
late to birds, quadrupeds, infes, and 

vermes ; vegetables and meteorology, 

Thefe poffits various degrees of merit, 

and are frcwuently accompanied with fom 

judicious remarks trom Mr. Markwick, 

Among the obfervations on vegetables 

we fee the following on fairy rings =

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complifhed author of the volumes before 
us :—** Being of an unambitious temper, 
and ftrongly attached to the charms of 
rural {cenery, he early fixed his refidence 
in his native village, where he {pent the 
greater part of his life in literary oceu- 
pations, and efpecially in the fludy of na- 
ture. This he followed with patient af- 
fiduity, and a mind ever open to the leffons 
of piety and benevolence, which fucha 
ftudy is fo weil-calculated to afford. 
Though feveral occafions offered of fet- 
tling upon a college-living, he could ne- 
ver perfuade himfelf to quit the beloved 
fpot, which was, indeed, a peculiarly hap- 
py fituation for an obferver. He was 
much efteemed by a feleét fociety of intel- 
ligent and worthy friends, to whom ke 
paid occafional vilits. Thus his days 
pailed tranquil and ferene, with fcarcely 
any other vicifflitudes than thole of the 
fealons, till they clofed at a mature age, 
on June 26, 1793. Sucha manas Mr. 
White, inviting to the peaceful retirement 
of a countiy life by his own example, ex- 
hibiting a compofure and ferenity of 
mind inacceflibie to jealouly, avarice, or 
any ambition but that of excellence im 
virtue and fcience, brings to our recoilec- 
tion the following lines of Sir Hunvy Wot- 
ton : 


Abufed mortals, did you know 

Where jov, heart’s eafe, and comfort grow, 
You'd teorn proud towers, 
And feek them inthefe bowers, 

Where winds fometimes our woods perhaps 

may thake, 

But blufering care could never tempeft make, 
Nor murmurs e’er come nigh us, 
Saving of fountains that glide by us. 


ASTRONOMY, MATHEMATICS, AND GE- 
OGRAPHY. 


“A Treatife on Aflronomy, in which 
the Elements of the Science are deduced 
in a natural Order, from the Appearance 
of the Heavens to an Obferver on the 
Earth, demonftrated on Mathematical 
Principles, and explained by an Applica- 
tion to the various Phenomena, by OL!N- 
THUS Grecory, Teacher of Mathe- 
matics, Cambridge.” Mr. Gregory, 
confidering, on the one hand, that what- 
ever merit the works of Bonnycaftle, 
Fergufon, Long, and Lacaille may in- 
trintically poffefs, they do not {uit the pre- 
lent advanced ftate of a{tronomical {ci- 
ence; and, on the other, that, although 
Mr. Vince's publication contains moft of 
the new difcoveries, yet it is fo bulky and 
voluminous a work, as materially to im- 
pede its circulation among aftronomicel 


ftudents : under thefe confiderations, he 
has endeavoured * t. lay before the pub- 
lic atreatife on affronomy, which fhall, in 
fome meafure, correfpond with the ad: 
vanced ftate of the icience, and, at the 
fame time, occupy an intermediste lation 
between thole which give merely a concite 
view of the elements, and thofe which, 
by their voluminoufnets, and confequent 
expentiveneis, are prevented from obtain- 
ing a general circulation among ftudents 
of mathematics.’’ This work is not cal- 
culated for inferior mathematicians ; 
throughout the whole, Mr. Gregory has 
fuppoied his reader to have obtained a 
previous knowledge of the principles of 
algebra, plane and {pherical trigonometry, 
conic feflions, mechanics, optics, and the 
projection of the iphere: the dostrine ot 
fluxions, indeed, is only made ule of in one 
or two iultances, and thole re!pecting mat- 
ters of meie curiofity. The plan of this 
work is well-arranoed, and the execution 
extremely refpectable, and it indifputably 
proves that the author is completely qui- 
lified for his prot.ihon, as a teacher of the 
mathematics. 

« An Engtiry into the Origin of the 
Coniteilations that compote the Zodiac, 
and the Utes they were intended to pro- 
mote, by the Rev. Joun Barrett, D.D. 
&e.” ‘Phis offspring of man’s braio is 
furely the wildett and moft whimfical thae 
was ever produced! Dr, Barrett evinces 
great learning, and an ardent tpirit of re- 
fearch, nor is he detlitute of ingenuity 5 
but his ingezuity runs riot—E.g. Aries 
is fymbolical of the Divine Being.

The notes are numerous and well-feleét. 
ed, and the work is altogether a very ules 
ful compendium.

The Introdu&ion contains many curious 
remarks on the prejudices, manners, Sco 
of the Indians ; a Snopfis of the Grama 
mar follows the Introduétion ; and is fuc- 
ceeded by a copious Vocabulary, Englith 
and Hindooftanee, as well as Hindooftanee 
and Englith. Then follow iome very 
ufeful Iifts of technical and military 
terms, familiar dialogues, regulations Con- 
cerning the new College of Calcutta, 
trauflations from pvrofe and verte, with @ 
copper- plate engraving of the Indjan ae 
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ral Diagram, and fome remarks on the 
Eaftern divifions of time. 
‘¢ The Flowers of Perfian Literature ; 
containing Extra&s from the moft cele- 
brated Authorsin Profe and Verfe, with a 
‘Tranflation into Englith ; being.a Compa- 
nion to Sir William Jones’s Perfian 
Giammar ; to which is prefixed, an Ef- 
fay on the Language and Literature of 
Perfia, by S. Rousseau, Teacher of the 
Perfan Language." The intention of 
this werk is to fupply Oriental ftucents 
with a book of inftructions, fuch a one as 
Sir William Jones, in the Preface to his 
Perfian Grammar, gave us reafon to ex- 
pect from his own pen, but which he ne- 
ver compofed. In the firft part of the 
prefent work, Mr. Roufleau has compiled, 
from the woiks of Sir William Jones, 
Mr. Richardfon, Mr. Champion, Sir Wil- 
liam Oufeley, &c.

Nifbet (the ingenious author of the Clini-. 


cal Guide) has endeavoured, in thele vo- 
lumes, to prefent the ftudent with fuch a 
body of information on thofe fciences 
which are the ground-work of medicine, 
as may enable him to cultivate a deeper 
acquaintance with them with facility and 
fuccefs. The arrangement which he fol- 
lows is that which is purfued by the pro- 
feffors of Edinburgh. The work is pro- 
feffedly a compendium, and it is altOgether 
executed with confiderable'care and ability. 

Mr. EpMonstTon has publithed an in-

The noftrums of thefe daugh- 
ters of Hygeia were kept fecret ; the veil, 
which their mother is faid to have worn, 
was thrown over her offspring, and they 
could only be tempted to lift it up by the 
Here, on the 
contrary, there is no fecret. The vaccine- 
inoculation has been fubjected to the fe- 
vereit experiments of perfons ftrongly 
prejudiced againft it: it has been tried 
with fuccefs on various conftitutions, and 
in various climates. Mr. Lee fays, that 
Parliament, like a jury, can only decide 
upon evidence; and, if the evidence be 
all one way, of one tenor, can a Parlia- 
ment be blamed, or a jury arraigned, for 

iving a judgment contrary to the real 
fast? If Mr. Lee means to infinuate, that 
there was partiality in the invefigation 
which took place on Dr. Jenner's petition, 
he fhould jhave ftated the reafons of his 
fufpicion: that the evidence was all one

Had the eviderce been contradictory— 
had one man ftated the inefficacy againtt 
another, who voafted of is power of pre- 
vention—if one in ten, or fifteen, or 
twenty, had exh'bited unfavourable facts, 
the petition of Dr. Jenner mutt have been 
rejected: preponderating evidence would 
have been againi*him, if ten cafes even 
in ten thoufand could have been fairly 
and firmly eftablithed, in which the fmall- 
pox had fucceeded to the true conftitu- 
tional infection of the vaccine. The ob- 
jection, therefore, issidle, unlefs Mr. Lee 
means fo infinuate, that the committee on 
the petition conducted the examination 
with partiality: this, upon what ground 
we know not, has been iufpected ; bur, 
if we confider the inadequacy (according 
to their ideas of the petitioner’s merit) of 
the {um voted, there is no very ftriking 
prefumpfion of its truth. Mr. Lee has 
brought ‘orward two fa&s in oppofition 
to the efiicacy of the cow-pox: when vac- 
cination had gained fo much ground as 
to excite oppofition, it is well. known that 
a great number of thefe ta&s, as they 
were luppoied to be by thole who alleged 
them, were brought forward to invalidate 
the practice; but on minute inveitigation, 
fome circumftance or o:her was always de- 
tetted, which brought the fa&s themielves, 
at leaft, into fu!picion. Had Mr. Lee 
fiaied his ca‘es before the committee of 
Dr. Jenner, they would have been care- 
fully icrutinized ; and, we are authorifed to 
believe, from the failure of fo many fimi- 
dar reprefentations, would have been found 
guilty of fome inaccuracy, of which the 
reporter is, no doubt, utterly incon(cions. 

Dr. THORNTON has publifhed fome 
more * Facts deeifive in Favour of the 
Cow-pox, including an Account of the 
Inoculation of the Village of Lowther, 
under the Patronage of the late Earl of 
Lonfiale.”

If a perfon, al- 
ready under vaccine-inoculation, receives 
cvely day a frefh lancet, armed with ichor,

the firft. Mr. Bryce recommends a f-cond 
inoculation, to be performed as a crite. 
rion of the efficacy of the fir: if the pro. 
gre{s of the fecond is not accelerated, and 
its areola fynchronous with the fir, the 
firft is inefiicacious, and was probably a 
mere local affe€tion. “L his is an ingenious 
idea, but there are fome flight objections 
againit the praétice, which we have not 
room wo ftate im this place. Mr. Bryee 
advifes the fecond inoculation to take 
place between thirty-fix and forty-eight 
hours before the areola of the firlt is ex. 
pected to appear. *¢ If the fecond inocu- 
lation is not accelerated, but proceeds in 
the ufual courfe, it will prove that the firt 
was not neceflary to produce the conitity- 
tional effect, and, therefore, that a third 
fhoild be performed, as a counter-proof 
of the efficacy of the fecond.”’

The 
fact is, that we do not make fufficient 
allowance for the circumftances of danger, 
fatigue, and interruption, with which thefe 
avans were furrounded, and by which 
their refearches were frequently fruftrated. 
The mere {cientific traveller, if in a fo- 
reign coustry he has mountains to tra- 
verte, and rocks to fcale, and an ungenial 
climate to contend with, may, at leat, 
examine at his leifare, and in iecurity, the 
objects of his purfuit;—he may at leait re- 
pole in the evening, afler the labours of 
the day, and rife with rencvated ftiength 
in the morning to renew them. But, in 
the train of an invading army, whofe un- 
provoked attack rendered them a juit ob- 
jet of hatred and abhorrence to the half- 
civilifed people, whofe hamlets they burn- 
ed, whole fields they waited, and whole 
wives and daughters they unf{paring- 
ly violated ; in fuch a tituation, wheie 
the circle of fecurity was the range of the 
cannon, and where every firaggler on the 
march was vigilantly laid wait for, and 
cut off, much of that information, which 
could refult only from patient and leifurely 
rclearch, ought not to have been very con- 
fidently expected ; and an attentive and 
candid confideration of the campaiga m 
Egypt will rather induce us to think highly 
of the indufiry and courage of thofe men 
of letters, who, in the eager and difinter- 
elied purfuit of fcience, were content to 
endure the fatigue, and to fhare the dan- 
ger, of war, than to ridicule the infuff- 
ciency of their acquirements, or deipile 
the Mcantinefs of that information which 
they fo periloufly acquired. The prefent 
work is the production of a man of learn- 
ing, tate; fentiment, and fcience. The 
reader will not expect a detail of military 
operations —Cit. Denon wasnot a profeffion- 
al foldier, and could weep over the mife- 
ries which his coun'rymen were inflicting. 
But, altho’ thefe volume’ afford not a diur- 
nal detail of marches, battles, and of 
fieges ; we are not left in ignorance of the 
ftate of the army, and the projects of the 
commander, fo that a charm is thus thrown 
over the whole, by a judicious, and very 
unufual, mixture of hiftoric narrative and 
icientific refearch. An Englifhman muit 
expect to find alfo a partiality in favour 
of the French ; a high-drawn character of 
the courage of the foldiery, and the virtue 
of their commanders. Still, however, M. 
Denon’s account of the tranfactions in 


Egyptis quite as fair as can reafonably b¢

expected. Onthe one hand, altho* proud 
of the courage, he does not glofs over the 
vices, of the army ; he does not attempt 
to palliate their thametul licentioufneiss 
their lu@t of rapine and of flaughter ; ‘and, 
on the other hand, far from being ttudious 
to conceal, he delights to notice thole virs 
tues of mercy and humanity, which were 
occafionally dilplayed, almoft to an incre+ 
didle extent, by the enemy: for this pur- 
pole, feveral little anecdotes are introdu- 
ced, which, as Denon juttly obferves, give 
a better infight into the morals of nations 
than regular diicuflions. The Inttitute 
had remained at Cairo about a month, 
when their houfe was pillaged in a general 
injurrection of the inhabitants:  firmg 
was heard in different places, and many 
perfons belonging to the commiffion: of 
arts fell a facrifice to the fury of the po- 
pulace. After confiderable flaughter, 
however, it was quelled the fecend day, 
by means of fome heavy artillery. 
‘s Though the populace, the devotees, 
and fome of the great people of Cairo, 
fhewed themfcives fanatical and cruel in 
this revolt, the middle clafs (which is in 
all countries the moft acceffible to reaion 
and virtue) was perfectly humane and ge. 
nerous to us, notwithitanding the wide 
difference of manners, religion, and lan. 
guage; whilit from the galleries of the 
minarets murder was devoutly preached 
up, whilft the ftreets were filled with death 
and carnage; all thofe in whole houles 
any Frencamen were lodged were eager to 
fave them by concealment, and to fupply 
and anticipate all their wants. An eloerly 
woinan, in the quarter in which we lodged, 
gave us to underftand, that, as our wall 
was but weak, if were attacked, we had 
only to tlirow it down, and feek for fhelter 
in her harem: a neighbour, without beiag 
afked, fent us provifions at the expence of 
his own ftore, when no food was to be 
purchafed in the town, and every thing 
announced approaching famine; he even 
removed every thing trom before our houle, 
which could render it conipicuous to the 
enemy, and went to finoak at our door, as 
if it were his own, in order to deceive any 
who might attack us. Two young per- 
fons, who were purfued in the fireets, were 
{fnatched up by fome unknown people, and 
carried into a houte, and, whilft they were 
furioufly ftruggling for deliverance, ex- 
pecting that they were dettined tor fome 
horrible cruelty, the kind ravifhers, not 
being able otherwife to convince them of 
the hofpitable benevolence of their inten- 
tions, delivered up to them their own chil- 
dren, as pledges of their hacerity. Many

favourite poffeflion of Egypt, has not 
{crupled to impeach the conduét of Me- 
nou, as the Commander in Chief, and to 
infinuate in the meaneft and molt difto- 
nourable manner, that the Britifh troops 
are indebted for their victory, not to their 
own intrepidity and prowefs, fo much as 
to the incapacity of the General who cp- 
pofed them. General Regnier is a philo- 
fopher and a politician ; his refearches in 
the phyfical and political eharaéter of 
Egypt exhibit a well informed mind and 
a comprehenfive underftanding. We are 
happy to fee, that Sir, Robert Willon 
has tranflated, in a feparate pamphlet, 
that portion of the prefent work, which 
relates to the ‘ Campaign of the Eaft, 
and the Britifh and ee — 
Egypt,” and has expofed the mitsiaie- 
i 8 of the French General.

Altho’ theinterefting 
narrative of our traveller isconcluded with 
his account of the phyfical and moral flate of 
Fezzan, and its effeminate inhabitants, the 
prefent volume is enrichedwith a long Ap- 
pendix,containing, among other things, the 
Jearned Obfervations of Sir W.Younc on 
Mr.Hornemann’s Deifcriptions of the Coun- 
try and Antiquities of Siwah, with Refe- 
rence to ancient Accounts of the Oafis 
and Temple of Ammon. Major Ren- 
neL has annexed Geographical Iluttra- 
ticns of Mr. Hornemann’s Route, and Ad- 
ditions to the General Geography of Afri- 
ca; a Map accompanies this part of the 
Appendix, exhibiting the progrefs of dif- 
covery in the geography of this portion of 
the globe. Mr. Hornemann does not feem 
to have formed any calculation as to the 
time when we may expect his return to 
this country. | He ftates himfelf “* as 
being in excellent health, perfectly inured 
to the climate, fufficiently acquainted with 
the manners of his fellow-travellers, fpeak- 
ing the Arabic language, and fomewhat of 
the Bornou tongue; being well armed, 
moreover, and not without courage, and 
under protection of two great Shereets, he 
has the beft hopes of fucce{s in his un- 
dertaking.”? He ftates himielf as being 
on the point of fetting out with the cara- 
van for Bornou: here he propofed remain- 
ing till September, and to proceed to 
Caflina; his future plan he had not final- 
ly arranged. 

‘¢ Travels in the Crimea; or, Hiftory 
of the Embafly from Peterfburg to Con- 
flantinople, in 1793, including their Jour- 
ney through Krementfchuck, Oczakow, 
Wallachia, and Moldavia; with their re- 
ception at the Court of Selim III. by a 
Secretary to the Ruffian Embafly.””.

readers, for thofe who expe& entertain- 
ment, as well as information, it has few 
charms. The narrative is altogether very 
dry and uninterefting. The charts are by 
Arrowfmith. 

Mr. Priest's * Travels in the United 
States of America,” are alike dettitute of 
information and amufement. 

A more interefting work has not lately 
been publifhed, than Mr. Acersi’s 
*¢ Travels through Sweden, Finland, and 
Lapland, to the North Cape." Though 
a foreigner, he writes Englith with great 
purity and elegance ; and, though an Ita- 
lian, voluntarily underwent the dangers 
and fatigues of vifiting the regions of the 
arcticcircle! Mr. Acerbi is an acute ob- 
ferver of men and manners; his remarks 
are agreeable and ingenious ; his defcrip- 
tions animated and diftiné&t: he is a man 
of {cience, a man of tafte; in fhort, anac- 
complifhed traveller. Mr. Acerbi fpent 
a winter in Stockholm ; as may be expett- 
ed, therefore, his account of the manners 
and amu(ements, and the general ftate of 
fociety of that capital is very full and au- 
thentic. The ftate of learning and the 
arts is enlarged on, and a particular ac~ 
count is given of the various univerfities, 
academies, and learned focieties. 

We have not derived more amufement 
for fome time from any book than Mr, 
Wotrr's ‘Sketches and Obfervations, 
taken on a Tour through a Part of the 
South of Europe.” If Mr. WOLFF can- 
not be faid to have added much to our 
ftock of information, by any {cientific, 
philofophical, or antiquarian retearches, 
yet he defcribes what he faw, in fo very 
agreeable and elegant a manner, that his 
woik amply repays the perufal. 

“© A Voyage up the Mediterranean, in 
his Majefty’s Ship the Swiftfure, one of 
the Squadron under the Command of Rear 
Admiral Sir Horatio Nelfon, K. B. now 
Vifcount and ‘Baron Nelfon of the Nile, 
and Duke of Bronté, in Sicily, Witha 
Defeription of the Battle of the Nile, 
on the ft of Auguft, 1798, and a De- 
tail of Events that occured, fubfequent te 
the Battle, in various Parts of the Medi- 
terranean ; by the Rev. Cooper WIL- 
tyams, A.M. Chaplain of the Swiftfure, 
&c.”’ Mr. Willyams, to whom we are 
indebted for an interefting account of the 
campaign in the Wett Indies, in 1794» 
under Sir John Jervis, and Sir Charles 
Grey, was Chaplain to the Swiftiure, one 
of the fhips which formed the fquadron of 
Lord Nelfon. Having of courfe been prefent 
at the battle of the Nile, the defcription 
which he has furnifhed us with, of that 
dreadful engagement, is extremely cir- 

cumftantial 
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cumftantial and impreffive. Placed as 
he was, in the midft of a battle as fplen- 
did and extraordinary, as the page of 
hiftory has ever recorded, an attendant 
of the chafe which preceded it, and of 
many interefting occurrences and fcenes 
which the fhores of the Mediterranean ex- 
hibited, for nearly two years after its 
termination, he daily minuted with his 
pen and pencil the obfervations and 
images which obtruded themfelves upon 
him.” The authenticity of fuch memo- 
rials is unqueftionable. A chart of the 
Mediterranean is annexed, in which are 


‘marked the tras of the two holtile fleets, 


and a plan of the combat when they met. 
But the prefent vclume is not folely em- 
pioyed in recording the operations of the 
fleet; Mr. Wiilyams vifited many of the 
fhores of the Mediterranean ; he was at 
Rhodes, Syrecufe, Palermo, and Na- 

les, he travelled over a great part of 
Tulcany and Italy; whilft on the Coatt 
of Naples, he atcended Vetuvius, and 
vifited the fubterraneous ruins of Pom- 
peia. The work is accompanied with 
numerous drawings from the pencil oF Mr. 
Willysams, which, although they ada much 
to its expence, contribute but little to its 
value. 

«A Journey from Edinburgh through 
Parts of North Britain ; containing Re- 
marks «n Scottith Land{cape; and Obferva- 
tions on Rural Economy, Netural Hiitory, 
Manufactures, T rade, and Commerce ; in- 
terfperfed with Anecdotes, traditional, ]i- 
terary, and hiftorical; together with Bro- 
graphical Sketches, reiating chiefly to 
Civil and Ecclenattical Affairs, trom the 
twelith Century down to theprefent Time.

This ample and explanatary title-page 
leaves us little to add, unlefs we could 
accompany the traveller in all his excur- 
fons, and enter into a regular and con- 
ne&ted review of his work. Suffice it to 
fay, that Mr. Campbell has borrowed 
freely, but not without jud=ment, from 
hiftorians, biographers, philofophers, an- 
tiquaries, agricultvgalifts, eccnomilts, &c, 
&c.; and with the various information 
they colle&ed, has enriched his own 
volumes. The engravings are beautiful ; 
and we underftandal{o,that they are correst,

} rofeffion of a gardener has been the em- 
pl. yment of his life; and certainly if 
any thing could ftimulate him to a care. 
ful inveftigation of the various defeéts, 
and difeaies, which check the fecundity 
of fruit-trees; if any thing could whet 
his ardour for the Gifcovery of fome treat- 
ment, which fhould refore loft vigour 
and impart fertility, it muft be the cir- 
cumftance of his high fituation, as gardener 
to his Majefty, at Kenfington and St. 
James's. Mr. Forfyth has certainly dif- 
played a great deal of (cience and fkill in the 
management of his Majefty’s fruit-trees, 
many of which are now beautiful, aod in 
the higheft fate of perfeétion, which were 
formerly cankered unprofitable ftumps, fo 
that he might fairly adopt as a motto to 
many flourifhing individuals,

In this work, all forts of fruit-trees, with 
their feveral varieties, are diflinétly treated, 
of: the foil which they affeét, ther gene- 
ral management, the principles of prun- 
ing, grafting and budding, are feparately 
infifted on. Three chapters are devoted 
to the cankerand gum, the mildew, honey- 
dew, and blights, and different infects 
which infett fruit trees. Thirteen plates 
accompany this work: which, we are 
forry to fay, is on too extenfive a fcale to 
be generally confulted. 

‘© Some Doubts relative to the Efficacy 
of Mr. Forfyth’s Plaifter, in filling up 
the Holes in Trees, &c. afcribed to it 
by Dr. Anderfon and Mr. Forfyth. 
In a Letter to Dr. Anderion, from 
Tuomas . AnpRew KuicuT, Fiq: 
Mr. Knight is exceedingly angry that 
Mr. Forlyth fhould afcribe to his compoll- 
tion fuch wonder-working qualities a$ 
to reflore the. internal wood of a trees 
which has been abfolutely decayed, and 
to proluce.a complete adhefion between 
old and new wood. We are well ~¢ 
quainted with the acutenefs and _philofo- 
play of Mr. Knight’s mind; and we wave 
no doubt but that Mr, Forfyth has ma 
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buted virtues of a higher order to his 
igment, than it comes within the limits 
of poflibility that it fhould poffets ; but: 
why not expofe the inefhcacy of this pig- 
ment without being angry ? 

«AnEMay orPractical Inquiry concerning 
the Hanging and Faftening of Gates and 
Wickets, with plates. By Tuomas N. 
Parker, Elg. M.A.” This is a f{cienti- 
fic littlework ; weare very glad to fee that 
Philofophy—-who has lately taken up far- 
ming with a great deal of tpirit, and is 
ever on the foot in different parts of her 
premifes—is careful enough to fhut the 
gates after her. To be ferious, if a cal. 
culation could he made of the quantity of 
corn, turnips, &c. annually deltroyed by 
means of Rock, which take advantage of 
the farmer’s negligence, and deitroy the 
tiuits of his labour, we are inclined to 
believe tt would excite confiderabie alto- 
nihment and regret, In order to remedy 
this evil, Mr. Parker has invefligated the 
principles on whieh gates and wickets 
fhould be hung ; he fhews the praétical 
application of thefe principles, and then 
proceeds to the faftening of gates and 
wickets; to their mode of conftruction, and 
to give fome rules for making different 
kinds of fencing, The principles of 
hanging gates are thus given; ‘* when 
the hocks or pivots upon which a gate is 
hung, are precifely in the fame perpendi- 
cular line with each other, the gate will 
be at ret wherever it may be placed. But 
the fmalle(t variation of the hooks from 
their perpendicular line will attach toa gate 
jo lulpended, one determinate line of reft, 
and no other, When a gate is in its line 
of reit, or in its oppofite line of equili- 
brium, the two hooks by which it is fuf- 
pended, and the centre of the gate’s gra- 
Vitaiion, will be found to be in one and 
the fame vertical plane.*” Mr. Parker has 
uiutrated his inftructions with references 
to plates.

vated with fo much fucceis by that fex 
which has almott the exclufive fuperin. 
tendance of our earlieft years; of thofe 
years when the mind receives with the 
greateft facility impreffions which are 
the moft lafling, and iometimes mhbich are 
indeliole through life. We earneftly re. 
commend thefe volumes to the attention 
of covernefies, and all tho/e who have un- 
dertaken the arduous and re{poafible tafk 
of tuiion: but as the reculaticn of the 
pafiions, and the cultivation of the minor 
moralities, and the loftier virtues; as 
thefe are perhaps rather to be expected 
from the conftant vigilance, the anxious

HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF SPANISH LITERATURE. 





RB* thefe pages it will appear, that 
pharmacy, theology, and jurifpru- 
dence, are the fubjeéts that have heen 
lately moft attractive to the Spanifh litera- 
ti: m other enquiries the fubfequent ca- 
ialogue will be found to be defcient in 
many eflential particulars. It is the pre- 
fent policy of the Catholic Court to in- 
dulge in expenfivé amufements, and to 
gratify the curiofity of the idle with fplen- 
did progrefles. If the authority of Louifa 
Maria be as compiete in her dominions as 
that aflumed by the late Imperial-Cathe- 
rine on her folitary throne, the munifi- 
cence of the one is directed to the gratifi- 
cation of inordinate pride, when the libe- 
rality of the other was fubfervient to the 
purpo‘es of national improvement. ‘The 


elegant arts are not to be allured by empty > 


arrogance, or to be dazzied by the 
blaze of oftentation; to pleafe their dif- 
criminating tafte, the ufeiul and the fair 
muft be blended with the gay and the 
gorgeous. From the exclution of thele 
chaite inmates, the effulgeace of the court 
of the royal Italian has impoverifhed the 
coffers of the ftate, and has pampeied the 
minions of the crown, without increafing 
the means of public felicity or enlarging 
the {phere of private enjoyment. The 
artift or the {cholar has littie to fupply to 
the clamorous feftivity of a diilipated 
court, he continues in his retirement ‘in 
proud contumacy; and the lofty embel- 
jifluments of fcience and literature are not 
granted to dignity the fcene. 


The torpor of the writers naturally in- 
fufes the tame inactivity into thofe who 
depend upon their labours. While the 
bookfellers of France, Germany, and 
England, compofe an opulent body, and 
conduét an extenfive trade, fupplying the © 
medium not only of mental improvement, 
but of corporeal aétivity ; the fame order 
of men in Spain are few in number, weak 
in their’ refources, and the habitual tardi- 
nefS of the native character is increafed by 
the abfence of the lucrative impulfe. It 
is on this account that the low fate of 
erudition in Spain appears in ourcatalogue 
yet more degraded. The difficulty of 
procuring books from thence feems daily 
to increafe ; and, however ardent literary 
curiofity, the fire is extimguifhed long be- 
fore the favoured hour of its gratification 
arrives. We mention this circumftance, 
that, if our retrofpeét fhould appear 1- 
correét or incomplete to the natives of that 
country, the ca ae may be attributed 
to their own procrafimation, not to our 
indolence in feeking the materials of our 
fubje& ; and we truit that this public in- 
timation will be lefs ineffe&tual than we 
have hitherto found private remonftrance.*

Thefe few obfervations will fuffice for 
the general fubject ; with regard to par. 
ticulars, we have alfo little to offer. 

It will give fatisfaction to our readers, 


that the humorous works of the Dean of E 


St. Patrick, which convey important in- 
fruction in the moft amufing form, are 
finding their way among the graver ftu- 
dents of Spain. 

The merit of Count Rumford is not of 
an original kind ; it confifts in the pratti- 
cal application of uleful fcience, which 
is often more beneficial to fociety than the 
moft inventive talents. A differtation on 
his works, and a biographical account of 
their author, has been given in the Spanith 
language, by the illuftrious Marchionefs 
of Fuerte-Hijar, who has prefented the 
production to the Patriotic Society of 
Madrid, to which fhe belongs. 

To examine the comparative ftate of the 

fame art in different countries is equall 
entertaining and inftructive to the philo- 
fophical ftudent. ‘The medical profeflor 
will {mile at the revival of the flame which 
warmed the northern hills in the time of 
the celebrated Cullen and our old friend, 
“ Johannes Bruno.’’ Such inftances fhew 
the expediency of free communication on 
literary fubjceéts between every civilized 
nation; that man may not be daily learning 
and unlearning his own follies and ab- 
furdities. 
' The glowing talents of Cervantes have 
not been wholly unperceived, yet a very 
large and amutfing portion of his works 
has been denied to modern times. The 
tale of Perfiles and Sigifmunda has at laft 
received a new edition in the native 
tongue; and we hope that, by the fame 
attention, his other fugitive, productions 
will be refcued from the oblivion to which 
they have been long affigned. 

The linguift is aware of the felicity with 
which alliteration is employed in Spanifh 
poetry: the profody hes long been-afcer- 
tained with a degree of accuracy unknown 
to every dialect of Europe, excepting that 
which has been embellifhed with the charm 
of Taffo’s numbers; in the flow and {pirit 
of the trochee it, perhaps, poflefles the 
Priority to every language, ancient or mo- 
dern, The Count of Norona has availed 
hinfelf of all the natural and artificial ad- 
vantages his native tongue afforded, and 
We are confident every admirer of the pe- 
Culiar beauties of lyric compofition will 
thank us for recommending to his notice 
the poetical effufions of that'accomplifhed 
Nobleman, The lovers of the drama will 
fe with pleafure, in the produétions of 

or de Fuentes, that the chafte decora-

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tions of nature begin to be preferred in 
Spain to meagre buffoonery and tumid de. 
clamation. 

The criminal code in every ftate of 
urope was for a long time founded on 
the vices of Gothic inftitutions. It was 
thought neceflary to infli&t fufferings on 
the offender to appeafe infulted juttice ; as 
if the {word of the law were direéted by 
Omnifcience, and the feeble faculties of 
man were capable of judging of the pro- 
portional turpitude cf moral aétions. The 
Marquis Beccaria has long fince declared 
to the world the prefumption of fuch 
conduét ; he has warned man to avoid 
this impious ufurpation of the divine pre- 
rogative, and has taught him that the 
only legitimate defigns of human punith« 
ment are, to prevent the nefarious from 
infringing the peace of fociety, and to 


. deter others, by their fatal example, from 


fimilar aéts of atrocity. Spain is remark- 
able for the rarity of flagitious excefles 
within her borders. This happy diftinction 
has occafioned lefs attention to be paid to 
that important {ubjeét than in other coun- 
tries: we, therefore, announce with {a- 
tisfaction the work of Pofadilla; in which 
the penal code of that nation is peculiarly 
confidered, and a bold and benevolent at- 
tempt is made to fupply the deficiency of 
public law, that the facred balance of 
Juftice may not be permitted to vibrate 
in the agitated gralp of a vindittive 
judge.

trodu@tory one to the reader, where the 
author tells us his compcfitions were 
early effufions of an ardent mind, and re- 
commends them to our notice, not on ac- 
count of the merit of the author, but as 


the miricr of the paffions comifion .to hu- 
ynanity.

The fecond volume opens with “ Le- 
trillas,”’ “* Endechas,”’’ ** Odas,” ‘* Can- 
tilenas,’”” and “ Fabulas;"* and, in the 
latter, the Count has included the ftory of 
Dedalus and Icarus, Pyramus and’ T hifbe, 
and Venus and Adenis. We haye afterwards 
idyls, romances, &c. and, at the conclu- 
fion, the poem we before-named of “ La 
Muerte.” On the whole, we confider this 
work as affording elegant examples of the 
poetic powers of the Spanifh language ; yet 
we fee init that want of force, and that frt- 
volity, for which the Spanifh court 1s at 
prefent remarkable; and, perhaps, we 
could not fhew this deficiency more fuc- 
ceistully than in fpecimens we have jutt 
quoted fiorn Alexander’s Feait, where 
the fine defcription of our immortal peet 
is. expanded, in the imitation, to twelve 
feeble lines. }

Two 
defects lie has avoided, which deferve the 
attention of the’ Englith writer ; the repe- 
tition of eloquent foliloquies, and the ad- 
miffion of domeltics into the moft ttmpor- 
tant fecréts of ‘the families on which they 
attend. The fpirit of the Spanish comedy 
tod much confifted in a vatt variety of 
complicated in¢idéents, in which'the fead- 
inx defign of the poet frequently difap- 
peared, fo that when he again returned in 
the cataitrophe, the auditory felt towards 
‘t coldnefs and indifference. In the Maf- 
culine Womaa this: diffipatioa ef fenti- 
ment, from exceifive redundance is avoid- 
ed; although the plot is duplicate; yet the 
minor plot 15 fo neceflarily connected with 
the major, that the a¢tion may be conf- 
dered as fimple. ‘Fhe author felt appre- 
henfion, and not without caufe, that to 
fome ladies this drama would be objec- 
tionable. His heroine, in the termination, 
is not furrounded by glory and triumph ; 
fhe is not made the queen of hearts, with 
all the knaves of the pack at her feet: the 


play is intended asa fatire on the tenden- , 


cy of the fex to indulge in thofe plealtves, 
and to purtue thofe employments, wh'ch 
are alone fuited to grofler beings ; the au- 
thor, thereforeythas placed his heroine in a 
very different fituation, in order to exhibit 
the injurious confequences of this perver- 
fion of the correét and chalte defigns of 

As we are fenfible our reader would 
not be unwilling to become acquainted 
with this writer, who is diftinguifhed for 
his partiality to Englith poetic compofi- 
tion, and who has colle&ted fome pf the 
mott beautiful flowers from the Britifh gar- 
den, we fhall conclude_thefe thort obferva- 
tions with'a verfion of his own exprefiions.

This work enters into a variety of parti- 
culars interefting at.this time: it treats of 
the military condition of the colony, of 
the ftate of iis fortifications, and it ex- 
amines the mode of defence moft fuitable 
to its protection. It lkewife enquires 
into the cultivation of the ifland, as ap- 
plied not only to the produétive part, but 
to the mountainous diftriéts, and to thole 
yet ina ftate of nature. 
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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF AMERICAN LITERATURE. 





O the people of Europe, whiofe 
inttitutions for the promotion of 
literature are generally eitablifhed 
upon opulent foundations, and matur- 
.ed by a long courfe of time and expe- 
rience, the efforts of the Americans to 
advance the progrefs of learning will 
probably appear to be feeble and infig- 
nificant. The value of improvements, 
however, in the new hemiiphere, is to 
be computed rather in a relative, than 
in an abfolute, point of ,view. Much 
good may be done in America, and 
great praife may be well merited by 
exertions and performances, which 
would make an inconfiderable figure on 
the other fide of the Atlantic. A much 
Jonger courfe of time muft elapfe be- 
fore the ftate of things in the Weftern 
World will allow the foundation of 
any large body of men, exclufively de- 
voted to literary purfuits, and prompt- 


ed by the love of fame, or the hopes of 


emolument, to make letters and author- 
fhip their fole profeffion. © In the mean 
time, to defpife the day of fmall things, 
would be to take a narrow and erro- 
neous view of the cubjeét. The fame 
caufes which have elevated the litera- 
ture and fcience of Europe to their 
prefent height, are now operating 
America, and will, ere long, produce 
effeéts which the moft faftidious critics 
will not difdain. 
POLITICS. . 

A large proportion of the people r 
the United States take a lively intere 
in the political concerns of their coun 
try. Few are fo entangled in the pur 
fuit of objeéts of the firft neceflity, OF 
fo uninformed on the queftions ae 
ing from. the management of pu “i 
affairs, as to give no attention fo Pine 
tical concerns. The divifion e om 
people into two great tal ys 

j 7 eral, 
minated Republican and Fe progres 
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rogrefs, and prefent ftrength of thefe 
arties, are fuppofed to be futliciently 
underftood in many parts of Europe. It 
is equally known, that a majority of 
the people, difguited with the proceed- 
ings of the Federal-adminiftration, on 
3ccount of certain encroachments tup- 
poled to have been made on their pri- 
vileges, a wafteful expenditure of pub- 
jic money believed to have been com- 
mitted, and an intolerance exerciled 
towards all fuch as did not choofe to 
adopt the creed of the governing par- 
ty combined in the peaceable mode of 


election to difmifs the principal officers * 


of that party from the government of 
the Union, and to place the Republi- 
cans in power. It is now more thana 
twelvemonth fince Mr. Jefferfon enter- 
ed on the functions of Prefident, and 
began a fyftem of reform which is like- 
ly to be produétive of the happieit con- 
fequences. The true fpirit of the.con- 
ftitution, a genuine attachment to po- 
litical liberty, a liberal attention to 
virtue and talents in perfons of all par- 
ties, are once more obferved to guide 
the man whom the people have placed 
at the helm of the government. 

The favings in public expenditure 
already amount to a great fum, and 
will confiderably lighten the burdens of 
the people. ‘ The Report of the Se- 

retary of the Treafury, on the State of 
the Finances ot the United States,” 
fubmitted to the Houfe of Reprefenta- 
tives towards the clofe of the year 
Sor, prefents a very flattering view of 
the public funds and refources, and 
affords a well-grounded aflurance, that 
the whole public debt may be redeem- 
ed in the courfe of fifteen years. In 
order to effeét the redemption of the 
debt, within the period juft mentioned, 
no new taxes will be neceflary, unleds 
war, or fome other. public calamity, 
fhould happen to intervene. Indeed, 
fo great has been the reduction of ex- 
penditure accomplithed by the Repub- 
lican-adminiftration, that-the Legifla- 
ture of the Union has abolifhed all ex- 
cifes and other branches of internal 
revenue, moft of which had been in- 
Convenient and odious to the people. 

Much difference of opinion, and vi- 
olence of party-{pirit, was produced in 
the late Seffion of Congrefs, by the re- 
peal of a law which had erected a new 
Yyitem of circuit-courts, and created 
fixteen additional judges. This law 
Was pailed at the clofe of Mr. Adams’s 


adminiftration, and was. confidered by. 
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many as a * a. 
faétion to et sort of the expir ing 
; » tO preierve their influence in 
the governinent, and to prepare the 
way for their return to the feats of 
ete arctan 
had Shedue te r _ the United States 
Piped i at mall, and was not in 
wth .- Nore as the great 
se wnt, ulinefs was tranfacted in 
of the individual ftates. On 
this account, the new fyftem was fup- 
pofed to be unneceflary ; and the ex- 
pence and patronage of it were thought 
to have been created, not only with- 
out juft caufe, but to ferve mifchievous 
purpofes. A bill to repeal the law con- 
itituiing thefe new courts was brought 
into the Legiflature at an early period 
of the feffion. The paffiag of the bill 
was debated with great warmth. On 
the part of the Republicans it was con- 
tended, that the courts newly erected 
were fuperfluous, expentive, and con- 
trived chiefly to provide for a number 
of the adherents of the late adminiftra- 
tion. On the part of the Federalifts it 
was maintained, that the repeal would 
be unconftitutional and inexpedient. 
*¢ The Speech of Mr. Giles,” in favour 
of the repeal, gives a fketch of the hif- 
tory of parties in the United States ; 
an account of the rife and progrefs of 
the bill toereét the new courts, defends 
the conftitutionality and expediency of 
the repeal, and urges it by a variety of 
powertul confiderations. ‘* The Speech 
of Mr. Bayard,”’ in oppofition to the 
repeal, is chiefly galculated to an{fwer 
the arguments, and to repel the charges 
and aflertions of Mr. Giles and the 
other advocates of the repeal. Thefe 
two {peeches are generally regarded as 
the ablett of thofe which were deli- 
vered on this fubjeét, and on that ac- 
count were feleéted and publithed for 
the purpofe of more general circula= 
tion. 

The amendment in the plan of na- 
turalization, and the reduction of the 
period of refidence necetlary to obtain 
it, from fourteen to five years, which 
was alfoa con{picuous meafure of the 
late fefion of Congreis, will give to- 
reigners an imprefhion of the growing 
liberality of the American Govern- 


ment. 
DIVINITY, MORALS, SERMONS, Kc. 
Under this head, we find a continu- 
ance of the publication of “ Dr. W1- 
THERSPOON’s Works,” which, though 
chiefly devoted to theological fubjects, 
embrace a “e variety of matter. 
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The fecond volume, publiined within 
the period of this Retrofpect, conhlts 
of thirty-one fermons. The third vo- 
Jume, befides fome {maller pieces, con- 
tains the following articles, ‘* A ferious 
Enquiry into the Nature and Effects of 
the Stage.”—** Ecclefiaftical Charac- 
teriftics; or, the Arcana of Church- 
policy; being an humble Attempt to 
open up the Myftery of Moderation,” 
é&c. ** The Hiftory of a Corporation 
of Servants.”—‘* Lectures on Moral 
Philofophy.”-**Le@ures onEloquence.” 
—** Letters on Education.”—* An Ef- 
fay on Money, as a Medium of Com- 
merce, with Remarks on the Advan- 
tages and Difadvantages of Paper ad- 
mitted into general Circulation.”— 
«* Letters on Marriage.”—** A Patto- 
val Letter from the Synod of New 
York and Philadelphia to the Congre- 
gations under their Care,” &c.—** Re- 
cantation of Benjamin Towne.” It 
‘will be perceived by fuch as are ac- 
quainted with the writings of Dr. Wi- 
ther{poon,formerly publifhed,that fome 
of the contents of thefe volumes are 
now offered to the public for the firlt 
time. The fourth and laft volume is 
chiefly made up of articles which are 
either now firft publifhed, or have ap- 
peared before only in newfpapers, or 
ether fugitive vehicles. Among other 
pieces, we find ** Lectures on Divini- 
ty; feven papers under the title of 
** Druid ;”’ feveral political pieces, for- 
merly publifhedin new{papers,Specches 
in Congre(s, &c. &c. 
From the pen of HANNAH Apams, 
the pubiic receive ** A View ef Reli- 
gion, in two Parts ; Part.I. containing 
an alphabetical Compendium of the 
various religious Denominations which 
have appeared in the World, ficm the 
Beginning of the Chriftian ZEra to the 
prefent Day,; Part II. containing a 
brief Account of the different Schemes 
ef Religion now embraced among 
Mankind: the Whole collected from 
the bett Authors ancient and modern.” 
It affords evidence of public approba- 
tion, that this performance has pafled 
through three editions, and of the in- 
duftry and zeal of the. authoreds, that 
the ducceflive editions have been en- 
riched with large additions of new 
matter. 
Mr. ALEXANDER, MiLLer’s * Ef. 
fay on Church Government” is a re- 
{pectable work. He embraces the Pref. 


byterian plan of church government, - 


which he. confiders as. moit agreeable 


to Scripture, and moft conducive te 
order, purity, and edification. 

Bifhop W HiT e’s ** Sermon, delivered 
before the General Convention of the 
Proteftant Epifcopal Churclr in. the 
United States of America,” is well 
adapted to the occafion for which it was 
prepared, and affords proof of the mild. 
nefs of temper and Chriftian charity 
which adorn his charaéter, 

A few weeks after entering on the 
duties of the epifcopal office, Bithop 
Moore addrefled ‘* A Pattoral Letter 
to the Members of the Proteftant Epif- 
copal Church in the State of New 
York,” on certain topics, which he 
confidered as of high importance to 
their welfare. This prompt and zea- 
lous attention to the duties of his fta- 
tion, is worthy of praife, and will be 
received with refpect by every ferious 
reader. 

Mr. Notr feems to fuppofe, thata 
ftriking analogy may be obierved be- 
tween the hiltory of the United States 
and that of the Jews, in his “ Dif- 
courfe delivered in the Prefbyterian 
Church at Albany, on the 4th of July, 
1801, at the Celebration of the twenty- 
fitth Anniverfary of American Inde.

The author derives fome 
evidence of the’exiftence of []]uminifm 
from information contained in a letter 
from a correfpondent in Philadelphia, 
giving an account of the celebration of 
Governor M’Kean’s election, on which 
occafion an altar was erected to Liberty 
and Peace, and “am ox, adorned with 
garlands, according to the Pagan ritu- 
al,” facrificed before the altar, and its 
fiefh diftributed among the citizens !! 
and of a propofition to exhibit a view 
of hell in a circus in Philadelphia, for 
the diverfion of the company, the exe- 
cution of which was luckily prevent- 
ed by the materials prepared taking 
fire, and confumiug the houfe !! This 
latter, we are informed, was nothing 
more than a reprefentation of the well- 
known pantomime of Dou Juan, fo fre- 
quently exhibited on our theatres.

And ** A Sermon’’ on the fame oc- 
cafion by Mr, BALDWIN. 

Dr. M’KniGHT’s ** View of the pre- 
fent State of the Political World,drawn 
from the general Afpect of the Provi- 
dences of God,in Conneétion with the 
Predictions of his Holy Word, ina Dif- 
courfe, delivered on the 1ft of January, 
1802,” is undertaken with the defign of 
exhibiting the fubje¢t in its political, 
moral, and religious afpects. Notices 
of the fuppofed fulfilment of certain 
prophecies contained in Holy Writ are 
prefented to view; and particularly 
fome of the events connected with the 
French Revolution are pointed out as 
having been the objects of prophecy. 
The author does not exhibit that ge- 
neral acquaintance with hiftory, nor 
with the prefent political {tate of the 
world, which would enable him to 
treat this fubjeét in a fatisfactory or in- 
terefting manner. 

Dr. Muir’s ** Power of Godlinefs 
exemplified in the?remarkable Conver- 
fion, and triumphant Death of Mrs. 
Mary Davis, of Bermuda,” is a fhort 
and fimple narrative, interfperfed with 
ferious, pious, and pertinent remarks. 

Mr. Wetc¢u’s ** Century Sermon, 
preached at Mansfield, January 1, 
1801,” is more diftinguifhed for the 
vein of piety which pervades it, than 
for richnefs of matter, or correétnefs 
of ftyle. eS Lee ae 

‘© Mr.MILLer’s “ Sermon, delivered 
before the New York Miffionary Socie- 
ty,” 1s intitled to a refpeétful notice, 
tor good fenfe, animated views of the 
fubject, and the agreeable manner in 
which it is conftruéted. The reader 
will find, added to the Sermon, by way 
of Appendix, the annual Report of the 
Direétors of the Society, and other Pa- 
Pers relating to American miffions. — 

Under this head, we ought likewife 
to mention Mr. PatMer’s ** Princi- 
ples of Nature; or, 2 Developement 
of the Moral Caufes of Happinefs and 

ery among the Human Species.” 
Tbis is an open and avowed attack on 
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the Chriftian Religion; but the author 
adds no weight to performances of fix 
milat tendency, which had gone bes 
fore him. 

JURISPRUDENCR, 

The people of the United States and 
their government are equally animated 
with the defire ro preferve the relations 
of amityand peace with all nations. 
Separated from Europe by an immenfe 
ocean, and little concerned in the pro- 
jetts of ambition, which impel rulers 
in that quarter of the globe to precipi. 
tate the nations they govern into the 
calamitiesof war, itis their wifhtoculti- 
vate the arts of peace, to improve their 
extenfive territory, and to fill it with a 
race of induftrious and virtuous’ far- 
mers. Many of their citizeris dé. 
vote themfelves to maritime -com- 
merce, which is purfued with an 
ardour and fpirit of enterprife which 
long fince have attracted the notice of 
other nations. The ocean is the only 
element on which the American na- 
tions are likely to find their peace ex- 
pofed to any hazard. They can fo 
conveniently and ufefully become the 
carriers of European nations, engaged 
in war, and property thus placed in 
their hands is fo apt to become an ob- 
ject of the rapacity of the belligerent 
parties, that they are more interefted 
than any other people in the freedom 
of the feas. On this account, the Ame- 
can nations feel a lively intereft in the 
difcuffons which are prefented in Mr. 
BarTon’s * Differtation on the Free- 
dom of Navigation and Maritime Com- 
merce, and fuch Rights of States rela- 
tive therete as are founded on the Law 
of Nations.” This important work 
contains, 1. An examination of the 
law of nations, in relation to the prin- 
ciple that free /bips make free goods, as 


- gnderftood and acted upon by moit of 


the principal maritime powers of Eu- 
rope prior to the formation of the trea- 
ty of armed neutrality, In 17805 2. 
{hews that the pofition of free hips mak- 
ing free goods was recognifed and fully 
eftablifhed, as a fundamental principle 
in what is fometimes ftyled the modern 
law of nations; for the regtilation of 
that important maritime right claimed 
by neutrals, conformably to the coc=

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622 Retrofpect of American 
of fearch, according to the true con- 
ftruction of the law of nations now ge- 
nerally received ; 5th contains mifcel- 
laneous obfervations and reflections, 
arifing out of the main fubjett, together 
with the general refult. 

As a fellow-labourer with Mr. Bar- 
ton in the fame caufe, and engaged in 
the fupport of fimilar principles, we 
obferve Mr. WessTeER’s * Mifcella- 
neous Papers on Political and Com- 
mercial fubjeéts,”” which contain ** An 
Effay on the Rights of Neutral Na- 
tions, in Vindication of the Principles 
afferted by the Northern Powers of 
Europe.” We cannot but confider 
thefe refpeétable publications of Meflrs. 
Barton and Webtter,as fymptomatic of a 
very deep intereft, which the Ameri- 
cans are about to take in every thing 
which concerns the rights in queftion ; 
and perhaps in the future wars of Eu- 
ropean maritime nations, the intereft 
juit adverted to may not be unlikely to 
draw the government of the United 
States from the neutral pofition to 
which it is fo greatly attached. 

Befides the above-mentioned * Ef- 
fay,” among Mr. Webfter’s & Mifcella- 
neous Papers,” we find ** An Addrefs 
to the Pretident of the United States, 
on the Subjeét of his Adminittration ;” 
** A Letter on the Value and Impor- 
tance of the American Commerce to 
Great Britain;” and ** A Sketch of 
the Hiftory and prefent State of Banks 
and Infwrance-Companies in the Uniied 
States.” 

Belonying to this head, we mention 
two volumes of * Reports of Cafes 
argued and determined in the Court 
ot Appeals of Virginia, by BusHrop 
WasuincTon.” Thefe cafes appear 
to be fated with precifion, and the 
gueftions arifing upon them to have 
been accurately comprehended by the 


reporter: jultice feems alfo to have. 


been done to the arguments on each 
fide; and the’opinion of the court is 
always fiated with perfpicuity. 

Mr. Datuas’s * Reports of Cafes 
ruled and adjudged in the Courts of 
Pennfylvania, before and fince the Re- 
volution, and in the feveral Courts of 
the United States and of Pennfylvania, 
heid at the Seat of the Federal Govern. 
ment,’ are comprifed in three volumes, 
8vo. of 500 pages each. The laft vo- 
lume only of this work has been re- 
cently publithed, the two former havin 
appeared in 1790 and 1797, The pub- 
lic are greatly indebted to the compiler 
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of thefe reports, for the laborious and 
able manner in which he has executed 
the work. 3 

Honourable proofs of talents and jn. 
duftry aye furmithed by Mr.Wattace, 
in his ** Reports of Cafes adjudged in 
the Circuit-court of the United States 
for the third Circuit.” The very full 
manner in which he has given the ar- 
guments of counfel, and the opinions 
of the court, afford evidence of his at- 
tention and fidelity. 

MEDICINE, 

Within a fhort time paft, we obferve 
the publication of a work, by Dr.Wit- 
EIAM BARNWELL, intitled ‘ Phyfical 
Inveftigations and Deduétions, from 
Medical and Surgical Faéts, relative to 
the Caufes, Nature, and Remedies of 
the Difeafes of a Warm and Vitiated 
Atmofphere, from Climate, local Situ- 
ation, or Seafon of the Year ; together 
with an Hiftorical Introduction to Phy- 
fianthropy ; or, the Experimental Phi- 
lofophy of Human Life, that of Dif- 
eafes, and alfo of Remedies.” In this 
treatife, which embraces a great variety 
of matter, medical, furgical, and phi- 
lofophical, Dr. Barnwell attempts to 
lay before the public the refults of his 
obfervations in many ‘parts of the 
world, chiefly in warm climates, and 
while he was journeying by land and 
water. He difplays every mark of at- 
tention, induftry, and fidelity. We 
find little, however, that can be conft- 
dered as new or interefting; and, in 
point of manner, he is fo grofsly incor- 
rect and awkward, that few readers 
will be able to perufe the volume withs 
out difpleafure and difgult. . 

It is known to the public, that Dr. 
HayGartTH, of Bath, fome time ago 
publifhed a “* Letter to Dr. Percival on 
Infeétious Fevers ;” and an *¢ Addrefs 
to the College of Phyficians at Phila- 
delphia on the Prevention of the Ame- 
rican Peftilence.”’ It is to be regretted 
that he fuffered himfelf, in the courfe 
of that work, to fall into the ufe of 
certain intemperate and difrefpectful 
expreflions with regard to fome phyfi- 
cians of eminence in the United States, 
who had ventured to adopt opinions 
to which he could not give his affent. 
Among others, Dr. Charles Caldwell, 
of Philadelphia, was mentioned with 

an undue degree of heat and feverity 
Irritated by this attack, Dr. eer 
WELL lately prefented to the Brit 

and American public, «* A Reply 


Dy. Haygarth’s Letter,” &c. in a? 
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he warmly undertakes to * expofe the 
medical, philofophieal, and literary er- 
rors of that author, and vindicates the 
right which the faculty of the United 
States have to think and decide for 
themielves, refpecting the difeafes of 
theirown country, uninfluenced by the 
notions of the phyficians of Europe.” 
It is unpleafant to obferve fuch marks 
of animofity and exceilive irritation in 
the mutual animadverfions of perfons 
who are both intitled to great public 
refpect. , 

From Dr. Caldwell likewife, the pub- 
lic have lately received ** An Oration 
on the Cauies of the Difference, in 
Point of Frequency.and Force, between 
the Endemic Difeafes of the United 
States of America, and thofe of the 
Countries of Europe, delivered, by Ap- 
pointment, to the Philadelphia Medical 
Society.”” 

The Ifland of Jamaica has lately pro- 
duced a refpectable work, in quarto, of 
near 400 pages, under the title of 
“ The Medical Affittant; or, Jamaica 
Practice of Phyfic, defigned chiefly for 
the Ufe af Families and Plantations, 
by Tuomas Dancer, M.D. late Phy- 
fician tothe Bath, andIfland Botanitft.” 
Though this work is principally in- 
tended for popular ufe, it is likewife 
well calculated to afford information 
to phyficians concerning the difeafes of 
warm climates, and efpecially to fuch 
as are going, for the firft time, to re- 
fide and praéctife medicine in fuch cli- 
mates, ’ 

The learned Profeflor BarTON, of 
the Univerfity of Pennfylvania, within 
a tew weeks, has prefented to the pub- 
lic a fecond edition of his “ Collec- 
lions for an Effay towards a Materia 
Medica of the United States.” This 
edition is enriched by the addition of 
4 variety of matter, chiefly in the form 
of notes, containing the refults of much 
recent and interelting experience, in 
the ufe of a number of active medici- 
Dal plants found in the United States. 

Dr. CurR1E’s “ Letters on the Kine- 
POX, and a Variety of other medical 
Subjects,” and Mr. LonGBoTHom’s 

Treatife on Dentiftry, explaining the 
Difeates of the Teeth and Gums, with 
the moft effectual Means of Prevention 
and Remedy,” &c. are of fo little im- 
portance or value, that it would be 
iMproper to detain the reader by any 
Particular account of them. 

CHEMISTRY. ; 

From the prefs of Mefirs, Swords, in

New York, has lately iffued an « B- 
planation of the Synopfis of Chemical 
Nomenclature and Arrangement ; con-. 
taining feveral important Alterations 
of the Plan originally reported by the 
French Academicians, by Samugn L, 
MircHitt, M.D. F.R.S.E. Profes: 
for of Chemiftry in Columbia College, 
&e, &c. with a Chart. annexed.” Be. 
fides Dr. Mitchill’s former propofals 
to fubititute the term /epton tor axote, 
and phlogifton for hydrogen, he urges, in 
this pertormance, the difcarding of the 
term caloric, and the adoption of anti- 
crouon in its place; contending, that 
the matter or principle denominated 
the matter of beat, on a more compre-* 
henfive furvey of its powers and ope- 
ration, is more accurately denominated 
the principles of repulfion ox anticrouon, 

Dr. Fetix Pascatts has lately pub- 
lifhed an ** Annual Oration, delivered 
before the Chemical Society of Phila- 
delphia,” in which he prefents a rapid 
fketch of fome of the more memorable 
difcoveries in modern chemiftry, the 
application of fome of thofe difcoveries 
to the advancement of other {ciences, 
and of the arts; and of the profpect, 
which the further progrefs of chemiftry 
prefents to view, of ellential improve- 
ments in the ftate and condition of 
man. 

MATHEMATICS AND ASTRONOMY. 

It is with great pleafure that we an- 
nounce an increafing attention to thefe 
important fubjects among many people 
in the United States. 

“ Effays, Mathematical and Phyfi- 
cal, containing new Theories and II- 
lu(trations of fome very important and 
difficuit Subjects of the Sciences, never 
betore publithed,’’ we obferve to be 
a work of Mr. J. MansFIeLD, of 
New Haven, in the ttate of Connetti- 
cut.

STATE of LITERATURE and TASTE 
in the UNITED STATES. —Commiu- 
nicated by an Englifh Gentlemaa lately 
veizrned from America, and wke bas re- 

jided feveral years in that Country. 


At this diftance of time from the 
declaration of the independence of 
the Anglo-Americans, it cannot be 
deemed uncandid or premature to in- 
veftigate what progre{s they have made 
in literary purfuits, fince they have 
been left to their own guidance. It i; 
fhould be objected that a country in 
its infancy hath very little time to 
throw away on fuch purfuits; it is an- 
{wered, that we augurthe ripening fenfe 
of the man from the promifing genius 
of the child; that, if in the ftate of 
childhood, the culture of education be 
neglected, though we may obferve in 
the man fomething like rationality, yet 
thofe rare endowments, which alone 
can refine and direét its’efforts, are fel. 
dom to be afterwards attained. Hf the 
political progrefs of the Americans were 
to be the fubject of inveftigation ; the 
enquiry could only originate from the 


of the tides.—5. Inveftigation of 
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time when they took the reins of gg; 
vernment into their own hands; but 
furelys; no well grounded obje&tion can 
be brought forward why their litera 
career may not be referred back to, and 
traced from, the time even of the fir 
fettlement ; for, however much their 
political genius was fetcered, whilft the 
were Britifh Colonies, their mental fa- 
culties were unreftrained, and their 
phyfical powers of thinking and rea- 
foning perfectly at liberty. Itis abfurd 
in Americans to urge, as they do, in 
detence of a literary dearth, that their's 
18 @ young country, and confequently that 
Science muft be in its cradle. ‘The Ameri- 
cans were the fame people as the Britith, 
cotval with them; {fprung from the 
fame ftock ; children of one family, in- 
habiting diftant parts, yet {peaking the 
fame language, enjoyingtheveryfame ads 
vantages of preceding authors whereon 
to form their taftes. Why then fhould 
Americans be behind-hand in {cience 
with the Britons?, The aboriginal na- 
tives, indeed, might make fuch an 
excufe with juftice, becaute they mutt 
have commenced their acquaintance 
with Englith works, by learning a very 
diflicult foreign. tongue; they mutt 
have broken off, and fubdued their old 
habits, and brought their minds to bear 
what they never had an idea of—re- 
finement and expreflion. People, having 
all theie difliculties to overcome, could 
not be tried by the fcale of Britifh ad- 
vancement: the only judgment which 
could be paffed upon them would bes 
whether they had made any, and whats 
progrefs? But from Anglo-Americans, 
who had the fame language, habits, and 
advantages as the Britifh, the ame de- 
gree of perfeétion is to be naturally ex- 
pected; or, fhould that be wanting, the 
deficiency mutt be accounted for by a 
decay of Britifh genius in its Tranfat- 
Jantic foil, from phyfical caules, and a 
diverfion of the Anglo-American genius 
to more congenial puriuits: whether 
fuch a decay exilts, and from what 
caufes, will be the tubjeé of the follows 
ing inquiry; in which, for the reafons 
already adduced, the Americans agp er 
confidered as grown gentlemen, 40 
not as children in leading-ftrings: 
That there is a decay of Britifh ge- 
nius in its Tranfatlantic foil, is evident 
from this that, although Great gone" 
proudly keeps her rank with the a» 
{cientific nations, America hath tota y 
lott hers; that, although Great Britain

any nations, which fhe doth not amply 
re-pay with her own, America borrows 
from alle-pays none. From Great 
Britain, fhe receives not only all Britith 
works, but Britifhtranflations of foreign 
works. Perhaps it may be faid, the 
pays for them ; certainly, nothing more 
can be required between a bookieller 
and a cuftomer in his fhop: but, be- 
tween nations, genius cannot be bar- 
tered but foritfelf; itis a reftlefs, ever- 
ftirring quality of the human mind, 
which can only be fatisfied with itfelf, 
which increafes only to be increafed ; 
enlightens only to be enlightened the 
more. Is there any literary production 
to which America hath given birth, 
ftamped with original genius? An Eu- 
ropean will immediately anfwer, — — 


But, as Americans may choofe to an- 
{wer the queftion, a biank is left for 
any man of found underitanding among 
them to fill it up with fuch a produc- 
tion, if hecan. Itis prefumed, that it 
cannot be filled up with the writings of 
Dr. Franklin; they are not original: 
but popular home-fpun Proverbs, and 
were dealt out in a wholefale way, long 
before the Doctor faw the light; nor 
with Morfe’s Geography ; the Fabulous 
Mythology of the Heathens; the Le- 
gends of the Monks ; the Romances of 
Chivalry—all exifted before bis publi- 
cations. Nor with the Poetry of eae 
bull, Dwight; nor the Hiftories of 
Adams, Ramfay, Belknap, Minot— 
the Jatter indeed may ferve as collec- 
tions of materials for fome perfon of 
genius to found an hiftorical work upon, 
but they will never be read as models of 
hitoriography. Thefe are the names 
of the few principal American writers, 
except one, who, if this paper fhould 
ever meet his eye, will, without hefi- 
tation, fill up the blank with his own 
productions, and it will then ftand 
tuus, The Works of Noah Webfter, 
Eig. Thefe have been numerous; 
and feveral of them very refpeétable 
and ingenious, but fo heterogeneous 
as to defy analyfis: Morality, Poli- 
tics, Religion, and Aftrology, mixed, 
and beat up together like drugs in a 
mortar. It was referved for this gentle- 
man to difcover that the Britith /iteratz, 
by the pains which they had taken for 
fo many centuries to arrange their lan- 
Suage into its prefent {tate of fymmetry, 

ad deprived it of its beauties, anc fo 
hed it up with parts of fpeech, moods, 
enics, numbersy and perfens, as to 


require a long and tedious time to 
untie the Gordian knot ; therefore, 
Alexander like, he determined to cut it 
at once; let Syntax loofe ; divorce ad- 
jective from fubitantive ; wreak his vene 
geance upon orthography and deliver it, 
bound hand and root, to ortho€py, to 
ule at pleafure: out of thefe poor dif. 
jointed rudiments, he propofed to frame, 
in his peitle and mortar way, an Ame~ 
rican Tongue, of which he was to be 
the immortal founder! Fired with the 
glorious profpect, and determined to 
break down that barrier which he 
could not over-leap, between learning 
and ignarance, and to become the chame~ 
pion of the latter, he publihhed a Mif. 
ceilancous Collection of Stuff, having 
the fame aflinity to fcience, which an 
Olla podrida, or hotch-potch, hath to 
cookery, ‘* pafling all underitanding of 
man,’ and propofed it asa model of 
American writing, and the foundation 
of the new tongue. Among the prin- 
cipal improvements introduced into thig 
elegant {pecimen of Tranfatlantic novel- 
ty, was that of {pelling words according 
to auricular founds; as, 4%; his, biz; 
honor, bonnur; and allo, that of cutting 
out, by fyncope, all letters not uled in 
pronunciation—as in brought, dro't; 
thought, tht; fought, jor: but, un- 
fortunately for this Dongue-maker, his 
work procured him only one difciple, 
or wag, who pretended to be fo—a 
Razor-grinder by trade. He refided, 
for he was above the order of itinerant 
brethren, in a houfe adjoinjng to the 
bridge over the creek in Richmond, in 
Virginia; and, in order to hold out his 
occupation to the zutelligent Virginians, 
put a board over his thop-window, on 
which was infcribed, “* Razors ground 
and fot. here !”" 

Pete, inherent to, and the deadly foe 
of, -man, keeps him in utter darknels 
and makes him regard the friend 
who would probe his weaknefs as an 
encmy; the tafk is therefore very 1m- 
portant. American hauteur will be 
offended, when it is told that they ar 
only bad copylits ; but it mult be mol- 
lifed, when it is alfo told that Horace 
uled coarfer language to the matters of 
the worid, when he called them, O ate 
tatores, ferwum pecus! and that they 
{ubmitted to it, becaufe they had the 
fenfe to ‘perceive that they deferved it. 
Dr. Franklin, whofe eccentricities be- 
came no man befides himielf, made ule 
of the homelieft language, feldom rie 
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dently to convey his excellent maxims 
to the capacities of his countrymen, 
but he became, in fome meature, - the 
founder of bad tafte among them. The 
over-weaning fondnefs of Americans 
for whatever is American, is the caufe 
of their copying bis ftyle, which moft of 
their writers evidently do, without con- 
fidering that he meant to convey in- 
ftruction, not propofe imitation. His 
Experiments on the Electric Fluid with 
Paper Kites and Metallic Conductors, 
obtained him the character, among 
Europeans, of an affiduous fearcher 
into the myfteries of Nature; but his 
writings could never raife bim,to the 
rank of a fine writer. Inthis, there- 
fore, the Americans err egregioufly. 
Another caufe of their prefent bad 
tafte, is the daily trafh, to call it no 
worle, of their Newfpapers: thefe ve- 
kicles of rancour and abufe may be 
jultly compared to mud-carts, which, 
being charged to the brim with edito- 
vial filth, the combatants mount, and 
begin to pelt each other. The fur- 
rouncing populace admire their dexte- 
rity, and, when one of them. happens to 
place a handful of dirt in the face of 
an antagonift, rend the air with their 
fhouts of “ Well aimed, Citizen!” 
** Bravo, Republican!” ‘* See how 
nicely Philanthropos hath bedaubed 
A Lover of Truth!” This elegant 
amufement engages all ranks; and the 
reoimen, which at firft difgufts the men- 
tal appetite, becomes familiar through 
repetition, till the palate not only bears 
with, but relifhes it. One third of the 
American Newfpaperts is filled with this 
ffulf, under the different heads of 
«© Liberty,” “* Equality,” Order,” and 
«* Conftitution.” One other third is filled 
with uncouth advertifements, written, 
in general, in language, and abounding 
in phrafes, wholly. unint-lligible to 
the Englith reader ; and the remaining 
third with domeftic occurrences, de- 
tailed with the utmoft pompofity bv 
editors, the furniture of whofe heads 
appears to he of the fame fubltance as 
their types. 

To a tree government, a free prefs is 
an indifpentable fupport, whilit con- 
ducted with fteadineis and decorum; 
but, if abufed, it becomes amoit certain 
engine of its overthrow. Under its 
fhelter, like Roman foldiers under a 
téjludo, ambitious, difcontented, de- 
ishing men, covered from the arrows 
or the law, march up to fap and un- 
Cortine the very walis of their country’s 
liberty.

Arimadverfions on American Literature. 
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Can it then bea matter of aftonith. 
ment, that Americans are heedlefg of g 
literary reputation, if they encourage 
their prefs,the palladium of their] 
in fuch Kands? If the Newfpapers are, 
almoft, the only publications in the 
country, and thofe, as numbers amongft 
themfeives admit, execrably condusted, 
can it furprize that the public tafe 
grows every day more vitiated? With 
what fentiments can Americans put 
into the hands of their rifing progeny 
thofe papers which pour forth the mot 
{currilous invectives in the moft vulgar 
language, and give the lie direét as 
common as any other reply? Can it be 
with a view to expofe to them the folly of 
intemperance, asa certain Reman made 
his flaves drunk before his children, in 
order to give them an early diftatte of 
the vice? If fo, they certainly take a 
proper method; but whilft warning 
them againft bad tafte, they fhould take 
the neceflary fteps to point out to them 
that which 1s good: thofe are, to feek 
for models of the latter, wherever they 
are to be found; if not among them- 
felves, among other nations. England 
and France, though mortal pouitical 
enemies, have, to their higheft honor, 
ever been fcientific friends; proud of 
borrowing, and acknowledging with 
pleafure the improvements which they 
have received from each other. Ame- 
rica, as is obvious to every obferving 
traveller, prefers, and glories in pre- 
ferring, nay, almoft forbids every thing 
but what is American, however de- 
grading its inferiority. They call this 
Patriotifm ; it rather deferves to be 
called Purblindnefs ! ; 

Literature, among Americans, I, 
ftrictly {peaking, confined to a jobbing 
in that article. Does a Britifh publica- 
tion, or tranflation, of any mnotoricty 


iberty, 


“come out, an American bibliopolilt ob- 


tains a fingle copy, puts it to the prefs, 
puffs it in the newfpapers, entreats the 
partiality of his brethren to the new 
American work, in exciufion of the 
Britith, and palms a very inferior cdl- 
tion upon them, at more than double 
the price !—Is this generous? One re- 
markable initance of this conduct fhall 
be related: the moft productive, and 
confequently, among Americans the 
moft efteemed Britith publication which 
ever appeared in the United States, Was 
that of Hamilton Moore, on Navt 
gation: being in the hands of every 
é\merican feamen, it had a mott exten- 
five fale. This their kibliopoliés ca 
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tong obliged to endure; becaufe, from 
its fize, the number of plates,and, above 
all, the vat quantity of numerical types 
neceflary for the tables of logarithms 
and other caiculations, they could not 
compals a new edition of it.. At length 
muftering all their ftrength, they ac- 
tually did accomplifh it! !1 | 

I will not take upon me to ftate, that 
this difgraceful ftate of literature in 
America arifes from any actual deficien- 
cyof genius. There are many,very ma- 
ny,characters in America, who unite in 
their own perfons as much tafte and in- 
telligence as 1s perhaps to be found in 
any country in the world. It israther to 
beattributedtothenational habits,which 
are fordid, thrifty, and commercial, to a 
degree which has never been excceded 
even by our neighbours,the Dutch. To 
acquire wealth,and not to acquire know- 
ledge, is the objeét of an American; 
literature 1s confequently ftarved and 
degraded ; editions of books are necef- 
farily {mall; bookfellers are deterred 
trom embarking in literary {pecula- 
tions; and no inducement is held out 
to any Clafs of perfons to devote them- 
teives to letters. Where faint applaufe 
and patronage is the refult of mental 
exertions, it is not to be fuppofed, that 
they will either be great or very effec- 
tual. . 

Although it muft be confeffed, that 
America has not yet fhone in the de- 
partment of Jdelles-lettres, yet a very 
laudable defire has lately evinced it- 
fclf to inveftigate with caution, mi- 
nutenefs, and impartiaiity, the hiftory 
of the feveral States. Dr. BELKNaP 
has difttinguifhed himfelf in this ufeful 
defign; and if he and the other gen- 
tlemen, who have undertaken particu- 


lar hiftories, are not thwarted by the 
parfimonious {pirit of their country- 
men, there will be reafon to congra- 
tulate the Americans on the value and 
variety of thefe provincial hiftories. 

In medicine, and in {evera] depart. 
ments of {cience, the Americans have 
honourably diilinguithed themfelves, 
The Medical Repofitory, publithed at 
New York, under the direetion of Dr, 
M@ cHEL and MtLuer, proves, in eve- 
ry page, that a talte for accurate {cien- 
tific refearch ix wide-{pread, and deep- 
rooted; and the Tranfaétions of the 
American Philofophical Society are ge. 
nerally diltinguifhed by a great number 
of valuable papers. The late Dr. Smith, 
of NewYork ,wasan example of promif- 
ing genius which will feldom be ex- 
ceeded. He was one of the editors of 
the Medical Repofitory, and I confider 
it proper toexempt that work from the 
general charge of corrupted and vicious 
janguage, which may be juftly main- 
tained againft many American writers, 
and which fo highly difgraces the Na- 
tional tafte in the writers of their newi- 
papers. ; 

[ hope the juit feverity of part of 
thefe obfervations will be a means of 
caufing fome of the more enlightened 
inhabitants of the different States to 
confider of the means by whicha fpirit 
of inquiry and of literary patronage 
may be more generally excited; and, 
when this is efiected, 1 have no doubt, 
in proportion as talents find encourage- 
ment, they will expand and thew them- 
felves, and that the wretched ftate of 
American literature will be proved te 
arile from no deficiency of native ge

“ The paflage of a broad and rapid 
river has always been coafideted, by 
military men, as one of the moit = 
cult operations in the astof war; an

ner. Dedon, who pofieffes the rank of

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abled, from his fituation, as well as his 
profeffional knowledge, at once to efti- 
mate and detail the events defcribed.1n 
this work. He beginswith a fuccinét and 
interefting account of the. fituation of 
the army of the Danube, after Maflena 
had refigned the Thur, the Tzfs, and 
the Glatt, in fucceffion to the enemy, 
and eftablifhed himfelf in the formida- . 
ble pofition of Albis. He then enu- 
merates the offenfive operations, »in 
confequence of which that able com- 
mander rendered himfelf mafter of St. 
Gothard, and the Cantons of Schwitz 
and of Uri: nor does he omit to men- 
tion the unfuccefsful attempt, on the 
part of Prince Charles, to pafs the Aar ; 
or the diverfion made by the army of 
the Rhine, on purpofe to entice him to 
the vicinity of Manneim. 

After this introduction, the author 
arrives at that portion of his hiftory 
which contains an account of the obfta- 
cles to be encountered, and the diffi- 
culties to be furmounted, before the 
French army was enabled to crofs the 
Limat. ‘The fuccefs, however, was at 
length complete, and the refult emi- 
nently advantageous, as that brilliant 
exploit produced the evacuation of 
Switzerland by the troops of the coali-. 
tion; and, what was of itill greater im- 

ortance, ‘the annihilation of the pre- 

udice, that the Ruflians were invinci- 
le.” 

We are here prefented with an ac- 
count of the battle of Zurich, in which 
theAuftrian-Ruffian army was defeated; 
‘the two aétions at Mutten, in both of 
which Suwarrow was overcome: the {e- 
cond difcomfiture of Korfakow, be- 
tween the Thur and the Rhine; and, 
finally, the retreat of the enemy to the 
right bank of that river. 

The pafiage of the Rhine, while it 
furnifhes many points of comparifon, 
was not attended with {uch immenfe 
difficulties as that of the Limat. The 
comnfequences were, however, of no little 
importance, as is teftified by the viéto- 

ries of Engen, Matkirch, and Biber- 
nach, as well asthe able, and it may 
be added, {cientific evolutions of 
Moreau, on purpoie to induce General 
Kray to withdraw from his entrench- 
ments before Ulm. Next follows an 
account of the paflage of the Danube, 
without boats ; the pailage of the Lech ; 
the conquett of Bavaria; the paflage of 
the Inn, &c. General Dedon is already 
known as a writer on military affairs, 
having publithed a Treatife, (ome time 











fince, on the Operations o 
Armies in emer. re French

Of Egypt after the Battle of Heliopolis, 
accompaniéd with GeneralObfervations 
on the Phyfical and Political Organifa.

This work is the produétion of an 
officer of confiderable talents, and has 
produced much animadvertion, both in 
France and in England. ‘ I believe 
that I have colleéted,” fays he, * aus 
thentic materials for the hiftory of the 
period of which I treat; and although 
it be difficult to preferve impartiality 
relative to events in which ourfelves 
are interefted, I have endeavoured to 
avoid thaterror. It falls to my lot, on 
all occaiions, to praife the conftancy 
and the bravery of the French foldiery; 
but it is no longer a continuation of 
the brilliant viétories of Bonaparte, or 
a campaign, fuch as that of Heliopolis, 
that I am about to defcribe: it falls to 
my lot to recapitulate nothing but 
misfortunes. It is neceflary, however, 
for the honour of the’ Army of the 
Eaft, that the caufes thould be afcer- 
tained and publifhed, cn purpofe tolet 
mankind know, that it has always con- 
ducted itfelf ina manner worthy of its 
former glory.” 

In a well-written preface, the author 
prefents his readers with a general out- 
line of the ftate of fociety in Egypts 
the- defenfive fyftem of which that 
country is fufceptible; the political 
fituation of the inhabitants; the go- 
vernment of the people; and the ad- 
miniftration of the revenues. All the 
fhades of civilifation, from the pure 
paftoral ftate, to that of the defpot 
depraved by the excefs of power, are 
to be found here ; but no where is to be 
feen—man aiming at perfection by the 
ftudy of the artsand fciences. 

The Bedouin Arab, wandering 1m 
the defert, and living on the milk of 
his flocks, prefents a lively image © 
the ancient patriarchs: the Feilah, oF 
hufbandman, is reduced to the lowett 
ftate of mifery ; and the Mukhtefioms, 
or lords of villages, like the feudal 
barons of ancient _— ig and 

illage their unha vaflals. — 

‘4 Tire body of x Sa gee» is divided 
into three parts ; and the military de- 
tails muft be allowed to be important. 
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t have a better claim to admiration 
than that of the Eaft. Tranfported to 
a foreign foil, the fatal termination of 
the naval aétion at Aboukir placed a 
barrier between it and France: but it 
was not difmayed ; for arapid march 
tranfported it to the centre of the 
country, and every ftep left behind 
the trace of a victory. Each day pre- 
fented new fatigues, new dangers, and 
privations of every kind; while, on 
the other hand, none of thole,enjoy- 
ments which ufually enable a military 
man to forget his toils, prefented them- 
felves on this occafion. Officers, fol- 
diers, all, in fhort, voluntarily fup- 
ported their fate without murmur, ap- 
preciating by the reiterated attacks 
and redoubled zeal of the enemy, how 
ufeful the poffeffion of Egypt would be 
to their native country, and that idea 
alone compenfated all their fuffer- 
ings.” 

The author pays many compliments 
tothe Britith navy; but he does not 
render common juftice to the army, as 
may be feen from the following pafiage : 
“The expedition of the Englith has 
proved fuccefsful; but they have 
gained nothing, except the glory arifing 
out of good furtune, becaufe they never 
knew how to command viétory—by the 
difpofition, bravery, or audacity of 
their forces.”

He is aftonifhed how the 
fittle vicar of a village, who came to 
Paris by the diligence in 1780, fhould 
have been able to become acquainted 
with all the fecret tranfactions of the 
courts of Louis XV. and Louis XVI!

The inhabitants of Marfeilles ap- 
pear to have carried on an extenfive 
and uninterrupted trade in the Levant 
for a long feries of years. Agathias, a 
Greek hiitorian of the Sixth Century, 
{peaks of that city, as having loft no- 
thing of its ancient fplendour in his 
time: and it has been afferted by ano- 
ther writer (Poulli, de Luvina) that 
the merchants of Lyons, Avignon, and 


Marfeilles, were accuftomed, in 813, to 


repair twice a year to Alexandria, 
whence they brought back the {pices of 
India, and the perfumes of Arabia. 
Thefe precious commodities afcended 
the Rhone and the Saéne, whence they 
were embarked on the Mofelle, which 
diftributed them, by means of theRhine, 
the Maine, and the Necker, throughout 


ny. 
The lt number of veflels furnifhed 


e Marfeillefe, during the time of 

i cea fully demonftrates the 
extent of a commerce that could obtain 
employment for fo many fhips. Spice 
was one of the commodities, in which 
the inhabitants appear to have traded 
4 Li to 
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toa greatextent: and by the ftatutes 
of the city, the Confuls were obliged 
to prefent the religious communities 
with a certain portion yearly, arifing 
out of the cuftoms or duties on that 
article. Sugar, brought from Alexan- 
dria, was another branch of trade; and 
there feems to have been a great con- 
fumption of it in the s5th Century. 
Albert of Aix calls it zucra; and he 
fantaftically remarks, that it was the 


honey, mentioned in Scripture, of 


which Jonathan, the fon of Saul, 1s 
faid to have tafted. He, at the fame 
time, gives an account, not only of its 
cultivation, but of the manner in 
which it was manufactured, during 
that period :—** Quoufque coaguletur 
et indurefcat fub fpecie nivis et falis 
albi, quem rafum cum pane mifcentes 
aut cum aqua terentes, pro pulmento 
fumunt, et fupra favum mellis guftan- 
tibus dulce et falubre videtur.”” 

It alfo appears, that during the 
Fifteenth Century Provence was al- 
ready diftinguifhed for its trade in filk, 
and Marteilles in particular was fa- 
mous for its furs, which were worn on 
moft of the garments. All the portraits 
of King René reprefent his neek en- 
veloped in fkinsfuch as the ermine, 
the martin, &c. 

One of the chief caufes that contri- 
buted to the commerce of Marfeilles, 
during thofe early times, was the opi- 
nion then prevalent there, that men of 
illuftrious birth could enter into trade, 
without derogating from their dignity ; 
for the heads of many diitinguifhed 
families of that city did not forget to 
add their titles to their profeffion; and 
nothing was then more common than 
to fay, Vir Nobilis Mercator.

The author, like many of his coun- 
trymen, appears to have emigrated to 
America during the late troubles in 
Europe, and to have feized the firft op- 
portunity of seturning tothe place that 
gave him birth. He propofes thirty- 
jeven queftions, relative to the Tranf- 
atlantic Continent, which embrace the 
political, moral, and phyfical fituation 
of the country of which he treats; and 
the two volumes written by him, are to 
be confidered as the an{wers. 

M. Bonnet begins by detailing the 
particulars of that war, which conferred 
uidependence upon the United States ;

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he then difcuffes the prefent conftity. 
tion, the debts, finances, &c. Accord. 
ing to him, the population doubles 
every twenty years; and, what is not a 
little extraordinary, he afferts, that 
the foreigners, who repair thither, con- 
tribute, in a very {mall portion, to 
that event, and are but little fervice. 
able to the profperity of the State.

Hiftory is here divid- 
ed into four grand epochs: in the two 
firft volumes, we are prefented with an 
idea of the laws and government of the 
ancients ; the third contains an account 
of the changes that have taken place in 
the European monarchies ; and the 
fourth is exclufively appropriated toa 
detail of the revolutions that have 
taken place among a few of the mot 
confpicuous of thefe. The errors and 
the advantages of their political initi- 
tutions are examined, and it is endea- 
voured to appreciate the principles, by 
the developement of which they have 
been found to flourith, or to dwindle 
into infignificance. 

This ancient member of the Robe 
appears to have feized on the prefent 
occafion to develope his political fenti- 
ments, as he perhaps thinks that an at- 
tachment to a pure unmixed monar- 
chy will not now be difagreeable to the 
government of France. He exhibits, 
and endeavours to infpire, throughout 
every page, his abhorrence of republi- 
can inftitutions, and he never mentions 
Sparta, Athens, or Rome, but to ¢x- 
prefs his deteftation of thofe inftitu- 
tions, which rendered them fo cele- 
brated. When he arrives at the pe- 
riod of Auguttus, he infits “* that the 
Romans were but too happy in having 
fuch a maiter.”’

“ The plague is epidemic in Lower 
Egypt, and along the coafts of Syria, 
as it has prevailed there for ages, and 
has been remarked a hundred times in 
ahundred places, which had no com- 
munication whatever with each othér. 
It difcovers itfelf, generally, in certain 
feafons—{outherly winds, a warm and 
humid air are favourable to its produc- 
tion; or, perhaps, rather to its deve- 
lopement. Northerly winds, and the 
extremes of heat and cold, alike pro- 
duce a ceflation of the malady; a 
corpfe does not appear to tran(finit it, 
and bodies poffeffing a febrile heat feem 


to communicate the infeétion witlr 


moft facility ; removal limits the con- 
tagion. 

“ This diftemper moft frequently at- 
taches to thofe who pafs fuddenly-trom 
awarm toa moift, or from a moilt to 
4 warm, atmofphere.

It appears, from the Necrological 
Tables, publifhed at Cairo during the 
years 1778-9 and 1800, 

1. That the population of that cit 
confifts of a far greater number of fe- 
males than males. 

2. That the fmall-pox deftroys more 
children than the plague, the mortality 
being moit confiderable foon after their 
birth. 

And 3. That the women are remark- 
able for their fecundity, and do not at- 
tain fuch a degree of age as the men, 
who often live to be more than one 
hundred years old.

The firft volume of this work ap- 
peared fome years fince, and we were at 
that period gratified by its perufal. 
The preliminary difcourfe gives an ac- 
count of the various eftablifhments 
formed by the French in the ifland of 
Madagafcar, which we believe were all 
deftroyed by a fquadron of Englith 
fhips, trom the Cape oF Good Hope, 
during the late war. The Perfiansand 
modern Arabians recognifed this ifland, 
under the appellation of Sarandib; the 
Portuguefe term it the Ifle of St. Law- 
rence, and the inhabitants call it Ma- 
decaifle. 

Severaf curious particulars are men- 
tioned relative to the ifles of France 
and Reunion (formerly called Bour- 
bon) ; and, we are told, that M. Poi- 
vre, while Intendant of the former of 
thefe fettlements, introduced the {pices 
of the Moluccas, which have been fince 
cultivated with fuccefs at Cayenne. 

The fecond volume commences with 
a vocabulary of the Madegache Jan- 
guage ; next follows the voyage to 

orocco, which appertains to the clafs 
of Hiftory rather than that of geogra- 
phy. ‘The reafon affigned for this 
omiffion is, that M. Chenier, the father 
of the celebrated poet of the fame 

name, has already furnifhed the world 
with a large and able work on that 
fubject. 

Towalkds the commencement of the 
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year 1768, the French Govyernr 
employed M. Rochon oh a mifion 4 
the Eaftern feas. The purport of his 
voyage was to examine the ifles, thoals. 
and rocks, which feparate the continent 
from the iflands of France and Bour. 
bon. On this occafion, he obtained 
confiderable information, and he here 
points out the beft routes to be follow. 
ed in a voyage to the Eatft Indies, 
which are different, in conformity td 
the different feafons of the year. 

The third volume contains an acs 
count of M. Rochon’s voyage with M, 
deKerguelen.d ‘ring which he was em- 
ployed to n: conomical obferva- 
tions, on purpofe to afcertain the exaé 
pofition of fuch places as might happen 
to be difcovered. But, it appears, 
that he was foon difgufted with the 
manners and conduct of his fuperior 
officers, who paid no attention what- 
ever to fcientific men. ae 

Having landed at the ifle of France, 
our author refided, for fome time, at 
the houfe of M. Poivre, who was fo 
well convinced of his merits, that he 
applied to the government, and pro- 
cured an appointment for him on board 
a thip, then about to fail on a voyage 
of difcovery. He accordingly accom- 
panied M. Marion, who unfortunately 
perifhed at New Zealand.

The difcoveries of Captain Cook in 
the weftern parts of America of courfe 
attracted the attention of Ruffia, in 
confequence of the vicinity of fome of 
the dominions of that immenfe empire. 
The Emprefs Catharine, defirous to reap 
every poflible advantage trom this event, 
determined to fit out fome vefiels forthe 
purpoie of exploring thofe regions, and 
appointed Captain-Liecut. J. Billings 
tothe command. This officer does not 
appear;however, to have altogether ful- 
filled the purport of his miflion, for he 
paid but little attention to the coafts of 
America, and ieems to have contented 
himfelf with vifiting the Aléutian 
ilands, and procuring inteiligence re- 
lative to the interior of the country, 
fituated in the north-eait of Afia, 
which is inhabited by the Tchouttkis. 

It is evident, from this work, that 
the exclufive monopoly, granted by her 
Imperial Majeity to a company, has en- 
tirely annihilated the trade in {kins ; 
for fuch has been the avidity of the ad- 
ventuvers, that fome of the {pecies of 
animals producing furs have been en- 
tirely extirpated, and the whole thinned 
toiuch a degree as to be nearly anni- 
hilated. The natives of the adjacent 
ilands too, by having the misfortune to 
be recognifed as the fubjeéts of Ruflia, 
are plundered by tax-gatherers, while 
thofe appointed to govern them are re- 
duced to mifery, in confequence of the 
{mallnets of their allowance. The in- 
habitants of Oonaiafcha profefs a reli- 
gion which abounds with extravagan- 
cies, and the priefts, to increafe and 
perpetuate the delufion, pretend toa 
knowledge of magic. The govern- 
ment, on the other hand, is defirous to 
Convert them to Chriftianity, by means 
of Ruffian Popes, who break tbeir 
idols, baptize by force, and tell them 
to refpect the Trinity, invoke St. Ni- 
cholas, and adore the crofs, which they 


fufpend to their necks. It appears that

We learn from this work a num- 
ber of curious particulars relative to 
Iceland ; but, it is not a little remark- 
able, that the precife date of the voy; 
age 1s not once mentioned throughout 
the whole work. 

Iceland is divided into four diftrics 
and we are told: 

1. That in the fouthern pofition, or 
the diftri& of Kiofar, the foil produces 
fufficient herbage to enable every pea- 
fant to keep from four to eight cows, 
ey from forty to fifty fheep, during 
the winter. 

2. The weftern part is flat and 
marfhy ; it produces nothing but 
birches and buthes, and in winter alone 
is it pofflible to vifit ite 

3. In the northern region, the moun- 
tains are very extenfive, and exhibit 
undoubted proofs of having been over- 
turned by means of fubterraneous fire. 
The inhabited part,we are affured, ** 1s 
beautiful and rich in paftures.” 

4. The eaftern fide, we are taught to 


‘betieve, produces fucculent herbs, and 


fubitantial plants; and we are alfo 
informed, that there are fome fertile 
fpots, * but they are fo completely fur- 
rounded by eternal froft, that even the 
fheep of that country are unequal to 
the tafk of reaching them, although 
they-often become wild.” The people 
who inhabit this quarter participate 
in the nature of the country. 

Mount Hecla, or Hekla, fo celebrated 
among the volcanoes of the terreftrial 
globe, 1s fituated in the fouthern por- 
tion of the ifland. ‘The Icelanders, 
who are at once ignorant and credu- 
lous, believe that the fouls of the 
damned are confined tbere, _ ~ . 
erous Diras 
is guarded by num io 
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dingy hue, armed with beaks of iron, 
that prevent the pofflibility of efcape. 
All the neighbourhood has been, at 
different times, overwhelmed with a fea 
ot melted matter, and, withina circuit 
of a couple of leagues, neitherjplants 
nor herbs are found to grow. 

The fir inhabitants, who came from 
Norway, profefled the religion of Odin, 
which was admirably calculated to kin- 
die within the human bofom the fire 
of war, and the love of liberty. But, 
it appears, that about the year 1000, 
two diltinguifhed perfonages Den Hvide 

-{or the White) and Hialte-Skeggefen, 
favoured the eltablifhment of Chriftia- 
nity, by order ot Olut-Tryggevefon, 
King of ‘Norway. Theipefiorts, how- 
ever, were likely to prove ineffectual ; 
for, at the very moment when the mif- 
fionaries were exhorting the people in 
an althixg, or general aflembly, to 
change their religion, a hideous erup- 
tion trom Heckla took place, and the 
people afferted, that the gods were ir- 
ritated; but Snorro-godi, a Pagan 
prieit, having appeafed them, they im-~ 
mediately embraced the new faith. 

In 1055, a bifhopric was ereéted at 
Skalhold; and Ifler, the fon of Giffur, 
became the firit prelate of that fee. 
Soon after, monaftic inftitutions began 
to be known, but they were fecularifed 
on the introduction of Lutheranifm, 
which was the more readily received, 
becaufe the manners of the clergy and 
bifhops had become very difiolute. 
One of them was forced from the altar, 
and afterwards drowned, in confe- 
quence of the crimes he had commit- 
ted againft a powerful family. 

Notwithftanding the oppofition of 
the priefthood, and, what is very ab- 
furd, the rigours of the government, 
many of the people of this ifland {till 
belicve in.magic and forcerers, who, 
according to them, traverfe the air on 
a broom-ftick, underttand the lan- 
guage of birds, &c. Formerly fuch as 
were accufed of thefe pretended crimes 
were delivered over to the hands of the 
magiitrates, and burned; but, fince 
160, the judges are obliged, in confe- 
quence of a law enacted by the King of 
Denmark, tolay the proceedings betore 
his Majeity, anterior to the punifhment 
ot the unhappy culprit.

M. Golberry, foon after the con 
clufion of the American war, accom. 
panied the Chevalier de Boufflers to Se. 
negal, of which fettlement the latter 
had been appointed governor, in qua- 
lity of an aide-de-camp and engineer. 
«© The principal object of my miflion 
(fays he} was to obtain information of 
whatever might appear interefting to 
the commerce of France, and enable 
her to rival the Englifh and Portu- 
guefe in that quarter of the globe. I 
was alfo inftructed to negociate with 
feveral Negro Kimgs for the eftablith- 
ment of new faétories, &c.”” 

Our author accordingly appears to 
have vifited all the nations on the bor- 
ders of the Senegal, the Gambia, the 
Rio Grande, agd Sierra Leone ; and he 
propofes, by means of the Moors, to 
forman intercourfe with Zaara, Morocco, 
Algiers, Tunis, Tripoli, and even with 
Cairo and Alexandria. The Kaffous, 
the Sarwallis, the Foulkes, the Bam- 
boukains, the Bambares, &c. are alio 
confidered as admirably adapted to the 
extenfion of the commercial relations 
of France; and, as ** the precipitate 
abolition cf Negro Slavery”. has nearly 
annihilated all her trade in this portion 
of Africa, he thinks, that thefe new 
fources of induftry and advantage 
fhould be opened and explored. 

While mentioning the Jolofs, he 
confiders them as the ancient allies of 
his native country; and, by a reference 
to their complection, endeavours “ 
prove, that colour does not — 
upon fituation ; for thefe Negroes are 
a pure black, and this conftantly dege- 
nerates as we approximate the jine. 

Gum-Senegai is produced from @ 
‘pecies of the Acacia; there are yom 
kinds of it, the white termed by te 
Moors uerek, and red, which receives 
the appellation of uebueb. Three we 
tenfive forefts, fituate towards i 
northern extremity of the great de “ 
Zaarah, at an equal diftance irom F : 
banks of the river Senegal and tt 
produce this precious merchan at 
Gold is another object of comses : i 
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and this is found in the four great 


mines of Bambouk, or Natakou, 6e. 
mayla, Nambia, and Roubadyria. 

The tennuy, or boa, conftrifor, of 
Linnzus, is one of the many monftrous 

roductions of thofe regions. In length 
it is from thirty to forty feet, and 
twenty or thirty inches in circum- 
ference. This frightful animal will 
{wallow an ox, or a buffalo; after 
which it remains immoveable for fome 
time! and while in this fkate it is eafily 
killed by the negroes, who feaft on 
both the deftroyer and the prey. The 
termites, a fpecies of ants, we are told, 
perform this office alfo with a wonder- 
ful degree of promptitude, as they 
enter the body of the animal by the 
nofe, the mouth, and the ears; and, in 
lefs than twenty four hours, leave no- 
thing behind them but the fkin of the 
victim of the ferpent. 

M. Golberry 1s of opinion, towards 
the conclufion of his work, that France 
might trade in Africa to the amount 
of fixty millions of livres annually ; 
he recommends, in this cafe, that the 
commerce be not exclufively enjoyed 
by a company, but thrown open to 
the rivalfhip of individuals.

. >t rit icientific man who 
appears ever to have vifited it, informs 
us, that it is one hundred leacues 

" e re] 
diftant from France, fifty from Africa, 
one hundred and twenty from Spain, 
arse from Leghorn, feventy from 
Sicily, ninety trom Naples, thirty-eight 
from Genoa, eighty from Minorca, 
and three from Corfica. 

It is formed into northern and 
fouthern divifions, by means of achain 
of mountains, whence flow two rivers 
In the fame direction. The winter js 
mild and temperate, and the climate 
fo falubrious, that the longevity of the 
inhabitants hath become proverbial. 
In the City of Cagliari alone, between 
the years 1766 and 1776 no lefs than 
twenty-five perfons had attained the 
age of 100 years; while in that of 
Saffari there were thirty-three of the 
fame defcription. 

The cattle roam abroad, and flowers 
are feen every where, during the whole 
of the winter; there are neither wolves 
nor bears, nor any ferocious animals 
whatfoever here; even the vipers are 
not venomous. ‘The exports confift 
chiefly of cattle, hides, and horns: 
bees are found to thrive ; but fuch is 
the luxury of religion in this ifland, 
that a futlicient quantity of wax is not 
produced on the {pot for the ule of the 
churches. 

The birds, from the eagle to the pe- 
lican, confift of “:xty-four different

The author not only traces the ori- 
4M cin 
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gin of fociety, but the various inftitu- 
twns of mankind, as they develope 
themfelves, during their progrefs and 
decadence, their excellence and de- 
generacy. He examines modern go- 
vernments, for the expreis purpofe of 
inquiring whether the happinefs of a 
nation be commenfurate with the power 
of iis governors, and endeavours to 
deduce fixed and invariable principles 
from acknowledged facts. He alfo at- 
tempts to exhibit correct and pre- 
cife ideas on the fubjects of property, 
legiflation, commerce, taxes, banks, 
and ieminaries for public education. 

It feems to be candidly avowed, that, 
after an awful ftruggle of ten years, 
France, in fome refpects, has returned 
tothe exact point whence the had {fet 
Out; and that paft mistortunes de- 
monftrate one primitive and effential 
truth: that a ftate can never be fup- 
ported, but by a religious refpect for 
property, a neceflary and reafonable 
influence on the part of proprietors 
upon public affairs, and the exercife 
of a fuperior power, deltined fpecially 
to prote& all interefts and all claffes 
of citizens. 

After. infifting on the neceffity, as 
well as policy, of religious toleration 
the author recurs to the organization 
of the public force, and infifts that 
the armies of a ftate, without being 
leffened, may be rendered lefs expen- 
five. For this purpofe, he enteis into 
a diflertation relative to the clothing, 
equipment, and arming, of troops, the 
economy of military hofpitals, &c. 

In re{pect to naval affairs, he infifts 
that failors are formed by praétice ; that 
the number and excellence ‘of feamen 
depend on the exteugon of maritimé 
commerce; and that France, inttead 
of adding to, is, in fome meature, un- 
der the neceflity of creating every 
thing appertaining to this fource of 
national profperity. Upon the whole, 
he is of opinion, that it is le{s the in- 
tereit ot France at this moment, to fit 
Gut a great navy, thay to eltablifh ex- 
cellent commercial inftitutions, and 
civilifé aud improve her fore'gn pof- 
leflions. 

The author, towards the conclufion, 
enguires into the prefent ttate of the 
French colonies ; and, like Raynal, he 
deciaims loudly againit the flavery 
of the negroes, and he afferts, that 
nothing appears more defirable for the 
anterefts of humanity, the ftate, and 
tven ioe benefit of the planters them-

felves, than the annihilation of fuck 
an odious fervitude. He is of pinion 
that recent events in the Weft Indies 
render thofe fettlements ftill more cri. 
tical than before; and he thinks, that 
a portion of the ancient flaves of St, 
Domingo ought to be tranfported to 
Madagatcar ; there to be replaced by 
importations from the coaft of Africa.

The author begins by giving an ac- 
count of the internal formation of ¢a- 
vernous mountains, compofed of fyb- 
ftances which are not homogeneous. 
He then enters into a differtation on 
pyrites, coal, and mineral waters ; after 
which follows a dei{cription of the 
crater. 

Having laid down certain principles, 
C.N. Ordinaire explains feveral of the 
phenomena of antiquity, known to, 
and mentioned by, Pliny, Leo Afri- 
canus, &c. He then makes mention 
of the central fires, whence he deduces 
earthquakes ; and remarks that, in their 
immediate neighbourhood, volcanoes 
are ferviceable, by conducting away 
that matter, eafily and without da- 
mage, which would otherwile explode, 
and produce inevitable deftruction. 

The convulfions incident to volca- 
noes, are attributed 

1. To the introduétion of water, 
which becomes evaporated by means 
of heat; and, : 

2. The accidental intervention of @ 
new Led of fulphur, or melted metal. 

We are told, that, in 1669, the tor- 
rents of lava undermined and carried 
away a little hill in Sicily, to the dif- 
tance of half a mile, without hurting 
the vines with which it was clothed. 
According to a calculation here. pre- 
fented to the reader, Vefuvius, 10 17372 
difplaced near three milliards, feventy- 
five millions, of cubic feet of matters 
and we are told of one volcano at 
Avragona, and another in the ifle o 
Taman, the eruptions of which, 1- 
tead of cinders, &c. confifted of earth 
or dirt; the laft of thefe phenomena 
occurred in 1794, and is fuppofed, ac- 
cording to an eftimate made by Pallasy 
to have fpouted up 100,000 cubic fa 
thoms of matter. It 
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Tt ought not to be omitted, that the 
Ex-canon of Riom is but little veried 
jn modern theories, and that his fole 
merit confiits in having fpent much 
time in collecting rare and curious 
facts, analogous to the fubject of which 
he treats.

This work, which confifts of 2 vols. 
8vo. is Ornamented with thirteen plates, 
which are well executed. The author, 
Albert Fortis, is a learned and labori- 
ous Member of the Italian Society, 
who has travelled over all Europe, on 
purpoie to examine the productions of 
Nature, and converfe with men of {ci- 
ence, without being deterred by the 
political agitations, which have lately 
convulfed mankind, and almoit threat- 
ened the diffolution of focial order. 

The firtt paper prefented to the rea- 
der, isan effay on the volcanic geology 
of Vicentina, (Effai ae Géulogique Volca- 
nique du Vicentina) wiiich he dedicates 
to the learned Faujas de St. Fond. 

After obferving, that the fide of St. 

eter d’Arzignano, on which he him- 
{elf nas eftablifhed a hermitage, pre- 
fents the fineft fpecimens of bafaltic 
lava, he invites the reader to defcend 
with him into the valley of Agno, bet- 
ter known by the name of Val de Tred= 


fino, the two fides of which are covered 
with productions, alternately volcanic 
and marine. He ftops for a moment at 
Recoaro, a place celebrated for its ga- 
zcous waters, near to which arifes a 
rock, almott infulated, (il Saffa della 
Limpia) called the Stone of Olympia, 
which prefents a curious collection of 
gryphites, belemnites, and térébratu- 
lites, exceedingly well preferved, ina 
horozontal pofition. The greater part 
of thefe marine bodies are fixed in a 
calcareous milky-looking fpath, while 
their cruft is filiceous. 

At Caftelzomberto are to be feen the 
fources of two rivulets, which ruth in 
oppotite directions out of the fame 
cavern: the one called the Pofcola; 
the other the Rana. The entrance re- 
jembles a ruftic gate-way; and the inte. 
rior appears calculated,according to this 
good-natured Italian, for an occafional 
vilit from Didoand /Eneas. 

M. Fortis next vifits the mountains 
in the neighbourhood of Montechio- 
Maggiore, where he finds a curious 
{fpecies of madfepores: at St. Vito, he 
difcovers balanites and numiimal ftones, 
both of which are exceedingly fmall 
It appears that the bubbies, containing 
water, on Monte Berico, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Vicenza, and here termed 
Achatenhydres, were known to Clau- 
dian. Weare told, that a fubterrane- 
ous lake, at Coftoza, is inhabited by 
the cancer pulex macrourus of Linnzus; 
while the valley of Chiampo contains 
mines of coal, jurrounded by volcanic 
productions; anda well, the water of 
which is vitriolic.

The ceflion of Louifiana to France 
has already given birth to a number of 
{peculations, both commercial and po- 
litical, as weil as the little voluine now 
before us. 

This work is,the production of Du- 
broca, a Parifian bookfelier, who ap- 
pears alfo to be, literally, a book-maker ; 
for he has copied, not only the opinions 
and ientiments of Raynal, but his very 
jJanguage; and, in refpect to the few 
pages, which may be ttrictly termed his 
own production, he has unfortunately 
committed a variety of errors, both 
topographical and geographical, being 
ignorant of the very boundaries of the 
province he de{cribes. 

When this colony was firft ceded to 
Spain, a French hittorian withed to ex- 
prefs his difiatisfaction, by perfonifying 
the country, on purpofe to enabie her 
to utter her complaints :—** What have 
I done,” frys he, ** that you fhould fur- 
render mg to a ftranger? Did I not 
iffue from your own bofom? Have I 
not been fown, planted, cultivated, and 
reaped by you alone?” Here Spain 
Was permitted to {peak in her turn; fhe 
atio would not be much pleafed, per- 
haps, at the recent furrender of this 
province: an event which has already 
produced a tenfation among the inha- 
bitants of North America, but little 
favourable to their new republican 
neighbours.

The French have already begun to 
give departmental defcriptions of their 
territories, by means of writers refident 
on the fpot; und not only minutely 
acquainted with, but capable of detaii- 
ing their productions in a {cientific 
meaner. Aveiron conftitutes one of 









the moft elevated portions of France: 
it is furrounded on all fides by the 
mountains of Cantal, Cevennes, and 
la Caune, except towards ‘the wef, 
where it 1s open. No lefs than five 
large rivers water it, viz.—The Avei. 
ron, the Viaur, the Truyére, the Lot, 
and the Tarn. The climate appears to 
be fine, and the air pure ; but the tem- 
peratuye varies in the courfe of every 
league. The winds are fo impetuous, 
that from the fouth in particular, that 
it forces the branches of a great nun. 
ber of the trees to affume a northerly 
direction. | 

‘* The mountains which furround 
this department,” fays the author, 
‘© areall volcanic; but itis more ef- 
pecially from the little town of Guiole 
to Naves, fituated within two leagues 
of the Abbey of Aubrac, that we be- 
hold the moft evident traces of thofe 
ancient conflagrations. The fpectacle 
is calculated, no doubt, to intereft the 
Naturalift; but the fcene always ren- 
ders the mind of the common traveller 
melancholy, by prefenting him witha 
fombre and repulfive fcene. Is it the 
cafe,” adds he, ** with Nature as with 
Empires, that fhe is always doomed to 
appear with a forrowful countenance 
after her revolutions? 

‘* It is in the midft of thefe ruins, 
which appear to have become black 
with the lapfe of ages, and furrounded 
by immenfe meadows, exhibiting 2 
true picture of folitude, that the Abbey 
of Aubrac, the revenues of which once 
amounted to more than 100,000 francs 
yearly rent, is fituated. In this {pot, 
where joy once prevailed, where good 
cheer attracted good company, and the 
pots boiled unceafingly, now prevails 
the frozen filence of the tomb. The 
beautiful apartments, defpoiled of their 
pictures and furniture, are abandone 
to birds and bats.”’ — 

After ftzting that this place 1s ae- 
mirably adapted to become the centre 
of a colony, formed out of the furplus 
population of other portions of sate 
partment, and that 4000 families migh 
ealily fubfitt, by means of 35,000 att 
of land that {till retains all 1ts priml- 
tive fecundity ; the author pages 
that fruit-trees do not flourifh am! 
thefe mountains; and that even le 
preductions of the kitchen-garden & 
very limited. 

The buildings confit of only OM 
ftory, and nearly all of them cover

with thatch, Glafs is unknown; ne 
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che frequent recurrence of  ftorms 
would prevent the ufe of it. When 
the weather is very bad, the fhutters 
are fattened, and candles are frequently 
lighted at noon. The dwelling-houfes 
are cenerally furrounded by ttables, 
which fhelter them from the cold; and 
it is impoflible fora man, of an ordi- 
nary itature, to enter them without 
being torced to bend his head, on pur- 
pole to avoid the quarters of falt beef 
conftantly fufpended from the cieling. 

Red is the favourite colour of the 
males: the ftockings, the garters, the 
breeches, the wailtcoat, and the coat, 
are generally ali of this colour, among 
thofe who would be confidered as fafhi- 
onable. Notwithitanding this, they 
imagine, that when the devil is al- 
lowed to make his appearance on earth, 
he is always drefled in fcarlet, with a 
{word by his fide, &c. A deep blue, 


* onthe cther hand, is preferred by the 


females, who think that it contributes 


‘greatly to improve their appearance. 


“ Thefe men of the mountains,” 
fays Mionteil, ‘* are in ifull poffeflion 
of al] their phyfical and moral qualifi- 
cations; their minds have loft no por- 
tion of their original energy, by the 
vicinage of power, and thole prejudi- 
ces which not unfrequently f{poil the 
the beft educations. And the women, 
who excel as much by the purity of 
their manners, as the influence of cli- 
mate, have no occafion to dread, left 
Hyinen, mingling poifons with their 
pleatures, fhould deftroy their health, 
orfpoil their beauty........ Here, 
it istrue, the paffions have {till pre- 
ferved their natural phyiiognomy—we 
find anger, vengeance, love: we alfo 
difcover impetuofity, bravery, and an- 
cient hofpitality. 

Thefe people are the defcendants of 
the Gauls, mentioned--by -Cziar, and 
are better caiculated to ailert the truth 
and originality of his Commentaries, 
than the uncertain ruins of Autun 
and Gergovie.”

Citizen SEDILLEZ, a native of Ne- 
mours, and 2 Member of the Tribu- 
nate, is the author of this work: and 
it 1s his opinion, that a national code 
of laws is the only thing now wanting 
to fecure the glory and the happinefs of 
France. The moft favourable period 
for reforming the legiflation of a great 
nation, according to him, is that which 
fucceeds a grand commotion that hath 
fhaken ideas generally received, and 
difpofed the minds of all men towards 
the adoption of ufeful inftitutions. 

Sedillez confiders the right of pro- 
perty as the foundation of all govern- 
ment and legiflation: and he has occu- 
pied no lefs than four chapters about 
unity in general—unity in politics— 
unity in legiflationand unity in every 
branch of the laws.

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The following account of the events 
of the rothof Augult, at the Thuilleries, 
after the caftle had been carried by an 
armed force,is writtenby aneye-witne{s. 

«©The quays, the ftreets, and the 
fquares, prefented the fpectacle of an 
immenfe concourfe of victorious fol- 
diery, while a number of the populace 
exhibited pikes, on which were dif- 
played the bloody fpoiis of the Swiis 
guards. LT arrived at the Thuilleries, 
by the gate of the Pont Royal, and 
beheld the impreffion of the mufket- 
balls on the walls. I heard’ the noife 
occationed by the breaking of the glafs 
windows above, and the jingling of 
the itewpans below. Fire-irons, billets 
of wood, jacks, and kitchen uteniils, 
were {cattered about, and every one 
took pofleifion of whatfcever he ftood 
in need of: a duitman feized on an 
enormous carp, which he carried away 
at the end of a long pole ; a wigmaker 
held in his hand a fpit ftuek full of 
chickens, and with this noble trophy 
he marched along with all the pride 
of aconqueror. I perceived, through 
the vent-holes of the cellars, a thou- 
fand hands fearching in the fand, and 
bringing forth bottles of the moft pre- 
cious wines; they drink, laugh, and, 
at length, the precious liquors flowalong 
the apartments of the palace, and are 
mingled with the blood of the victims. 
Mutilated bodies are ftrewed upon the 
terrafs, and extend in rows, through 
the avenues of the garden; thefe are 
furveyed with a lcok expreflive of cu- 
riofity by the women, who are the laf 
to retire, 

“*The veftibule is inundated with 
blood ; it ftill fmokes, and the fumes 
nearly fuffocate me; my hair ftands 
on end; I afcend the ttaircafe with 
precipitation, and enter the chapel. 
What a fpectacle! what a change l 
bodies horribly disfigured, and already 
a prey toa million of flies; the carpets 
torn to rags; the mufical inftruments 
thrown in confufion upon the altar; 
the pictures pierced with pikes; and 
the organ difmounted ! 

*¢ While I withdrew from this fright- 
ful {cene, the crowd ftopped to prevent 
treading on the blood, which trickled 
down the fteps, and befmeared the 
walls. At length I found means to 
penetrate through a forelt of fabres, 
pikes, and fcythes, inta the firft hall ; 
but a thick cloud produced by riting 
duft and nodding plumes, conceals it 
from my view. The people precipitate 
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themfelves on all fides ; Piercing cries, 
Joud exclamations, and a continual 
murmur, is heard throughout the 
apartments.» The mattrafles, the fy. 
niture, the gilded chairs, are all trod. 
den upon and deftroyed. 

‘** Here they burft open the doors of 
clofets, where hidden riches are dif. 
covered, and trunks which conceal 
treafures {till more valuable: yet thefe 
are depofited on the tables of the af. 
fembly, by citizens in rags. The ftate- 
bed, however, ftill occupies its former 
place, and remains untouched ; not- 
withitanding its rich fpoils appear fo 
tempting, even the indigent view it 
with difdain, and feem to fay as they 
retire, ‘I fleep more foundly upon 
ftraw !" 

Many of the papers printed in thefe 
two volunies, appear to be mifplaced; 
for the ** Amours of Eugenia,” and 
the correfpondence of a lafcivious 
bifhop, are furely improper for an hif- 
torical collection. The fiction, about 
the vifit of the Duke of Bedford to the 
Thuilleries, after the king had been 
taken prifoner, is ridiculous, more 
efpecially as the editor appears even 
unacquainted with his rank and title.*

This is the third volume of a work, 
chiefly compofed during the toils of 
war, and the confufion inevitable to 
new conquetts. It is impoflible to Pl 
rufe it, without reflecting on the focia 
manners of the French, who eftablithed 
an inttitute at Cairo, at atime they 
could fcarcely obtain bakers to make 
bread; and _ had plays, balls, and pub- 
lic amufements, when they were in 
want of every thing elfe. 

We are here prefented with a = 
riety of important intelligence, rela 
tive to the ftate of modern Egypt 
Girard, the chief engineer, has —— 
up an excellent memoir relative to oe 
agriculture and commerce of the et 


* His Grace is ftyled ¢* Lord Bedtort se 
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The productions cultivated there, con- 
fit of the doura, a {pecies of the forgho 
(holcus L.-J corn, lentils, lupines, and 

eas, The doura returns two hun- 
dred and forty for one, while the ar- 
deb, a meafure equivalent to fourteen 
bufhels, fells for five franks, or about 
three fhillings and nine-pence. In the 
province of Syouth, corniis ufually mul- 
tiplied ia the proportion of fourteen to 
one; in that of Gyrgeh, twelve; and 
jn that of Thebes, ten. 

The onion ferves at prefent, as in 
the time of the Pharoahs, to feed the 
more indigent claffes of the people.— 
Flax, the carthamus, indigo, cotton, 
and tobacco, grow here in great plenty, 
and are cultivated with facility ; but 
the unhappy husbandman, having been 
fubjected to a fucceflion of conquerors, 
does not poffefs any land which he can 
term his own ; he enjoys the ufufruct 
alone, for he can neither fell, nor pur- 
chafe, but only hire his fmall portion 
during a certain determined epoch. 


The myry, or tribute, is colleéted by 


the Chriftian Copts from the fellahs, or 
farmers; thefe in their turn account with 
the Kiachef, or lieutenant, who pays the 
revenues to the Bey, or governor, of every 
province of Egypt. 

The Copts, taking advantage of the 
ignorance and corruption of the cheykhs, 
ot chiefs of villages, furcharge the mifer- 
able inhabitants, and levy for their own 
ule more than one-third of the contribu- 
tions. 

L. Coftaz gives a detailed account of 
refearches relative to the ancient city of 
Eleithias, in the Thebaid, and alfo 
the arts of the firft inhabitants, whom he 
aflerts to have facrificed human victims. 
In the grottos of Eleithias are to be feen 
pictures painted in fre/co, reprefenting the 
manner in which the earth was formerly 
cultivated, fowed,- and its produétions 
reaped ; the vintage, the chace, the fef- 
tivities, the mode of embalming, and the 
funerals of the ancient Egyptians, are 
alfo depicted. All thefe arts, however, 
appear to have been in their infancy ; even 
their plough was deftitute of wheels, al- 
though that of the prefent natives, to the 


full as barbarous and ignorant as their - 


anceftors, poflefles this advantage. 

Reynier has given a paper on the palmi- 
ér-dattier, or date-bearing palm tree, the 
fruit of which is dried, and carried by the 
Arabs on purpofe to ferve as food during 
a long journey. 

Tallien enters into a variety of details 
telative to the adminiftration of Egypt at 


y — it was conquered by the French; 
Ccording to his account, the Porte re- 
sed no nortan ve milion of ine 
me, the Beys having converted 
all the refi of the revenue to their own ule, 
Tn addition to the ciret, or territorial, 
there were many indire&t taxes, all of 
which, even thofe on the houfes licenced: 
for proftitution, were farmed. At Cairo 
there were pious foundations called ouag fs, 
for the maintenance of loft dogs ; grain 
alfo was left daily on the minarets for the 
‘upport of the wild turtle-doves. The 
{um total of the impofitions on Egypt 
amounted to 117,756,065 medins. 

Profeifor Geoffroy gives a diflertation 
on’ the fea-fith of the coafl. Roziere pre- 
fents the reader with a mineralogical de. 
icription of the valley of Quofléyr. Nouet 
has drawn up a report relative to the geo- 
graphical pofition of the pyrainids of Mem- 
phis ; according to him, their angles do 
not correfpond, as’ has been commonly be- 
lieved, with the four cardinal points. 

Delile {pecifies the different kinds of 
fenna ulually found in Egypt. One fpe- 
cies is produced from the cafia acutifolia, 
which grows in the Said; tnis obtains 
the name of the fenna of Alexandria in 
Europe, and its leaves are pointed ; the 
fenna of Barbary, with obtule leaves, 
grows on the Cafia fenua; there is a 
third kind, mentioned by Forfkhal, called 
Caffia lanceolata ; but it appears to have 
bcen hitherto difcovered in Arabia alone. 
The natives mingle with the Alexandrian 
fenna a violent purgative, known by the 
name of Cynanchum arghel. 

The culture, irrigation, and commerce 
of the province of Fayoum, is defcribed 
by Girard, who had alfo prefented fome 
details relative to the city of Tentah, as 
well as geological conjeétures about the 
formation of the ifthmus of Suez. 

The Generals of brigade, Galband and 


_Duranteau, informed Detgenettes, the 


firit phyfician to the army, that no fewer 
than fourteen perfons, who had attained 
the age of 100, had died at Cairo in the 
courle of a fingle month ; eight of thefe 
were men, and fix women. One was 131, 
another 120, and twomore 105 each. 

That city, exclufive of the citadel, the 
Old Town, and Boulaq, is fuppofed to 
contain about 300,000 inhabitants ; the 
number of women is far more confiderable 
than of the men. 

It is eafy to perceive, by the above ana- 
lyfis of only a fingle volume, that thele

This is a bitter criticifm on the New 
Paris of Mercier, which neither pofleffes 
nor deferves the fuccefs that followed his 
‘© Tableau de Paris,’* publifhed fome 
years before the Revolution. 

The original author, and his commen- 
tator, appear to agree in nothing. . The 
former having exclaimed: ** Immortal 
38th Fruétidor (alluding to the revolution 
of September} ic is thy clemency which 
hath demonftrated thy power !** The 


latter on this, as almoft on every other - 


occafion, differs entirely with him. ** Was 
itclemency (fays he) to proicribe almoft 


an hundred reprefentatives and journalitts 5. 


to fend away in iron cages all thofe that 
could be arrefted, and to overwhelm them 
with outrages of every kind, before they 
were tranfported to a pernicious climate, 
where more than one half was deftined to 
perifh by a punifhment a thoufand times 
more frightful than that which it is boaf- 
ed they were faved from in France ? What 
kind of clemency was it to people the de- 


ferts of Guiana with wretched men, who 


were never permitted to return to: their 
native country? To have fuddeply expeil- 
ed a multitude of Frenchmen, ctten placed 
onthe lift of emigrants by the vengeance 
of anobicure enemy, or the bafenefs of an 
underling clerk, who might be gained by 
afew ciowns? Behold the fruits of that 
immortal day, the clemency of which hath 
encrofled your admiration !*° 

The author foon atter defifts from his 
criticilms on Mercier, on purpofe to praife 
Bonaparte. ‘* I fhall firtt confider him 
(fays he) as a military man. His Italian 
campaigns have placed him in the firit 
rank of Generals ; thofe that followed only 
added a few gems to a crown already fo 
brilliant. However, reckon as nothing 
the capture of Malta, and pay but little 


attention to the victories gained over ti, 
Mamelukes, thofe hordes deflitut sedi 
cipline, unable to refift European tattics 

and for the deftruction ‘of which it was 
unneceflary to tranfport the. chofen legions 
of France. One time alone did Fortune 
appear to abandon Bonaparte ; the walls 
of St. John d’Acre beheld his firft, his 
fole reverfe. Ido not, however, partici- 
pate in the opinion of thofe who attribute 
his innumerable fucceffes to an extraordi- 
nary degree of good fortune : a General 
whole talents did not rife above medio. 
crity, could not be always fortunate — 
Bonaparte (adds he) hath conquered all 
the French, fome by gratitude, others by 
hope . . . the peace which he hath jutt 
given usis an ineftimable benefit.”

M. Legrand fpent the whole of his life, 
anterior to. the epoch of the Revolution, 
in the fludy of naval affairs ; and fuch was 
the celebrity he had acquired relative to 
fubjeé&ts conneéted with the French ma- 
rine, that many endeavours were made, 
although without fuccefs, to entice hin 
into the fervice of the Government. 

Throughout the whole of the prefent 
pamphlet, which confifts of no more than 
twenty pages, the author infilts merely 09 
this point, that Lent, and the two days of 
abftinence during each week, encourage 
the fitheries, that the fitheries form failors, 
and that without failors it is impoffible to 
become a naval power. 

It was his opinion, therefore, as well 
as that of the late M. de Sartines, that the 
ancient inftitutions relative to abftinence 
from flefh ought to become the law of 
the land, even if it were to ceafe to be 4 
cuflom eftablifhed byreligion.

praife. Nearly the whole of that enti- 
tied Forizjication, is appropriated to the 
depreciation of the celebrated Marfhal de 
Vauban ; and in the courfe of this differ- 
tation, the Editor afferts, rather hattily 
perhaps, that Mofes was the inventor of 
gunpowder ! 

Although a military man, he appears 
to be no triend to war: “ It has been 
generally afferted (fays he) that war ruins 
mations ; and this affertion is not wrong ; 
but the exceilive expence, relative te 
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which fo many complaints have been made 

appears to me to be a happy circumttance 
for the caufe of humanity. I think with 
Jofeph Prieftley, that until Princes are 
cured of that extravagant folly, it is not 
to be withed that they fhould have a fuper. 
fluity of riches at their command. Ag 
no nation 1s certain of having a fucceffion 
of wile governors, it ought to be content 
with being juft able to pay the intereg of 
its debts ; for to a certainty, a continu. 
ation of peace, and prefervaticn fiom de. 
ftruétion, are intimateiy conneéed with 
fuch a ftate of affairs. Yes, warsis the 
game of kings, and they will never ceale 
to play at it while they can afford to 
throw the dice.” 

‘© During the time of terror (obferves 
he in another place) while proving of ord- 
nance, a variety of experiments were 
made on a new powder, and a new kind 
of ball, the effects of which were terrible, 
and certain to produce inevitable fuccels, 
Has any ufe been mace of this difcovery ? 
That I am ignorant of ; but in addition 
to our ordinary artillery, it would multi- 
ply the advantages in our favour, and 
doubtlefs infure viétcry, until our en:- 
mies had diicovered and adopted ihe in. 
vention. But the evils refulting from it 
would be fo numerous and terrible, that 
Rates would avoid war on purpefe to avoid 
the numerous eviis which nations, become 
more enlightened and more free, would no 
longer expofe themfelves to.”” ;

BELLES-LETTRES. 

N the hour ot unitrained focial fef- 
I tivity, the character and genius of 
an individual is moft openly diiplayed: 
and in judging of the genius and cha- 
yacter of a nation, the tureft guide and 
¢eriterion are the effufions of the poet,and 
other works of polite literature. Scientir 
tic knowledge may pafs unchanged from 
one people to the other; and therefore 
jt neither forms, nor can be confidered 
as a proper index of, national charac- 
ter. But poetry cannot be thus tranf- 
mitted by tranfplantation or ingrafting 
from one nation to the other. Even 
when the poets of one country, with 
the utmoft diligence, purpofely endea- 
vour to give a faithful transfufion of 
the mafterly productions of foreign 
bards, they involuntarily and uncon- 
fcioufly 1mprefs, upon what was in- 
tended for an exact copy, the charac- 
ter of their national genius. Hence it 
appears, that correct views of the ftate 
ot fine literature among a people may, 
at the fame time, be contidered as fur- 
nifhing important data, whence we 
may eitimate the value of its chara&er, 
* In the courfe of this Retrofpeét we thall 
frequently have occation to recur to 
theie truths: but it may be of ufe to 
have exhibited them in a confpicuous 
place, on entering upon the {ubject, 
and thus have poited out, to the re- 
fiecting reader, a flation whence he 
nright enjoy a more general and inte- 
reluing view of the whole, and bimfeif 
deduce trom his obfervations retuits 
which may perhaps have efcaped the 
writer of this article. 

Letore we can {peak in a fatisfactory 
manner of German poetry, it will be 
neceflary firit to give a glance at Ger- 
man philofophy ; for the Germans are 
become fo phiofophical, or at leat ra- 
tiociaating a people, that they com- 


pofe even good or bad poems in pro- 
portion as they embrace and fellow a 
rational or abfurd fyftem of philofo- 
phizing. This feems a ftrange afler- 
tion; but it is true; as the following 
ftatement will evince. . 

The doctrines of that profound think. 
er, Kant, had ogcationed a general re- 
volution in the reigning ideas. A 
German has called philofophy the che-. 
miftry of reafon. If this definition be 
correct, Kant’s critical method of 
philofophy may almoft be confdered 
us the great univer{al menftruum, which 
has not yet been found out by the ex- 
periments of phyfical chemiftry. The 
iyitems of his predeceflors, and with 
them thoufands of errors in every de- 
partment of human. knowledge, va- 
nifhed before the irrefiflible force of his 
conclufions. ‘The unavoidable conte- 
quence of this was a general anarchy 
and confufion ; all preceding theories 
having tumbled down like bafelefs fa- 
brics. Kant himfelf, when he had 
grown oid, feemed terrified at the 
effe&ts of his dogirines: and he, the 
victorious deftroyer of all fy items, now 
began to build one himfelf: but his 
cariier doctrines produced the jamie 
effeét which it isexpected the chemical 
univerfal menftruum, when ditcovered, 
will produce: for it wail dilioive the 
vefle] itieif, in which it is collectea 
from the fiill. Kant’s former {cholars 
applied his principles to the probation 
ot his own fyftem; and it could not 
ftand the te&. His authority now Va- 
nifhed ; and a hoft of younger Jliteratls 
whofe chief merit confilted in having 
underiftood the critical philofophy a 
Kant, now looked down upon him 
with a kind of {upercilioufiels, an 
hatched fyitems of their own, feveral 
of which, as, for inftance, that of a 


certain Fichte, and that of a eH 
Schelling: 
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Schelling, taught the mot abfurd 
‘dealin. If an idealift act confittently, 
he mult neceflarily become proud and 
arrogant; for what deference needs he 
tu pay to beings which he confiders to 
be only the creations of his own brain. 
And in fact, proud and arrogant were 
the German idealifts in fo high a de- 
gree, that they drew upon themfelves 
the odium, and, what is worle, the ri- 
dicule of the public. But unfortu- 
nately they were feated in the profe(- 
fional chairs of the univerfities. Hun- 
dreds of youths heard their affertions 
thence trumpeted ‘forth as the moft 
fublime truths; and many of them 
adopted the moft ridiculous opinions 
as the revelations of profound wildom, 
and confidered the arrogance of the 
teachers as a proof of the fublimity of 
their genius, and the ftrength of their 
minds, which they endeavoured to emu- 
late. What they had learned while at 
tending the idealiftical lectures, they 
applied to the other fciences; and Ger- 
many fuddenly had to witnefs the 
equally fcandajous and ridiculous farce 
—a troop of beardiefs boys {chooling 
the men—and afferting, with the great- 
eft confidence, that whatever had hi- 
therto been done in any of the {ciences 
(the mathematics only excepted) was 
nothing but wretched patchwork :— 
they would firit introduce fenfe and 
order. 

This confufion likewife pervaded the 
region of poetry. A couple of cool- 
headed -idealifts, but not poffefled of 
the brighteft talents, brought forth a 
Theory of Poetry, the fundamental, 
though indeed not the avowed, princi- 
ple of which was, that nothing was 
fublime and excellent in poetry but 
that which they would produce. _They 
applied this theory to the already ex- 
iting matterly works of the poets ofGer- 
many and other countries: and when 
they found that it did not agree with 
them, inftead of becoming miftruftful 
cf the folidity of the fuperftructure 
they had raifed, they did not hetitate 
to declare thefe works to be wretched 
productions. Innumerable are the ab- 
lurdities which, in confequence, they 
boidly held forth with the tone of the 
ugheit authority. For inftance, they 
lud, that a work of art fhould have no 
other aim but to exifts—that the French 
nation had never yet produced a poct: 
~—that the Germans poffeficd as yet no 
ine literature, except the ballads of 
the ltinerant and alehoufe minitrels, 
and the extravagant tales and wonder- 
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ful tories fold in the ftreets to the po- 
purace, &c. On the contrary, they 
prailed the produétions and conceits 
of the old Italian and Spanih poets; 
and poured forth an inundation of 
flat profaic fonnets, trios, and the likes 
ed fhort, they laboured with all their 
might to depreciate that which they 
were incapable of rifing to, true poe« 
try; and to perfuade the world, that 
it eflentially confilted of what they and 
and others without genius and poeti- 
cal infpivation could furnifh—in a 
trifling foolith play with words, me- 
tres, and fanciful arrangement of the 
rimes. 

A number of circumftances concur. 
red to favour their attempts. All the 
orthodox ditciples of the fe& of ideal- 
ifts joined their voices with their's. 
They themfelves were contributors to 
the Allgemeine Literatur-Zeitung of 
Jena, which is confidered to be the 
beit Review publithed in Germany; 
and they did not fail to make ufe of 
this vehicle to load their partizans 
with encomiums, and to depreciate the 
works of {uch as happened not to be- 
long to their feét, At laft, the editors 
of tot journal became afhamed of their 
barefaced proceedings, and willingly 
Jaid hold of the firit opportunity of 
diflolving their connection with them. 
But now they began to publifh jour- 
nals of their own (none of which, 
however, outlived a year and a day) 
in which they fpoke with grofs difre- 
fpest, and even contempt, of the moft 
eminent writers of their country, and 
even of Wieland himfelf, the nmmmor- 
tal chanter of Obéron ; and bepraied, 
with the moft naufeous aduiation only 
one German poet, Géthe, but who is 
not only a poet, but Prime Miniiter of 
the Prince in whole territory they then 
lived. By fuch manceuvres they de- 
terred every one, who loved iis eate 


and tranquillity, from attacsing tacm. 
At lait they wrote obiceie bouxs, In 
. . ns .: os Z 
which, in a very fingular philefopat 
cal jargon, debauchery and liberun- 
TP ; te ne It) + 
ifm are delineated as traits of ftrength 
i. ‘ * 5p rainern , Pu / 
ot mind. Thus they gamec over to 
their tide all the coquettcs and wanton 
wives, and ail the young apprentices 
= wy ae s " , . ot me 
and gay young men, to whom nothing 
could be more agreeable than a doc- 
trine which feemed to juscily, by pre- 
tended philofophical reatonings, tier 
jubricity, and the unbridicd mmawgence 
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of their pathons. The ideaint exprel- 
fed the moit common and inoit ablurd 
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own coinage; and branded every one 
who found them untelligible, as a man 
ot only common fenfe, as a blockhead: 
but themfelves and their difciples they 
exalted into a fuperior order of beings. 
This was fufficient to acquire the ap- 
plaufe of the whole tribe of vain, weuk- 
minded, would-be, philofophers, who 


had only to hiat that they underftocd . 


the jargon of the idealiits, and imme- 
diately found themifelves puffed up into 
an equality, nay, far above, the great- 
eit writers of the nation. 

By fuch meafures and intrigues, 
whoily calculated to delude the weak 
among the literary and non-literary 
vulgar: thefe myitical anarchifts and 
agitators had been able to bring ona 
period, to which Germany will long 
look back with fhame; a period, whea 
the flatteit nonfente paffed for fublime 
poetry; a period, when it was the 
fathion to make fport of every thing 
that was greatand fublime in literature ; 
a period, .in which a number of ftrip- 
hangs, who had fcarcely efcaped from 
the nurfery, raifed their fhrill voices 
from oneend of Germany to the other, 
and croaked forth calumniating paitqui- 
nades againft every one who refufed to 
fpeak in their favour; a period, in fine, 
tn which the writers, of whom the ¢ er- 
man nation had hitherto fo juttly been 
proud, retired from the {cene of aétion, 
und were filent, leit they fhould become 
objects of wanton fport and derifion. 
At lalt, however, when the evil had be- 
come quite unfupportable, a couple of 
eicrgetic champions entered the lifts 
azaimit them, and, undaunted by the 
number of enemtes who attacked them 
on all fides, continued to wield with 
force and addrefs the weapons of 
reafoning, irony, and farcafin, in the 
caufe,of truth and good tatte. The 
contelt was fharpeft during the year 
3802; but, at prefent, a decitive victory 
fecims to bave been guimed over the li- 
terary fazs-eulotics, ‘Tieir names are 
varcely ever mentioned but in derifion: 
mony of their former mott zealous par- 
tizaus now laugh at them; and affirm, 
tant they had enliited under their ban. 
vices, merety becaufe it had become the 
fufhiion. ‘They themichves ftem to con- 
tinue weakly to defend their caule, only 
tout then fall may be ijeis ftuiking and 
precipitous. They appear to be in a 
haar way to renounce their ridiculous 
opinions; therefore it is

craw forth their names from 
the Oulurity ainio which they are 
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finking, though we thought that 4 
fhort account of the revolution jp lite. 
rature, which they attempted to brin 
about, would not be uninterefting even 
to an Englifh reader. We now proceed 
to give a fhort review of various poeti. 
cal works which have been publithed in 
Germany in the courfe of lait year, 

The Epic Mufe fvems, at prefent, to 
be moft eagerly wooed by the young 
German pocts of genius; but almoi 
none of them has been eminently fuc, 
cefstul. The following are the moft re. 
markable attempts in this department of 

EPIC POETRY. 

‘¢ Athenor, a Poem, in Fifteen Can- 
tos.” A romantic court-intrigue isthe 
ground work of this poem; but the 
narrative is fo conducted, that it is be- 
comés in an equal degree tedious and 
unintelligible. The  verfification is 
faulty and inharmonious; and the de- 
{criptions void of fancy and truth, 
The public took no notice of this work; 
and even the Reviewers cenfured it 
only in a general curfory way. The 
author, bowever, who is faid to be a 
man of wealth and rank, nowife abath- 
ed, fends forth a {plendid edition, 
adorned with beautiful copper-plates ; 
and at length, when he found that even 
this manceuvre did not produce the de- 
fired etfeét upon the public mind, he in- 
ferted an advertifement in the newt 
papers, offering a premium of fifteen 
ducats for the beft Review of this dar- 
ling emanation of his brain. But let 
us hope, for the honour of learning; 
that no man of talents or reputation 
will fo far demean himielf as to accept 
this pitiful bribe. ‘The circumitance 
deferves, however, to be taken notice 
of, as a proof to what length the vanity 
and effrontery of weaithy rimetters will 
fometimes go. a 

2. ** Thuifkon, ein Helden-gedicht, 
—Thuifcon, an Heroicai Poem, by Bit- 
Le FELD. 

This work gives us an account of a 
fabulous journey of the progenitor o 
the German nation, from Natolia [0 
Hoiftein: atale, bordeiag too much 
upon the romantic aid marvellous 
ever to excite a national interett. In 
this work, the ancient deities of the 
North are introduced as the machinery, 
As they were never before fo employe 
inalarge poem, perhaps this new ry 
might have had fome charm ms 5 
reader, if the Poet had conceive * 
better plan, and made more ule of er 
file, He evidently poflelies a very lively 
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imagination, but little judgment; and 
he has therefore written down every 
thing that paffed acrofs his mind. His 


hexameters are, for the moft part, 
fmooth and harmonious: but as their 
contents are crude and indigefted, who 
could have patience to perufe the sooo 
which are contained in the firft volume, 
theonly one that has yet appeared? In 
fhort, it has fallen ftill-born from the 
prefs, and will probably never be &- 


' nifhed. 


- « Siama and Galmory, in Two 
Cantos.” 

This excellent littie Poem is founded 
upon a very affecting event, related in 
the Hittory of the Conquelt of Peru by 
the Spaniards. ‘The hexameteis are 
well conftructed; and a foft and melan- 
choly tone, fuitable to the fubject, per- 
vades the whole. ‘The Author has not 
called in the aid of the marvellous; but, 
with his florid imagination, and tender 
fenfibility, be food not in need of fu- 
per-natural machinery. This work firft 
appeared in 1801: but as it met with 
general approbation, the publither has 
given, lait vear, a fplendid edition, 
containing many happy improvements 
from the pen of the Author. The or- 
namental part is executed with great 
taite. 

‘ Des Pfarrers Sohn von Cola, 
&c.—The Son of the Parfon of Cola, in 
Five Books, by GRAMBERG. 

This work is written in hexameter 
verfe. The Author has long been 
jultly efteemed one of the beit Lyric 
Poets of Germany; and the prefent at- 
tempt in Epic Poetry is not unworthy 
of his former reputation, The fubject, 
as may be conjectured from the title, 1s 
taken from real life; and the character 
of the poem approaches nearer to the 
ldyilic than to the Epic. ‘The merit of 
it confifts more in a charming depictur- 
ing of events, than in the conduct and 
development of a weil-contrived plot.

** Wannem Ymanta,” &c.—Wan- 
nem Ymanta, a Lettian Tale, by G. 
MERKEL.—(In Poetical Proje.) 

The author, a Livonian by birth, 
left his native country inthe year 1796, 
and went to Germany to publith a 
work, intitled * The Letti in Livo- 
nia,"* in which he gave a ftriking picture 
of the pretent itate of the peafants in 
that province, who are ftill ferts in the 
fulleft fenfe of the word, and mal- 
treated by the Nobles (who are of 
German extraétion) with as much 
fhocking cruelty as the negro flaves 
are in the Weit-Indian Colonies. His 
book attracted confiderable attention; 
and hopes began to be entertained of 
its producing the mot beneficial etfedis, 
when the great Catherine fuddeniy 
died: and, under the reign of the ca- 
pricious Paul, no one ventured even to 
think of, much lefs attempt, any re- 
form. The author, however, by feveral 
other pieces, kept the fubject frefhin 
the public mind. After the death of 
Paul, he wrote the prefent poem, and 
dedicated it to the philanthrop.c Em- 
peror Alexander. It is founded upon 
an interefting and important event that 
happened in the twelfth century, when 
the Germans came into Livonia, con- 
verted the natives to Chriltianity, and 
then made flaves of them. The prin- 
cipal and mott interefting part of this 
poem, is an awful vifion feen by the 
hero of the piece: in this vifion, a View 
is given of the hiftory, and preicnt con- 
dition of the Letti, or original inhabi- 
tants of Livonia; and the Emperor 
-Aléxander appears as the benevolent 
Genius of Humanity, and as the Saviour 
of that wretched race of men. But as 
the Emperor has not yet found - op- 
portiinity to take decifive fteps hig 
ot the opprefled, the vilion cloles the 
interelting moment, when the Genus 
of Humanity lifts up his hand to confer 
his bleffing : a proof, at iealt, that tae 
author was no fiatterer. This poem 
has not hitherto produced any effects 
poct’s enemies GEcrics

THE DRAMA. a 
Dramatic Poeiry, and, ma particular 
Pragedy | 
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Tragedy has, for the laft two years, 
made a confiderable progrefs towards 
perfection. The following is the mof 
remarkable change that bas taken piace: 
Since about the middle of the laft cen- 
tury, the German tragedians had begun 
to deviate front the common practice of 
writing their works in verfe; and, to 
make an imprefiion on the hearts of 
their hearers, trufted only to energy of 
expreffion, and pathetic dialogue. ‘The 
Germans pofle{s many excellent pieces, 
publithed during that period; and it 
was long confidered as decided, that 
dramatic works fhould not be compotfed 
in verfe. But, during the laft ten years, 
Lefling, Gothe, and, at laft, Schiller, 
began again to write in verfe: but 
however excellent the Nathan the Wife 
of the firft, the Iphigenia in Tauris 
of the fecond, and the Don Carlos of 
the third of thefe authors—the German 
public, accuftomed to the more natural 
method of writing theatrical pieces in 
profe, found fomething {tiff and un- 
natural in verfified dialogue. ScHIL- 
LER, however, publified, in 1799, anoe 
ther tragedy in verfe, viz. “ Wallen- 
ftein,” which, in imitation of fome of 
Shakefpear’s hiltorical pieces, is divided 
Into three parts. In the foilowing 
year he brought upon the ftage a third 
tragedy m verfe, ‘* Mary Stuart,’ 
which is diftinguithed above the former 
ones, by a more rapid fucceilion of 

vents, and by an eafier flow of lan- 
guage. In this piece Schiller ventured 
to introduce even lyric metre, and it 
met with the approbation of the public, 
Laft year, a fourth tragedy, in verfe, b 
Schiller, made its appearance, viz. ** The 
Maid of Orleans,” in which the dia- 
logue frequently changes from the 
jambic to other kinds of verfe. The 
character of the heroine is very ideal 
and noble, and one of the moft tender 
that ever appeared on the German ftage. 
The poet is, however, jutity blamed for 
having introduced prodigies, which 
perhaps are admiffible only in. the 
Opera. 

KOTZEBUE too has, for fome years 
paft, paid his addrefles to the Tragic 
Mufe: and has prefented to the public 
feveral much-elicemed Tragedies: e. g. 
«© Oftavia” and ** Bayard.” His laft fe11- 
ous drama, which is not yet printed, 
but is reprefented with uncommon fuc- 
cefs on all the German Theatres, is 
intitled «* The Siege of Naumburg by 
the Huffites.”” In the fixteenth century, 


during the Thirty Years Religious War 
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in Germany, a large army of Huffites 
from Bohemia, laid fiege to the town 
of Naumburg in Saxony, and ig 
ened to burn it. Finding it impoffible 
to make any effectual retiftance, the in. 
habitants fent their children, diefledin 
fhrouds, intothe camp: the believers 
to implore their mercy. The hearts of 
the Huffites were icftencd, and they 
{pared the town. In commemoration 
of this happy deliveranee, an affe@ine 
popular feftival is annually celebrated 
at Naumburg. On this ground-work, 
Kotzebue has reared a mot interetting 
dramatic fuper-ftructure. Itis not only 
the beft production of that ingenious 
Author, but that which has called 
forth the moft lively fenfation in the 
German nation. It is written in variors 
kinds of verfe; and mufical chorufles 
zre introduced. 

COLLIN, a,very young Poet, fur. 
prifed the public with his firft attempt 
at Tragedy, which difplayed more 
energy and maturity than many works 
of older writers, who have toiled for years 
in the cultivation of his {pecies of 
poetry. .His ** Regulus,’’ a Tragedy, 
in five Aéts, has been, however, juftly 
cenfured by the Critics for containing 
too little a€tion, and too long fpeeches. 
it is written in Iambics. 

Another dramatic work, by one of 
the beft poets and profe-writer of Ger- 
many, deferves to be here noticed with 
honourable diftinétion. The ftory of 
Ariadne, a {ubject never brought upon 
the itage by any of the Greek poets, 
probably from national confiderations, 
though affording fuch excellent mate- 
rials, has been treated, byMr.}HERDER; 
after the model, and conformably to the 
{fpirit and character of the ancient Greek 
Drama. In this little piece, every thing 
bears the ftamp of genius, poetic infpl- 
ration, and genuine taite. ) 

Mr. SCHLEGEL, who, for a feries 
of years, has been labouring in almoft 
every department of the Belles Letters, 
without rifing above mediocrity in anys 
has prepared “The Ion of Euripides for 
the German Stage. He has made fome 
alterations inthe fable of the original 
but thefe alterations are far from being, 
improvements. Thus, ¢@. g- inftead of 
Minerva, he introduces Apollo himéelf, 
and makes him give to Xuthus a very 
lubricous defcription, how he had scl 
lated the chaftity of his wie. v 
Schlegel has tranflated fome fplend: 
paflages from other ancient [poets, 4? 
interwoven them with this imitation © 

Euripides s 
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Furipides’s Tragedy, fo that his work 
certainly contains many beautiful glean- 
ings; butis, upon the whole, uninter- 
eting, and is no longer reprefented at 
any theatre, on account of the indecen- 
cies in many parts of the dialogue. The 
author, however, in the mean time trum- 

eted forth his own praife, aflerting, that 
he had far furpafled Euripides; and un- 
blufhingly owns, that he thinks his 
work an excellent performance. This 
Mr. Schlegel poffefles confiderable ta- 
lents for tranflating. He has publithed 
feveral volumes of a Tranflation of 
Shakefpeare’s Works 3 1n which he has 
indeed been guilty of the abfurdity of 
giving, with a ridiculous Flemifh pre- 
cifion, all the blemithes and errors of 
the original, not omitting even the moft 
unimportant play upon words: he has, 
however, evinced, that he is well ac- 
quainted with the Englifh, and has a 
great command of theGerman language. 

A brother of the preceding has, 
on the contrary, brought forth a 
Tragedy, intitled ** Alaricos,” which, 
for rant, abfurdity, and want of 
tafte, furpafles every thing that ever 
emanated from the diftempered brain 
of a writer for the Stage. The hero 
of this piece, a Spanifh Knight, flabs 
his tenderly-beloved wife, becaule he 
had promifed to marry a princeis, 
whom he abhors. He does not, how- 
ever, marry the princefs: but ftabs him- 
{elf at the fide of his wife’s corpfe—the 
piincefs dies in a {tate of infanity ; and 
the king, her father, is frightened to 
death by an apparition. The language 
of this work is in the higheft degree 
bombaitic, and fo far-fetched and itiff, 
asit it had been written for a puppet- 
fhow. The public laughed for a‘ while at 
the ridiculo-horrid montter, and foon 
forgot it: but the brother of the author, 
and his partizans, do not ceafe affuring 
us, that it is a wonderful mattierepiece. 

In Comedy, the lait year was not 
productive of many works of diitin- 
guifhed merit. The principal one, 
which was publifhed during that period, 
is intituled The Pulfe, by BaBo. 

It is founded upon the well-known 
ftory of Stratonice, whom King Seleu- 
Cus gave up tohis love-fick fon. Mr. 
Babo has madernifed this ftory, and 
laid the fcene in Germany ; {o that it 
Now forms a very entertaining Co- 
medy, 

Korzesur, who is certainly the 
Molt prolific dramatic writer of Ger- 
many, publifhed only two {mall Come- 
MontTuLy Mac. No. 96. 


dies, * Der Wirwarr;” and ** Die 
Deutichen Klein-ftadtler :” but he has 
tranflated and fitted feveral foreign 
plays for the German Stage. Asa 
New-Year’s Gift, he pretented to the 
public a Dramatical Almanack, cone 
taining fix very witty and iprightly 
little pieces, which have been received 


with diftinguithed approbation by the’ 


public, and almoft every where acted 
at private theatres, and by family pare 
ties, for the ufe of which they were 
purpofely written. 

Few Operas, of any note, have made 
their appearance. Tranflations from 
the French, have, in general, been 
deemed fufficient. 

Some attempts have lately been made 
at the Little Court-Theatre of the 
Duke of Weimar, to revive the come- 
dies of the ancients. Matterly tranfla- 
tions of two plays of Terence were 
exhibited: the actors were drefled in 
the coftume of the ancients, and wore 
matks. It is faid, that one of Sopho- 
cles’s Tragedies will foon be acied at 
the fame place; and that the actors 
are to be exalted on the cothurn. The 
novelty of the thing may amufe fora 
while; but furely good tafte would 
refiit the.general introduction of thems 
as improvements, in the comparatively 
{nailer modern theatres. 

DIDACTIC POETRY. 

In this branch of poetry, the laft year 
brought forth only one remarkable pub- 
lication; but it is a highly finifhed 
malter-piece: the title of itis ‘* Ura- 
nia, by TiEDGE, a Didactic Poem, in 
Six Cantos.” 

The poet here treats of the eternal 
truths of philofophical religion. He 
has diffufed over his fubject a ge- 


-‘nuine philofophical {pirit; has as 


dorned it with the unfading gar- 
lands of poefy; and impreffed it 
upon the minds of his readers with 
the enrapturing warmth of fenfibi- 
lity. The arrangement is excellent 5 
and verfification harmonious. If Mi- 
nerva ever appeared with the ceftus of 
the celeftial Venus, it is in this poem 5 
of which a fecond edition has already 
appeared. 
LYRIC POETRY. 

Lyric Poetry has, for fome years 
paft, much declined in Germany; aS 1g 

erhaps, always the cafe, when a nation 
is fo far advanced in literature, that 
almott every one fcribbles his copy of 
verfes. In Germany at preient, asin 
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century, it is not conftdered as an indi- 
cation of talents or genius, if a perion 
be able to write epigrams, fongs, &c. 
On the contrary, a young man’s edu- 
cation is thouglt to have been negle¢ct- 
ed, if he cannot occafionally compote a 
few ftanzas. The evil, however, is not 
fo great, as at firft fight it might ap- 
pear to be: for why fhould not the art 
of verfifying form a part of polite 
education, as well as. drawing and 
mufic. Here too the genuine artilt will 
as much diftinguifh himfelf from the 
mere dilettanti, as in other liberal arts. 
The fimpler the form of the poem, the 
eafier this diftinction is perceivable ; 

enuine poetical ideas fhining with a 

righter luftre, and the dull concep- 
tions of poetaiters being more difguit-. 
ingly exhibited in all their naked 
deformity. Senfible of this, fome 
fhallow-brained writers, who wifhed to 
pafs for poets, drew forth from the li- 
terary lumber-room all the difficult 
and quaint modes of poetic compofi- 
tion, and firange combinations of rimes, 
and puffed them off upon the public as 
things of ineitimable value. A num- 

er of youngiters tried the pretty play 
things; and, overjoyed to find it {fo 
eafy, inundated the bookfellers fhops 
with their fing-fong trafh. Thefe no- 
velties at firit attracted attention : 
but it was foon difcovered, that after 
all the pains taken to crack the hard 
nut-fhell, there was nothing but emp- 
tinefs within. Notwithftanding, then, 
all the late pains-taking of the herd of 
would-be poets, the public did not re- 
ward them by its applaufe, which is 
again b.ftowed only on the older poets, 
ot eftablithed reputation ; and on thofe 
who are emuloufly treading in their 
foot-fteps :——Schiller, Jacobi, Vols, 
Tiedge, Pfeivel, Matthifon, Halem, 
Gramb¢rg—and the two poeteffes, Fr. 
Biun, and Amalia von Imhoff, have, 
in particular, during the laft year, fa- 
voured their countrymen with many 
excellent lyric productions, which are, 
however, difperfed in a variety of pe- 
riodical publications and pocket-books, 


POCKET-BOOKs, &c. 


The number of Pocket-books and 
Almanacks, with which Germany is 
over-tun, 18 inconceivable. As the 
Circulating Libraries hinder the fale 
of books, though they fpread an au- 
thor’s reputation, many, even of the 
fir(t-rate writers, find it a good fpecu- 
jation to pub .th their lighter produc- 


tions in pocket-books, which, as News 
Year's Gifts, are {ure of a fale, 

In Germany, the old-fathioned cu. 
tom ftill prevails among parents and 
children, and the members of the fame 
family, of making prefents at Chrift. 
mas. A lover would be unpardonable, 
who néglected to prefent fome trifle to 
his mittrefs on her birth-day ; and it is 
expected that one fhould know the 
birth-day of a friend, in order to pa 
him a like compliment. What prefent, 
on fuch occafions, could be more 
proper than a pocket-book: and, 
hence, the poet, the wit, the {portfman, 
gardener, traveller, foldier, and punfter, 
&c. has each a pocket-book dedicated to 
his ufe. Among this immenfe numberof 
pocket-books, there are good, bad, and 
indifferent. Few of them, indeed, can 
expect to out-live the year. They 
are generally embellifhed with elegant 
engravings, and printed in the neateft 
manner, though frequently the types 
are too {mail for the eyes; and, too 
often, the merit of the book-binder 
exceeds that of the author. Let us 
pafs over the principal pocket-books 1a 
review. 

«¢ The Lady’s Calendar,” publifhed 
by Cotta, at Tubingen, is ornamented 
with fix prints, which form a feries of 
toilette {cenes: and are calculated to 
fhew, that the defpotifin and caprice 
of fathion is confined neither to timeor 
place, century or climate. Here a 
matron of ancient Athens is facrificing 
to the Graces, in hopes of making 2 
conquelt of her hufband. There a 
modern Sultana is gfpiring to win the 
handkerchief froma rival. Madame!a 
Prefidente of the Old Court 1s here 
receiving the homage of abbés and 
petits-maitres: there a Republican 
Merveilleufe is furrounded by crops, 
elegans, and mutcadins. A Moral Tale 
by Huber: the inexhauftible variety 
which Pfeffel has difplayed in a Col- 
le&tion af Epigrams and Fables: ands 
above all, a Poem by Schiller, eniure 
to this Calendar an exiftence beyon 
the year. ' 

« L*’Almanac des Dames,” which 
was received lait year with fuch appro- 
bation, contains fome of the mott ar 
gant productions of the neweft ine 
literature ; and, in point of neatnelss 
is not lefs indebted to the artift than 
its predeceffor. 

«eThePoetica|Pocket-book,”publithed 
by Fréblich, at Berlin, isenriched w!t 
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novel by Dahnert, which, together 
with Hildeguard de Hohenthal, by the 
fame author, well deferves to be recall- 
ed to the remembrance of our young 
readers, who feidom recollect any work 
beyond the current year, The editor, 
GRAMBERG, has inferted in this pocket- 
book fome of his own poems. Thofe 
of a humourous nature, and his epi- 
grams, are really an acquifition in a 
branch of poetry in which Germany is 
rather deficient. 

« The Pocket-book for 1803,” publifh- 
ed by Wilman, at Francfort, were it lefs 
elegant, would be fuficiently recom- 
mended by an Allegorical Dream by 
Herder—‘* Kalligenia, the Mother of 
Beauty.” 

The intrinfic value of this beautiful 
vifion mult outweigh all the tiafel or 
naments to which the generality of al- 
manacks owe their fhort-lived celebrity. 
It is a work of an author or Germany’s 
Augultan age. Various art.its of note 
have contributed prints from paflages 
of the moft celebrated authors. An 
Englifh artitt has drawn a icene from 
Romeo and Juliet, and another from 
Goéthe’s little poem, the Miller’s Wife; 
and fome connoifleurs are inclined to 
give the preference to thefe exertions 
of our Countryman, 

«The Almanack for the Lovers of Sa- 
tireand Fun,” by FaLx, at Weimar, 
is not unworthy of a genius who bas 
tranflated into’ German, with fuccefs, 
Peter Pindar’s Loufiad, 

In this almanack, ** The City of the 
Sun,”’ a genuine idea, worthy of Ari{to- 
phanes, is made a vehicle of fatire 
again{t the follies of the prefent age. 

‘fhe Pocket-book of Travels,” by E. 
R. de ZIMMERMANN, appeared laft year 
forthe firlt time ; and its diltinguifhed 
merit infpireda general with for its con- 


tinuation.” It confequently appears for. 


1803, and contains a defcription of a 
part of the world which the late events 
in St. Domingo have rendered particu- 
larly interefting. 

The author, who has confulted the 
bet writers, and Is no lets remarkable 
for his enlightened fentiments than for 
his extenfive reading, treats in this 
volume of the Weit India Iflands. 

The elegant prints of this excellent 
production are equally calculated to 
pleafe and to inftru&. It is faid that 
M. de Zimmermann (who, by-the- 
bye, is often confounded in England 
with the late phyfician to the Emprefs 
of Ruflia at Hanover, who wrote on 
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Solitude ; but who is in fa& Counfel- 
lor of State to the Duke of Brunt 
Wwick,and who is fuficiently known 
in England by a work written in Ene- 
Iifh, the Political Survey . of Europe) 
intends to _publith this pocket-book 
every year in Englith alfo:—it would 
_ an acquifition for the juvenile lie 
rary. 

_“* The Pocket-book for 1803,” pub- 
lifhed by Vieweg, at Brunfwick, has for 
many years been diftinguifhed for its 
elegance ; and the prefent, no lefs than 
its predeceffors, deferves a place ina 
lady’s library. 

Sdme geniufes of the firft celebrity 
have contributed to enrich it. The 
names of Wieland and Herder mutt 
infure its fuccefs. The author of Obe- 
ron has produced a tale, ** Narciffus and 
Narcifla,” and his fportful fancy {till de- 
lights in the flowery groves of fairy- 
land. Two felf-lovers are, by the firth 
glance in a magic mirror, offered to 
their view by their guardian-angels, 
converted into mutual lovers. Her- 
der’s melo-drama, ** Ariadne Libera,” 
is worthy of its claflical author, and de- 
ferves to be fet to mufic bya fecond 
Gluck. Huber has, 1n his tale ‘* Ra- 
ther Fortunate than Wile,” fucceeded 
in giving a higher degree of inner-worth 
to the chara¢ters of Goéthe’s Charlotte 
and Werter ; and ** Sucky,” by Lafon- 
taine, isa pretty trifle. This pocket- 
book, in allufion to Wieland’s tale, is 
adorned with vignettes of fairies and 

enil. 

‘© The Pocket-book for the Lovers of 
Nature andGardening, for 1803,” which 
has for nine years palit continued to de- 
{cribe the moft celebrated parks and 
pleafure-grounds in Europe, contains, 
as a well-informed Eng!ith traveller has 
affured us, in a pocket fize more than 
many of the like works in England, 
printed in folio, and at an extravagant 
price. : cas 

For 1803 it contains a defcription, 
and fome well-executed views of Harb- 
ké, near Brunfwick, belonging toCount 
Veltheim ; a picture of a grotto at Ko- 
benzelberg, near Vienna, belonging to 
the celebrated Auftrian negotiatar, 
Count Cobenzel ; fome plans for gar- 
dens, by the ingenious architect Thou- 
ret, at Stutgardts and fome eflays on 
French and Englifh gardening. 

Befides a Military Calendar; publifhed 
ed by Unger, at Berlin, and the Portrait- 
Gallery of diftingutfhed Captains,a Mi- 
iltary Pockec-book has been publithed at 
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Tiibingen, by Captain Hoyer, in the 
Elector of Saxony’s fervice, which con- 
tains much hiftorical and fcientific in- 
formation for young officers. 

- « The Ladies Calendar, of Berlin,” 
by Unger, contains, befides a feries of 
prints from the novel Rofalia and Nan- 
nette, and fome anecdotes of Agnes 
Sorel and Louifa de la Fayette, and an 
article by the celebrated dramatic au- 
thor and actor, Iffand, which cannot 
be read but withimprovement by every 
critic or player. 

«© The Hiftorical Calendar,” publith- 
ed alfo by Unger, contains the life of 
Wallenftein, whom Schiller’s celebrated 
drama has lately rendered fo interefting 
an object of curiofity. Profeflor Wolt- 
mann’s faithful narration fhews with 
what art the illuftrious poet has ren- 
dered the warrior a hero for the ftage, 
without too far violating hiftoric truth. 

Profeflor WoLTMAN has publifhed 
the firft volume of his Hiftory of Eng- 
land, which deferves an able Enghith 
tranflator. 

NOVELS, ROMANCES, Xc. 

Of no kind of works is the German 
preis fo productive as novels. We may 
venture to aflert, without exceeding 
the bounds of probability, that fome 
hundreds of writers are employed on no- 
thing elfe but the manufacture of novels 
and romances: but perhaps we might 
be accufed of being too liberal, if we 
afcribed talents and a knowledge of 
the art of compofition to only a tenth 
part of them. The inferior clafs ot 
novel-writers are thus enabled to carry 
on their trade: if any man of genius 
itarts a good idea, which meets with 
the approbation of the public, they 
imitate and purfue it till it becomes 
quite naufeous.—The following are 
fome of the mott diftinguifhed works of 
this clafs that made their appearance 
during the laft year. 

‘* Erzahlungen, von HuBER,."— 
Tales, by Huber. 

The autho., who is highly efteemed 
as an excellent writer in various 
branches of literature, has here given a 
ferics of very entertaining fketches, 
which evince much fancy, fentiment, 
and pfychological knowledge, 

** Das Goldene Kalb, eune Biogra- 
phie."—The Golden Calf, a Biogra- 
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his work, which belongs to the Clafs of 
truly witty romances, a clafs not very 
numerous in Germany ; but the wit ig 
this work is not merely of that light 
{fportive kind, calculated to raife 
laugh ; but fuch as will caufe the read. 
er to pafs from laughing to ferious te. 
flection. 

‘¢ Der Roman im Romane, von Gus. 
TAV SCHILLING.” — The Romance, 
ina Romance, by Guitavus Schilling, 

A very interefting work. The av- 
thor in particular diiplays great know- 
ledge of the female heart. 

“ Malirchen, oder das rote Stick des 
Journals der Romane.” 

Thefe tales, which form the roth 
number of the Journal of Romances, 
are faid to be the produttions of a lady, 
and are very fprightly and entertain- 
ing. 

‘¢ Ferdinand Warner, oder der arme 
Floten{picler.”"—Ferdinand Warner, or 
the poor Flute-piayer, by A. Exer- 
HARD.” 

This is a well-written book ; except 
that a rather too fentimental enthufat- 
tic tone pervades it. The author has, 
by former works, already eltablifhed 
his claim to be ranked among the belt 
novel-writers of Germany.
